WARRANT FOR THE ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 
MONDAY, FEBRUARY 1, 1932. 


The Commonwealth of Massachusetts Middlesex ss 


To either of the Constables of the Town of Burlington 
in the County of Middlesex: 


Greeting :— 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
you are hereby directed to warn and notify the inhabitants 
of the Town of Burlington qualified to vote in elections and 
in town affairs to meet at the Town Hall in said town on 
Monday, the first day of February next at ten o’clock in the 
forenoon, then and there to act on the following articles: 


Article 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers, ° 
namely :—Moderator for one year, Town Clerk for three 
years ,three Selectmen for one year, one Assessor for three 
years, one member of the School Committee for three years, 
one Park Commissioner for three years, one Library Trustee 
for three years, one Cemetery Commissioner for three years, 
one Cemetery Commissioner for two years (to fill vacaney), 
Treasurer, Collector of Taxes, three Auditors, Tree Warden, 
First Constable and Second Constable. 


Article 2. To act on the reports of the Auditors, Sel- 
ectmen, Board of Public Welfare, Treasurer, Collector, As- 
sessors, Cemetery Commissioners, Park Commissioners, Li- 
brary Trustees, Town Clerk, Accounting Officer, and the 
various other Town Officers. 

Article 3. To see if the Town will authorize the 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow 
money in anticipation of the revenue for the current finan- 
cial year. | 

Article 4. To raise and appropriate money to defray 
the expenses of the Town for the current financial year, and 
to determine through whom the same shall be expended, 
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for the following departments and accounts: Schools and 
Transportation, Highways, Snow and Ice, Street Lights, 
Repairs of Macadam Streets, Dept. of Public Welfare, 
Mothers’ Aid, Old Age Assistance, Soldiers’ Relief, Voca- 
tional Schools, Library, Park Dept., Town Reports, Mem- 
orial Day, Tax Titles, Reserve Fund, Insurance, Cemeteries, 
Interest, Maturing Debt, Selectmen’s Dept., Auditors’ Dept., 
Treasurer’s Dept., Collector’s Dept., Assessors’ Dept., Legal 
Dept., Town Clerk’s Dept., Elections and Registrations, Town 
Hall Maintenance, Town Hall Furnishings,Police and Consta- 
bles, Fire Protection, Sealer of Weights and Measures, 
Moth Dept., Tree Warden’s Dept., Inspector of Buildings, 
Health Dept., Inspector of Animals, Accounting Officer’s 
Dept., and Inspector of Slaughtering, and to take any nec- 
essary action in connection therewith, Also to take any 
action necessary in conjunction with the Revenue Account. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will authorize the Sel- 
ectmen to petition the State Department of Public Works 
for aid for general highway purposes under Sections 26-29, 
Chapter 81 of the General Laws and amendments thereof, 
or do or act anything in relation to the same. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to instruct 
the Selectmen to petition the State Department of Public 
Works and the County Commissioners for aid in the re-con- 
struction of Lexington Street and to raise and appropriate a 
sum of money to be used in conjunction with any money re- 
ceived from the State and County, or do or act anything in 
relation to the same. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the 
Selectmen to petition the State Department of Public Works 
and the County Commissioners for aid in the reconstruction 
of Francis Wyman Road and to raise and appropriate a sum 
of money to be used in conjunction with any money re- 
ceived from the State and County, or do or act anything in 
relation to the same. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will raise and appro- 
priate the sum of One Thousand Dollars ($1000.00) for the 
widening and repairs of Peach Orchard Road from Hillside 
Avenue to Winn Street, or do or act anything in relation to 
the same; said money to be spent under the direction of the 
Selectmen. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will accept from the 
Trustees under the will of Marshall Simonds Five Thousand 
Dollars ($5000.00), to be expended by the Park Commis- 
sioners for improving and beautifying Simonds Park, or do 
or act anything in relation to the same. 

Article 10. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to appoint a Town Accountant in accordance 
with Section 55, Chapter 41, General Laws, to abolish the 
office of town auditor, or take any action relative thereto, 


Article 11. To see if the Town will- vote to accept Sec- 
tions 42-43 of Chapter 48 of General Laws of Mass. 

Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money to purchase a piece of Fire 
Apparatus or do or act anything in relation to the same. x 


Article 13. To receive and act on the reports of all 
Committees heretofore appointed. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will accept the permis- 
Sive act of the Massachusetts Legislature, Chapter 172 of 
the Acts of 1931, being an act to authorize the Town of Bur- 
lington to supply itself and its inhabitants with water and 
to sell water to the City of Woburn. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money for supplying itself and its in- 
habitants with water, as authorized by Chapter 172 of the 
Acts of 1931, and determine how the same shall be raised 
or take any action relative thereto. 

Article 16. To elect by ballot a Board of Water Com- 
missioners as set forth in Chapter 172 of the Acts of 1931. 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Four Thousand nine hundred sixty- 
eight and 48-100 dollars ($4,968.48) or to issue bonds or 
notes, to defray the expense of Burlington’s proportion of 
the cost of the Middlesex County Sanatorium, as, appor- 
tioned and assessed by the County Commissioners, or to 
take any action in relation to the same. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to move the 
Fire Apparatus from its present quarters on Francis Wy- 
man Road to a new location, or do or act anything in rela- 
tion thereto. 


Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money to pay the bills that are unpaid 
on the Thomas J. McCue Winn Street Contract or do or act 
anything in relation to the same. 


Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to take any 
action in regard to the land on the easterly side of Cam- 
bridge Street adjoining the land of Edward D. Bennett and 
William H. McKenzie, or do or act anything in relation 
to the same. 

Article 21. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to petition the Edison Electric [luminating 
Company of Boston to install street lights on Winn Street 
from Mill Street to Cambridge Street, or do or act anything 
in relation to the same. 

Article 22. To see what disposition the Town will 
make of the Bank and Corporation Taxes.

PROCEEDINGS AT THE ANNUAL TOWN MEETING, 
FEBRUARY 1, 1932. 


The meeting was called to order by the Moderator at 
10:00 A. M. and the warrant was read as far as Article 2. 
A motion was then made and it was voted to dispense with 
the reading of the remainder of the warrant until some later 
time. The Election Officers, Guy HE. Reed, Frederick W. 
Richardson, Alexander Maiocchi and Thomas F’. Keating’ were 
sworn. The package said to contain 960 Official Ballots, 
together with Cards of Instructions, Penalties on Voters and 
Specimen Ballots were delivered to the Election Officers 
and receipt taken therefor. The ballot box was examined 
and found empty. The register was recorded at 0000. The 
ballot box was locked aud the keys were delivered to the 
Constable. The Polls were declared open at 10:12. 


At 2:15 Gove W. Sleeper and Wilbur Dobbins were sworn 
as tellers. Fifty ballots were taken from the ballot box by 
the Moderator and the two tellers, Sleeper and Dobbins pro- 
ceeded to canvas and count. At 3:20 P. M. two hundred 
ballots were taken from the ballot box by the Moderator; 
at 5:45 P. M. one hundred fifty more ballots were taken 
from the ballot box. At 6:30 P. M. Newell H. Hawes was 
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appointed teller by the Moderator to assist in counting the 
ballots and was sworn. The Clerk, Selwyn H. Graham, sub- 
stituted for Guy E. Reed in checking at the ballot box and 
Mr. Reed and Mr. Hawes proceeded to count. At 7:15 one 
hundred fifty ballots were taken from the ballot box by the 
Moderator. The Polls were closed at 8:00 P. M. and the 
remaining ballots, one hundred fifteen in number, were taken 
from the box. The total number of ballots cast was Six 
Hundred sixty five. The register on the ballot box read 
665. The check lists were counted and showed six hundred 
sixty five names as having been checked. After the can- 
vass was completed the tally sheets were totalled and the 
ballots and check lists were sealed and endorsed as required.

PROCEEDINGS AT ADJOURNED TOWN MEETING, 
MONDAY, FEBRUARY 15, 1932 


The meeting was called to order by the Moderator at 
8 :00 o’clock P. M. and the minutes of the Town Election and 
the Recount were read by the Clerk. The various articles 
in the warrant were taken up as follows: 
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Article 2. On motion it was voted that the reports of 
the various officers as listed under Article 2 be accepted. . . 

Article 3. It was voted that the Town Treasurer, with 
the approval of the Selectmen, be and hereby is authorized 
to borrow money from time to time in anticipation of the 
revenue of the financial year beginning January 1, 1932, and 
to issue a note or notes therefor, payable within one year; 
any debt or debts incurred under this vote to be paid from 
the revenue of the said financial year. 136 in favor and none 
opposed. | 

Article 4. SCHOOLS AND TRANSPORTATION.. It 
was voted that $35,185.14 be raised by taxation and that 
$637.86 be transferred from the Dog License Refund, the 
whole amount of $35,823.00 to be appropriated for the main- 
tenance of Schools and Transportation and increasing the 
water supply in the School house, to be expended under the 
direction of the School Committee, $100 of this amount to 
be reserved for the salaries of the School Committee. 156 
in favor and none opposed. 

HIGHWAYS. Voted that the sum of $6000 be raised 
and appropriated for the maintenance of Highways to be 
spent under the direction of the Selectmen. 138 in favor 
and none opposed. 

SNOW AND ICE. A motion was made and seconded 
that the sum of $2500 be raised and appropriated. for the 
removal of Snow and Ice. An amendment was made that 
the sum of $3500 be raised and appropriated for the Removal 
of Snow and Ice and that the Selectmen be instructed to 
plow out unaceepted streets where there are school childrem 
or a reasonable amount of traffic. The amendment was. 
seconded and it was so voted. 92 in favor and 48 opposed. 


STREET LIGHTS. It was voted that the sum of $6000 
be raised and appropriated for the maintenance of street 
lights. 115 in favor and none opposed. : 

REPAIRS OF MACADAM STREETS. It. was voted 
that the sum of $2000 be raised by taxation and that this 
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amount together with any money received from the State 
Department of Public Works and the County Commissioners 
be appropriated for the repairs on Macadam Streets, to be 
spent under the direction of the Selectmen. 126 in favor 
and none opposed. 

DEPT. OF PUBLIC WELFARE. It was voted that 
the sum of $4000 be raised and appropriated for the expenses 
of the Department of Public Welfare and the salaries of the 
Board of Public Welfare. 105 in favor and none opposed. 

MOTHERS’ AID. It was voted that the sum of $800 
be raised and appropriated for the expenses of the Dept. of 
Mothers’ Aid to be spent under the direction of the Board 
of Public Welfare. 77 in favor and none opposed. 

OLD AGE ASSISTANCE. It was voted that the sum 
of $1500 be raised and appropriated for the expenses of Old 
Age Assistance to be spent under the direction of the Board 
of Public Welfare. 104 in favor and none opposed. 


SOLDIERS’ RELIEF. It was voted that the sum of 
$1000 be raised and appropriated for the expense of Soldiers’ 
Relief to be spent under the direction of the Board of Public 
Welfare. 58 in favor and 2 opposed. 

VOCATIONAL SCHOOLS. It was voted that the sum 
of $1000 be raised and appropriated for Vocational School 
Tuition to be spent under the direction of the School Com- 
mittee. 89 in favor and none opposed. 

LIBRARY. It was voted that the sum of $600 be raised 
and appropriated for the support of the Library to be spent 
under the direction of the Library Trustees. 79 in favor 
and none opposed. 

PARK DEPT. A motion was made and it was voted 
that this item of Article 4 be laid on the table until action is 
taken on Article 9. A motion was then made and it was 
‘voted to take up Article 9. 


Article 9. It was voted that the Town accept from 
‘the Trustees under the will of Marshall Simonds the sum 
of $5,000, to be expended by the Park Commissioners for 
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improving and beautifying Simonds Park. 166 in favor and 
none opposed. 

A motion was then made that we lay the remainder of 
this article on the table and take up Article 14, and it was 
so voted. 66 in favor and 54 opposed. 

ARTICLE 14. A motion was made and it was voted that 
the Town accept the Permissive Act of the Massachusetts 
Legislature, Chapter 172 of the Acts of 1931, being an act 
1o authorize the Town of Burlington to supply itself and its 
inhabitants with water and to sell water to the City of 
Woburn. 112 in favor and 68 opposed. 

On motion it was voted to take up Articles 15 and 16. 

ARTICLE 15. It was voted that action on Article 15 
be indefinitely -postponed. 

ARTICLE 16. It was voted that action on this Article 
be indefinitely postponed. 

ARTICLE 4. TOWN REPORTS. It was voted that 
the sum of $325 be raised and appropriated to defray the 
expense of town reports, to be spent under the direction of 
the Selectmen. 66 in favor and none opposed. 

MEMORIAL DAY. It was voted that the sum of $100 
be raised and appropriated for the proper observance of 
Memorial Day and that Walter W. Skelton be chosen to act 
as a Memorial Day Committee. 

TAX TITLES. It was voted that the sum of $250 be 
raised and appropriated for the expenses of Tax Titles. 

RESERVE FUND. Voted that the sum of $500 be 
raised and appropriated for the Reserve Fund to be spent 
under the direction of the Finance Committee. 


INSURANCE. Voted that the sum of $1600 be 
raised and appropriated for the expense of insurance to 
be spent under the direction of the Selectmen. 


CEMETERIES. It was voted that tne sum of $2000 be 
raised and appropriated for the support of cemeteries to be 
spent under the direction of the Cemetery Commissioners. 
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-- INTEREST. It was voted that the sum of $3309 be 
raised and appropriated for the expense of interest to bé 
spent under the direction of the Selectmen. 79 in favor and 
none opposed. 

MATURING DEBT It was voted that the sum of $2000 
be raised and appropriated to defray the expense of matur- 
ing debt for the ensuing year, to be spent under the direction 
of the selectmen. 68 in favor and none opposed. 

SELECTMEN’S DEPT. It was voted to raisé and 
appropriate the sum of $900 for the salaries and expense of 
the Selectmen’s Department. 


AUDITOR’S DEPARTMENT. It was voted to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $75 for the Auditor’s Department. 

TREASURER’S DEPT.—It was voted to raise and ap- 
and appropriate the sum of $400 for the salary and ex- 
penses of the Treasurer. 

COLLECTOR’S DEPT. It was voted to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $1250 for the Collector’s Dept., $1000 of 
this amount to be used for the salary of the Collector. 

ASSESSOR’S DEPT. It was voted that the sum of 
$1400 be raised and appropriated for the salaries and ex- 
penses of the Assessor’s Department. 

LEGAL DEPARTMENT. It was voted to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $300 to defray the expenses of the 
Legal Department to be spent under the direction of the 
Selectmen, 

TOWN CLERK’S DEPT. It was voted that the sum 
of $600 be raised and appropriated for the salary and ex- 
penses of the Town Clerk’s Department. 

ELECTIONS AND REGISTRATIONS. It was voted 
that the sum of $700 be raised and appropriated for the ex- 
penses of Elections and Registrations and the salaries of the 
Board of Registrars. 

TOWN HALL MAINTENANCE. It was voted that the 
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sum of $1400 be raised and appropriated for Town Hall 
Maintenance to be spent under the direction of the Select- 
men. 7 | | 

TOWN HALL FURNISHINGS. It was voted to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $200 for Town Hall Furnish- 
ings, to be spent under the direction of the Selectmen. 

POLICE AND CONSTABLES. It was voted that the 
sum of $1000. be raised and appropriated for the Department 
of Police and Constables for the ensuing year to be spent 
under the direction of the Selectmen. 

FIRE PROTECTION. It was voted that the sum of 
$2000 be raised and appropriated for fire protection, part of 
this sum to be used for fire patrol, if the State so orders it. 

SEALER OF WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. It was 
voted that the sum of $125 be raised and appropriated for 
the Department of the Sealer of Weights and Mesures to be 
spent under the direction of the Selectmen. 

MOTH DEPT. It was voted that the sum of $1200 be 
raised and appropriated for the expenses of the Moth De- 
partment, to be spent under the direction of the Selectmen. 

TREE WARDEN’S DEPT. It was voted that the 
sum of $900 be raised and appropriated for the Tree War- 
den’s Department, to be spent under the direction of the 
Tree Warden. 

INSPECTOR OF BUILDINGS. It was voted that the 
sum of $100 be raised and appropriated for Salary and ex- 
penses of the Building Inspector, to be spent under the 
direction of the Selectmen. ; 

HEALTH DEPT. It was voted that the sum of $350 
be raised and appropriated for the salaries and expenses of 
the Department of Health. 

INSPECTOR OF ANIMALS. It was voted that the 
sum of $125 be raised and appropriated for the salary of the 
Inspector of Animals, to be spent under the direction of the 
Selectmen. 
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ACCOUNTING OFFICER’S DEPT. It was voted that 
the sum of $300 be raised and appropriated for the salary 
and expenses of the Accounting Officer. It was then voted 
to take up Article 10. 


Article 10. A motion was made and it was voted to 
dismiss Article 10 from the Warrant.

Sir: 

As directed by you I have made an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of Burlington for the period from 
January 1, 1931 to May 31, 1932 and submit the following 
report thereon: 

The financial transactions of the town, as recorded on 
the ‘books of the several departments, were checked with the 
town accounting officer’s and the treasurer’s books. 

The books of the accounting officer were examined and 
checked, The receipts, as recorded, were checked with the 
treasurer’s books and with the records of the several depart- 
ments collecting money for the town. The payments were 
checked with the selectmen’s warrants authorizing the 
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treasurer to disburse town funds and with the treasurer’s 
books. 

The appropriations and transfers, as shown on the town 
clerk’s records of town meeting proceedings, were checked 
to the accounting officer’s ledger. 

The ledger accounts were analyzed, a trial balance was 
taken off, and a balance sheet, a copy of which is appended 
to this report, was prepared showing the financial condition 
of the town as of May 31, 1982. 

The classification of receipts and disbursements were 
checked to the accounting officer’s ledger accounts. 

The books and accounts of the treasurer were examined 
and checked, the cash book was footed for the period of the 
audit and the cash balance was proved by a reconciliation 
of the bank account and by an actual count of the cash on. 
hand on May 31, 1982. 

The savings bank books representing the investment of 
the David Simonds Library Fund and the Cemetery Per- 
pretual Care Funds in the custody of the town treasurer were — 
examined and verified, the income, bequests, and expendi- 
tures being proved and found to be as reported. 

The payments on account of debt and interest were 
proved with the amounts falling due. 

The books and accounts of the tax collector were 
examined and checked. The commitments were analyzed 
and reconciled with the assessors’ warrants, the recorded 
tax collections were checked to the cash book and with the 
payments to the treasurer, the abatements were checked to 
the assessors’ records of abatements granted, and the out- 
standing accounts were listed and proved with the account- 
ing officer’s ledger. 

Verification notices were mailed to a number of persons 
whose names appeared on the books as owing money to the 
town, the replies received thereto indicating that the 
accounts, as listed, are correct. The tax collector’s cash on 
hand was verified by an actual count on May 31, 1932. 
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The tax title deeds held by the town on property sold 
for non-payment of taxes were examined and reconciled 
with the accountant’s ledger accounts. 

At the expiration of two years. from the date of the 
taking of tax titles by the town, proceedings for foreclosure 
of rights of redemption should be instituted by the treasurer, 
as required by Section 50, Chapter 60, General Laws, as 
amended. 

The financial accounts of the town clerk were examined. 
The receipts for dog and sporting licenses were checked 
with the records of licenses issued, and the payments to the 
county treasurer and the Division of Fisheries and Game, 
respectively, were verified. 

The surety bonds of the town clerk, treasurer, and tax 
collector for the faithful performance of their duties were 
examined and found to ‘be in proper form. 

The records of licenses granted by the selectmen and 
board of health were examined and checked, and the pay- 
ments to the treasurer were verified by a comparison with 
the treasurer’s cash receipts. 

The records of fines collected by the library department 
were examined and compared with the treasurer’s records 
of receipts. 

In addition to the departments mentioned, the records 
of all other departments collecting money or committing 
bills for collection were examined. 

Appended to this report, in addition to the balance 
sheet, are tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s 
cash, summaries of the tax accounts, and schedules showing 
the trust fund transactions. 

While engaged in making the audit I received the 
co-operation of all the town officials, for which, on behalf 
of my assistants and for myself, I wish to express appreci- 
ation.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


Members of the School Committee 
Mrs. Smith and Gentlemen: 


This resume of the year, although addressed to you, is 
more for the average citizen than for you who have wrought 
out the problems as they have occurred. 


In April, Mrs. T. W. Crawford was suddenly stricken 
in death, placing on Mr. Crawford so heavy home responsi- 
bilities that he felt obliged to withdraw from the Committee. 
For five years Mr. Crawford has served the schools with 
utmost fidelity. Of sound judgment he sought always to 
work in harmony with others. His withdraiwal was a source 
of much regret to those with whom he worked. Mr. Ragnar 
I’. Johnson was appointed to serve the unexpired term. 


The school history of 1932 has been largely a repetition 
of the previous year. The problem of housing is foremost. 
This has been so discussed in previous reports that it remains 
only to emphasize the increasing acuteness of the situation. 
All grades below the seventh have enrolled more than fifty 
pupils. This number legally entitles each room teacher to a 
full time assistant. 


Housing of four hundred ten pupils in September was 
possible only by the purchase of new desks and crowding 
into the rooms as many as possible. Further crowding is out 
of the question for even present conditions are unreasonable. 
A teacher cannot properly instruct fifty-five to sixty pupils. 
Individual attention cannot be given to the pupil who needs 
it. Retardation is heavy and this increases school costs. 
Teachers are overworked, but it is the child who must pay 
the ultimate price. 


Burlington has received for nineteen hundred thirty-two 
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State reimbursements of $13,978.23. The town is not com- 
plying with State requirements under which such support 
is extended. It is jeopardizing this aid by the failure to 
provide proper working conditions. The recommendations 
of the recent. report, of the. finance committee, of the Legis- 
lature as well as similar reports of many organizations sug- 
gest the probability of less State aid to small towns in the 
near future. The subjoined comparative figures of Burling- 
ton, Bedford and North Reading are taken from 'the recently 
issued, annual report of the State. Department. of Education 
for the school year ending June 30,1932... The three towns 
are very similar in population,. valuahion and ioecation. . The 
figures speak for themselves :,

There is doubtless a difference of opinion as to the best 

way to meet the situation. It should, however, be constantly 
kept in mind that the problem is not only of the elementary 
pupils in Union School, but of high school pupils as well. 
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The situation has been so frequently discussed from all 
angles during the last five years that repetition here seems 
needless. } 


It seems to me physically impossible to accommodate 
next September the increasing number of pupils except by 
half time for at least some grades. This is undesirable 
educationally and in increased transportation expensive. 
Another expedient would be by the use of portable houses. 
These are costly in the initial installation, expensive in oper- 
ation and at best only a temporary makeshift. While con- 
struction in itself is at present possible at low cost, financing 
is difficult and expensive. <A ‘bond issue, at best always an 
expensive method, carries at present an unusually high rate. 
The permissive legislation to exceed the debt limit, already 
passed, applies only to high school purposes... To guarantee 
to the school children the rights and advantages to which 
they are morally entitled requires prompt action. 


TEACHING STAFF 


On account of illness in her family Miss Cora McIntire 
in November 1931 asked for leave of absence. This was 
extended indefinitely, but in June Miss McIntire resigned. 
Miss MeIntire’s withdrawal terminates a continuous service 
in Burlington Schools of more than forty years. Such records 
and such service are rare. Her life work has its memorial 
in the lives of the many whom ‘she has helped. All wish 
Miss McIntire in her retirement many years of happy reflec- 
tion and satisfaction: Mrs. Della Fellows, a teacher of wide 
experience, was engaged as'temporary substitute and has 
been continued on this basis. The remaining eight teachers, 
the four special teachers, nurse and physician have remained 
the same as last year. Miss Doris E. Campbell, building 
assistant, accepted a position in Berlin during the summer. 
To assist with the large number of pupils two building 
assistants, Miss Helen Conley of Framingham Teachers’ 
College and Miss Myrtle Mullen of Lowell Teachers’ College 
were employed at nominal salaries. For lack of proper 
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room they work at a heavy disadvantage, one in the end of 
the upstairs corridor, the other in the basement. They have 
accepted conditions cheerfully and worked faithfully. 


That the school work has gone as favorably as it has 
ix to the credit of the teachers who have worked long and 
industriously. Even with the best organization and effort 
a high standard cannot be maintained under existing con- 
ditions. One can but feel that we have slipped somewhat 
from the very excellent work done five years ago. In many 
town departments work can be postponed to more favorable 
times without any permanent loss. Not so in school work. 
What is denied the children today can never be made up. 
They pay the final cost in irreparable loss. 


A deep well pump was installed during the summer to 
insure a more dependable water supply. There has never 
seemed to be an inadequate supply, but the former pump 
did not have the necessary power. With the sewage system 
eompleted in 1931 it is hoped these problems have been met 
for the present in spite of the increasing demands of growing 
numbers. The interior of the building,—woodwork, walls 
and desks,—needs freshening. The expense would not be 
large and it is poor economy to neglect such needed repairs. 


HEALTH 


There has been an unusual amount of sickness in which 
contagious diseases have played a large part. In a con- 
gested building contagion is much more wide-spread and 
serious. As a consequence the absentees have been many 
and the attendance adversely affected as shown in the sub- 
joined tables. 


SPECIAL REPORTS 


The reports of the special teachers are included. They 
give first hand information of the work and merit attention 
especially of parents. 
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REPORT OF INSTRUCTOR OF MANUAL TRAINING 


Manual Training at Burlington during the year 1932 
has followed the line laid out in previous years, the size of 
the classes and the lack of equipment making it necessary to 
divide each class, the divisions having instruction in alter- 
nate weeks. The work with the classes has been more with 
the idea of teaching the proper use of tools, and practice in 
the use of them, than in the actual construction of a variety 
of models. The short time allowed each class precludes the 
making of many models and consequently I have taught with 
‘the view of obtaining careful and accurate work with few 
models. 


The younger classes have worked on the simple joints 
common to woodworking; the others on models graded to 
their ability and which have called for instruction in the 
proper ‘‘lay-out’’ of the work, all of which has been of 
simple character and with a minimum use of stock. 


During the year as part of the class work for the upper 
grades, we have done work for the school. Of this work 
we might mention the frames for the pictures of Washington 
which were hung in two of the schoolrooms, a plant shelf, 
the bracing of lunch tables in the basement, the construction 


of a store front for use in a school play, and many small 
jobs. Most of the boys are showing interest in their work 
and the period closes all too quickly for them. It is to be 
regretted that longer periods are not available.

REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 
In recent reports I gave outlines of the work in singing 
and appreciation showing what we are trying to accomplish 
in music. These plans are being followed in our regular 
grade work and those interested are invited to visit classes 
at any time. 
Our greatest problem is always the child with the 
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deficient sense of pitch and every effort is made to help such 
cases, but they seldom become independent singers. Conse- 
quently, when large numbers of voices of this type are found 
in the upper grades, part-smging is weak. Many of these 
children show keen appreciation in work with the victrola 
or radio. They would readily become good instrumental 
players on instruments which do not require a strong sense 
of pitch from the performer. 


This year we have been able to offer class lessons on 
violin or piano at school for twenty-five cents a lesson.

REPORT OF INSTRUCTOR OF SEWING 


In real life a girl’s problems in home economies involve 
much more than plain sewing and the construction cf a_ 
simple igarment. To keep pace with the modern trend of 
progressive education, I have added to the accepted funda- 
mentals of sewing, certain standards for choice in the pur- 
chasing of clothes; training to appreciate beauty in materials 
and design; information about the five textile fibers and 
something of their manufacture; skill in the principles of 
line and color and in judging the quality and value of 
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material. Girls need much training in budgeting because 
they usually become the family shoppers. 

The effect of a lovely dress is often spoiled by lack of 
care. A costume which in itself is not particularly distine- 
tive, may become attractive when properly cared for and 
worn by a well-groomed person. Good grooming, therefore, 
is closely allied to our work in the sewing classes. This 
demands not only a knowledge of the care of clothing, but 
also proper care of the hair, skin, teeth, hands and nails. 
For this reason one lesson in manicuring was given. 

‘‘When carelessness comes in at the door, beauty goes 
out of the window.” 

Our work was organized around the fundamentals of 
sewing and the construction of garments of immediate in- 
terest to the pupil. Through this approach a brief study’ 
was made of cotton and linen fibers and materials, design 
and color in dress, and the cost and care of clothing. 

Among the practical aims of the course in sewing are 
the attaimment of skill in selecting clothing wisely; ability 
of our girls to dress suitably according to their means; to 
select the ready-made garment intellivently ; to makie cloth- 
ing which can be economically: constructd at home; to keep 


clothing in proper repair and to be well-groomed at all | 


times.

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Report of Middlesex County Extension Service 


Burlington 1932 


A great many farm visits were made during the year 
by the agricultural agents of the Middlesex County Exten- 
sion Service in the town of Burlington. These requested 
visits had to do largely with the eradication of bovine tuber- 
eulosis, poultry disease control, and spraying of apple trees. 

A corn borer control demonstration was given for the 
benefit of local farmers. 


77 homemakers are actively participating in the wo- 
men’s meetings. They have passed on the information which 
they received to 225 others who have been unable to attend 
the meetings and report 363 changes in their homes as a re- 
sult of the meetings. 

The program completed in the spring included the study 
of the dining room and kitchen so as to save time and energy 
on the part of the homemaker. Many changes in arrange- 
ment of equipment were made. In this program emphasis 
was placed on making the best of what they already had 
rather than going out for new purchases. 


The program which started in the fall includes the 
preparation of simple foods in attractive ways. 

The success of this work depends on the local leadership 
of Mrs. Selwyn Graham, town homemaking chairman, Mrs. 
Fred W. Sleeper, Mrs. Willis Hunt, Mrs. David Graham and 
Mrs. Frank Matthews. 


Two meetings were conducted last year in Child Guid- 
ance work in which understanding the child and living with 
our children were the topics discussed. 

One meeting was held during the year on suggestions 
for Christmas gifts and a large number of homemakers 
availed themselves of the opportunity to hear Miss Mary 
Pozzi of the State College talk on inexpensive gifts. 
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There, were 66 boys and, girls enrolled in the 4-H, Clubs. 
These young; people were et ted in clothing, canning, gar- 
dening, and poultry activities. Théy were under the leader- 
ship of Miss Marion Miller, Mrs, Willis Hunt, Guy Reed, Jr., 
and Gordon Hunt. These leaders along with Mr. Carl 
Tussey made up the Burlington 4-H Club Committee. 

Guy Reed, Jr., was chosen the ‘County garden champion 
and represented me garden club members at Camp Gilbert. 
At the County Rally, Eleanor Alberghini was second in the 
dress contest for cirls over 12 years 0 of age. The clothing 
‘club was awarded first in the stunt contest for their military 
drill at the Rally. 
| ~ Earle Potwin and Marion Welsh were awarded the two- 
day ‘trip to the Massachusetts State College | on their excel- 
lent work in poultry and canning. |

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Report of Forest Warden 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 

I herewith submit my report as Forest Warden for 1932. 
I feel that this department has done good work the past 
year. While the weather conditions were very bad part of 
the season for grass and ‘brush fires the number was not as 
many as 1931, but the building fires nearly double. 

We had one fire that threatened to wipe out the south- 
ern part of the town. But with the cooperation of our 
neighboring towns and the State we were able to stop this 
fire with no loss of buildings although four caught fire. 

Mr. J. E. Malloy, District Forest Warden, was on the 
seene early and called the State Pump from Danvers, also 
the departments from Arlington, Lexington and Waltham 
responded. Several lines of hose were used, one line being 
4600 feet long. 

The Portable Pump arrived the last of May and has 
proved to be a valuable community asset. 

This department has responded to 108 calls of different 
kinds as follows: Building 18, Chimney 7, Grass 15, Brush 438, 
Auto 5, Dumps 2, Tree 1, Unnecessary 3, False 1, 10 cellars 
pumped out and 3 other jobs. 

I have issued 97 permits. Stopped four persons from 
burning and shut down one steam shovel for not having a 
spark arrestor on. 

We have used 164 ponies and 16 tanks of chemical, 1

After some discussion an amendment was made that we 
raise and appropriate the sum of $1175 for the Collector’s 
Dept. $900 for the salary and $275 for the expenses of the 
Collector. 

The amendment was not carried, 63 being in favor of 
the amendment and 97 opposed. 

Action was then taken on the original motion and it 
was voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $1085, $800 
for the salary of the Collector and $285 for the expenses of 
the office. 109 in favor and 18 opposed. 

ASSESSORS’ DEPT. It was voted that we raise and 
appropriate the sum of $1100 for the salaries and expenses of 
the Assessors’ Department. 

LEGAL DEPT. It was voted that: the sum of $200 be 
raised and appropriated for the expenses of the Legal Dept.

PROCEEDINGS AT ADJOURNED AND SPECIAL 
TOWN MEETINGS, MARCH 13, 1933. 


The meeting was called to order at 8:00 P. M. by the 
Moderator and the minutes of the previous meeting were 
read by the Clerk. 


At 8:15 P. M. the Moderator called for the Warrant for 
the Special Meeting and this was read by the Clerk. 


Article 1. It was voted to confirm the action taken at 
the adjourned Town Meeting held February 20th, 1933, 
under Article 9, whereby it was voted to accept from the 
Trustees under the will of Marshall Simonds the sum of Five 
Thousand DoHars ($5000), to 'be used for Park Development 
in the year 1933, to be expended under the direction of the 
Park Commissioners. Unanimous. 


Article 2. On motion it was voted that the Moderator 
declare this article illegally placed in the Warrant due to 
the fact that it was not petitioned by one hundred voters. 
The Moderator declared it was not legally placed in the 
Warrant and no further action was taken under this article. 


A motion was then made and it was voted that the town 
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meeting under a motion of privilege receive and act on the 
report of the Committee appointed under Article 10 at the 
Annual Town Meeting. 


The report was then given by Mr. D. Leland Barnum 
as follows: 


Mr. Moderator and Citizens of Burlington: 

In spite of the limited time given the committee, 
appointed to investigate the conditions at the Union Centre 
School, we have tried to cover the subject as thoroughly as 
possible. 


Our first procedure was to visit the Centre School while 
the classes were in session and to go through it grade by 
erade. We found the conditions in the first six grades to 
be far from satisfactory: 59 children in the first grade, 
60 in the second; 59 in the third, 49 in the fourth, 57 in the 
fifth, 54 in the sixth, in the 7th 39, in the eighth 31 pupils. 


Even though parts of the three lower grades are given 
partial instruction in the committee room, the hall, and a 
portion of the basement, the teaching conditions are undesir- 
able, both from the standpoint of education and health. 
The hall classes necessarily are subjected to draughts and 
poor lighting conditions, while the dampness, and partial 
flooding of the basement after every severe storm as well as 
the poor lighting arrangement, makes it utterly unfit for the 
purpose to which it is put. 


An interesting and very important condition to be con- 
sidered in finding means of relieving the present congested 
school situation is the fact that the school census shows us 
that of the 408 children on the Centre School roll 189 come 
from the Winnmere and Peach Orchard section; almost one- 
half of the present school enrollment, and that 189 distrib- 
uted almost equally through the different grades. 


In casting about for means of relief, three possible solu- 
tions presented themselves:—1, finding temporary accom- 
modations in the town hall, or elsewhere; 2, building an 
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addition to the present Centre School; 3, building a new 
six room school in the Winnmere and Peach Orchard 
sections. 

Finding temporary quarters has proved a rather diffi- 
eult problem, due to the fact that the congested condition 
exists, not in one or two rooms, but in all the six lower 
erades, with the probability that the size of incoming classes 
will bring similar conditions in all the rooms in the near 
future. 


As a purely temporary means of relief, it might bear 
further thought, but at best, any work in this line would, 
of necessity, help for a very short period of time. 


Building an addition to the present Centre School was 
thought of, from all angles, and was not considered a satis- 
factory solution, for a number of reasons. Allowing for 
normal growth of school enrollment, we would be faced with 
a continuously growing transportation problem, with its 
attendant crowding in the busses, danger of spread of con- 
tagious diseases, and general inconvenience to the children 
involved. Also, the present school site, with its muddy 
windswept playground does not seem, to us, to be a suitable 
place to which to add more school rooms. The present 
trend, in many states, is away from further centralization 
and toward graded schools in centers of densest child popu- 
lation. It has seemed to the committee that the time has 
arrived for the town to look into the future and lay the 
foundation for a co-ordinated and constructive policy of 
school expansion, by placing such school buildings, as we 
ray in the future require, in those areas in which the child 
population is greatest. 


With this thought in mind, and reviewing the fact that 
so large a proportion of the children come from the Winn- 
mere and Peach Orchard sections, it has seemed to us that 
the most commonsense solution of our problem is the erec- 
tion of a six room school, conveniently located between these 
two sections, and so designed that more rooms could be 
added should the necessity arise without detroying the 
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symmetry of the building. Placing a building in this section 
would eliminate a part of the transportation cost, make 
home dinners a possibility for many of the children and, 
reducing the number of pupils per teacher, in both the new 
and the old schools, bring back our school situation to its 
nuormal, efficient and satisfactory basis. 


While the committee realize fully that any expenditure 
such as this project would entail, must have very serious 
thought, in the present financial condition, the fact remains, 
that if we must spend money on this school house, we can 
build, in all probability, more economically than at any time 
past. 


Before coming here, the investigating committee con- 
ferred with the other members of the school committee and 
the school superintendent and secured from them an unani- 
mous agreement that a building in the Winnmere and Peach 
Orchard Road sections seemed to them as to us, the best 
solution of the present problem before us.

The assembly sustained Graham in his appeal and at 
this point, the Moderator, Edward D. Bennett resigned to 
the assembly and left the hall. 


The Town Clerk, Selwyn H. Graham, assumed the 
Moderator’s place, called the meeting to order and asked 
for action in the selection of a Moderator to finish the 
meeting. It was voted that the Town Clerk serve as 
Moderator for the remainder of the meeting.

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The following report was read in the School Committee 
meeting January 6 and adopted by vote as the annual report 


of the Committee. 
To the School Committee of Burlington 


Mrs. Smith and Gentlemen: 


To eliminate the expense of printing, the report for 
1933 will be made as brief as is consistent for a chronicle 
of the past and a forecast of the future. 


In February all employees of the School Department 
received a ten per cent reduction, retroactive to January 
1, 1933. This leaves salaries very low, so low in fact that 
Burlington forfeits any share in the Massachusetts General 
School Fund. Yet no employees have been dropped and no 
work has been omitted or curtailed. In preparing its orig- 
inal budget the Committee was unanimous in feeling that 
the various items had been pared as low as was consistent 
with a proper conduct of the schools. The close of the year 
confirms this judgment. The department has been conduct- 
ed as economically as possible and expenses kept at a mini- 
mum. The deficit is due to two items: repairs and tuition. 
Repairs have exceeded the budget allowance by $3800.00. 
$10,300 was allowed for high school tuition, but the removal 
to Burlington from outside towns has increased this item 
to $11,329.56. These two expenditures account for the 
overdraft. However, the building at the beginning of 1934 
is in excellent condition except for outside painting and 
the first floor interior. Also at the December meeting of 
the Lexington School Committee tuition was reduced to 
$125.00 per pupil. Burlington is now paying tuition of more 
than one hundred high school pupils, in addition to those 
attending Vocational School. 


The outstanding event of the year has been the erection 
of a three room structure in the rear of the original build- 
ing. This accommodates Grades I and II. While this is 
not probably what even its promoters would have preferred, 
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it does for the present year meet-the needs excellently and 
under delayed circumstances was doubtless the only im- 
mediate solution at the time. Its entire completion: for 
September 11, is worthy of record. Much credit is due.the 
workmen as well as the Committee in charge. The Town 
assuredly received value for every dollar spent. 


This provision must, however, in view of Burlington’s 
increasing population be regarded as a first step only. Next 
year will show the need of additional room, even with. the 
withdrawal of the Billerica pupils. Considering the present 
financial assistance offered through the Federal Govern- 
ment, the present high school enrolment and the constant 
increase assured by the registration in the lower grades, 
necessitating, heavy expense of tuition and transportation, 
Burlington should be looking ahead to increased housing 
and accommodations. 


Everywhere the relief brought by the additional rooms 
is evidenced in improved work, better health conditions and 
a happier atmosphere throughout the school. Under the 
congested conditions of the past we inevitably slipped in our 
work somewhat from the high standard of the past. It is 
a source of gratification that no work along special lines has 
been curtailed. At most, little is offered and the cost is at 
aminimum. Our pupils who go to ‘Lexington must compete 
with those who have had much greater facilities in special 
work. To reduce this amount would place Burlington pupils 
at a serious disadvantage. 


The personnel of the teaching staff remains the same as 
last year. Misses Mullen and Conley who served last yiear 
as building assistants are this year employed as regular 
teachers. The other teachers, both regular and special, are 
unchanged. Mr. William J. Pollock, who had for many 
years served as janitor resigned in April and was succeeded 
by Mr. Roscoe Pearsons. Mr. Pearsons has labored early 
and late and given a ereat amount of time to the work. 
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HEALTH 


Much unavoidable absence has made a rather low at- 
tendance record. Early in the year scarlet fever was pre- 
valent and numbers in the primary grades have been re- 
~ duced by whooping cough at the close of the year. The 
school nurse has made a vigorous attempt to rid the school 
of impetigo and pediculosis. At no time in the last decade 
has the school been free from the latter. This seems unnec- 
essary and unfair to homes which send children to school 
-elean and well cared for. These cannot be eradicated with- 
out the cooperation of the homes and this is earnestly 
sought. Following the advice of the State Department of 
Health, physical examination of Grades I, IV and VII will 
be given each year. Thus each pupil is examined every 
three years and receives three examinations during the 
elementary period. 


The dental clinic will be open again in the spring. 
Pupils who have had the benefit of this service year by 
cyear have teeth in excellent condition. The cost is slight; 
the benefit great. Yet there are many pupils whose teeth 
are wholly neglected. JI cannot refrain from urging parents 
and encouraging pupils to make sacrifices in other ways to 
take advantage of this inexpensive and beneficient work the 
results of which follow young people through life. 


These regulations of the School Committee are pub- 
lished as a matter of record and general knowledge. 


To be admitted to Grade I pupils must have reached 
the age of five years not later than April 1, preceding en- 
trance in September. A birth certificate should be present- 
ed at entrance. 


Pupils under seven years of age, who have never at- 
‘tended school, will not be admitted to Grade I after 
October 1. 


A teacher who marries in service thereby forfeits her 
‘eontract and terminates her seryice. Married women shall 
-be employed only on a substitute basis. 
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Violin and piano classes open to all pupils on the pay- 
ment of a small fee are conducted weekly by Mr. Makechnie 
and Miss Bowker respectively . 3 


Excerpts from the reports of special teachers, reports 
of physician, nurse and dentist are included as a part of the 
year’s record. Appended also are the records of the attend- 
ance officer, census taker, attendance, corps of teachers, 
program of graduation, lists of graduates and high school 
pupils. 


REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 


The work in music during the past year has, as a whole, 
been satisfactory. During the fall term the special aim in 
grades four, five and six was to read words and music at 
sight more fluently and considerable progress was made. 
This has always been a weak phase of our work and' We are 
trying to remedy it by an earlier approach to the problem 
in the third grade. 


The need of training for the wise use of leisure time has 
never been so apparent as it is in these days of enforced 
idleness for many. Of the cultural subjects, music offers 
the most diversified advantages, and as far as possible par- 
ents should provide instrumental instruction for children. 
The keen joy of participation greatly exceeds the passive 
pleasure of listening.

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REPORT OF INSTRUCTOR OF SEWING 


In making this, my ninth annual report as instructor 
of sewing in the Union School of Burlington, I submit the 
following review of general and specific aims and a few 
suggestions: 


I General Aim: To prepare our girls to attain skill 
in selecting clothing wisely, to dress suitably according to 
her means, to select ready-made garments intelligently, to. 
make clothing which can be economically constructed at 
home and to care properly for her own wardrobe. 


II Specific Aims: 


1. To develop a knowledge and a liking for sew- 
ing, to enable the girl to be helpful in the home and to im- 
prove her personal appearance at moderate cost. 

2. To teach the use and care of the sewing ma- 
chine. 


3. To develop a practical knowledge of fabrics as 
an aid to buying intelligently suitable material and clothing, 

4. To develop skill in the sewing processes, in 
correct use of proper tools, and to develop the habit of using 
correct sewing positions in regard to body and light, 

0. To develop an understanding of the care and 
repair of clothing, 

6. To develop an appreciation of decorative de- 
tails and a clothes sense involving suitability and simplicity. 


III Suggestions: 

1, The two sixth grades, because of large numbers, 
are having sewing only on alternate weeks. This necessi- 
tates a curtailment of the outline, but does not eliminate 
any of the foundation work. This may well continue. 

2. I hesitate at this time to ask for any equipment 
However, I suggest that in the near future one more sewing 
machine be purchased. An ironing board is also needed. 
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3. The graduation dress is a fitting climax to the 
four years of sewing and should be encouraged as a project. 
It helps to keep the standards high. It solves a financial 
problem in many homes at this time. It helps to keep the 
eraduation exercises simple and dignified. It eliminates 
a competition which is difficult to overcome in any other 
way.

REPORT OF INSTRUCTOR OF MANUAL TRAINING 


The Manual Training Instruction at Burlington during 
1933 has been, First: An introduction to the different 
kinds of tools in common use, their names, shapes, how 
sharpened and their proper care: 


Second: How tools are held when in use, and when 
the various kinds should be used. 


Third: The need of a plan in all kinds of work, a care- 
ful “lay-out” of that plan, and the proper method of making 
same. 


I would again eall attention to the size of the classes 
and the difficulty of keeping the boys interested because 
of the lack of tools. I realize. that the present is not a 
favorable time for additional equipment, but in some of my 
classes there are four boys at a bench, with one set of tools 
and only one period in which to get the use of some particu- 
lar tool. 7 


Most of the boys, however, come to the classes eager 
for work, with a willingness to share the tools with their 
schoolmates and show a great interest in their models and 
‘‘what is coming: next.”

BURLINGTON 


The following is a report of the work developed dur- 
ing the year 1933 by the Middlesex County Extension Ser- 
vice. — 


In agriculture most of the work done this year took 
the form of making individual farm visits to help with 
problems in poultry, market gardening, and fruit. In addi- 
tion some of the farmers were interested in Bovine Tuber- 
culosis cattle, and assistance was rendered in obtaining this 
test. 


Local market gardeners were very much interested in 
several seed treatment trials that were made, and also in 
squash dipping to prevent storage rot. 


A spray service was maintained for the fruit growers 
and other information sent out that had to do with the 
culture and marketing of fruit. 


The homemakers’ unit in Burlington is Ied by Mrs. F. 
W. Sleeper. One day a month sixty or more women from 
all parts of the town meet together for an all-day meeting. 
In the morning a business meeting is held and a. program 
put. on by the women themselves. In the afternoon the 
homemakers’ day program is carried on. This gives .a 
splendid opportunity for the women to become acquainted 
with homemakers from other sections of the town, and does 
much to develop a community spirit. 


93 members were organized into eight clubs under the 
leadership of Mrs. Louis Alberghini, Miss Marion Miller, 
Mrs. Willis Hunt, Mrs. Frank Welch, Mrs. Alfred Priestley, 
Earl Potwin, Wilbur Dobbins, and Guy Reed, Jr. 


Clarence and Richard Bennett were awarded the two- 
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day trip to Massachushetts State College for their excellent 
garden work while Claire McNamara will go next July be- 
cause of her excellent work in the canning club. 


Laura Alberghini was one of the winners in the county 
dress contest at Lexington. Other girls who displayed 
dresses that day were Hazel Hunt, Alma Alberghini, Marion 
Welch, and Althea Dunham. 


Burlington club members took an active part in the 
Sectional rally held at Reading where the poultry club was 
second in a stunt contest. 


Richard Bennett and Alma Alberghini were awarded a 
prize of a week at Camp Middlesex by the Town 4-H com- 
mittee of which Carl Bussey is chairman. 


Karl Potwin was declared the county poultry champion 
which entitled him, to spend ten days as a member of Camp 
Gilbert at Massachusetts State College. 


The spring exhibit of the food, clothing, and poultry 
clubs was held in conjunction with Extension Night, while 
the fall exhibit of the garden and canning clubs was held 
in conjunction with the Grange. High winners were Bennett 
Bros., Marion Welch, Christine Knudsen, Hazel Hunt, 
David Barnum, and Elmer Alberghini.

PROCEEDINGS AT THE ANNUAL TOWN ELECTION 
FEBRUARY 5, 1934. 


The meeting was called to order by the Moderator, 
Edward D. Bennett, at 10:00 A. M. and the Warrant was 
read as far as Article 2.

The report of the Superintendent of Schools was read 
in the meeting of the School Committee January 2, and was 
adopted as the report of the Committee. 


Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee of Burlington 
Mrs. Lowther and Gentlemen: 

A retrospect of fifteen years goes back to January 1, 
1920, at which time I became Superintendent of Burling- 
ton Schools. In the eight grades one hundred forty-nine 
pupils were enrolled and twenty-eight high school pupils 
attended Woburn High School. The grade pupils were 
housed in the four room building, two grades to a room, 
and taught by four teachers. 

The 1920 census gave Burlington a population of 880 as 
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against 1722 in 1930 and now approximately 2000. The 
pupil attendance is now four hundred thirty elementary 
and one hundred twenty high school students. These ele- 
mentary pupils are housed in the original four room build- 
ing to which four other rooms were added in 1923 with 
toilet facilities on the two upper floors, leaving the base- 
ment sanitary for lunch, play rooms and manual training. 
In 1932 a three room annex was built which provides for 
grades one and two. 


During the last two years through Federal and local 
welfare aid, repairs, exterior and interior painting and 
decoration have been done at slight cost to the town. All 
parts of both buildings are now in excellent condition. New 
window shades are needed throughout the main building. 


The physical and external changes are easily apparent 
a readily evaluated, but the scholastic advance has been 
no less marked. No subject has shown greater improve- 
ment than the music with choruses, violin and piano classes. 
Additional time has been given to drawing, manual training 
and. sewing. Muscular movement penmanship has been in- 
troduced. as also departmental work in grades seven and 
eight. 


In these years the present health program has been 
almost entirely developed. A regular school nurse has been 
added, a daily lunch for all pupils, a school dentist, stated 
clinics and a Summer round-up of pupils entering grade one. 
Transportation has been motorized with up-to-date buses, 
giving much greater comfort and safety. Instead of thirty 
high school pupils in Woburn High School, one hundred 
twenty now attend Lexington High School. i 


This is a large increase even over last year and is ac- 
counted for not only by the larger classes going from Union 
School, but by pupils moving into Burlington from out- 
side and by the fact that through lack of employment, 
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pupils of high school age are forced to remain in school. At 
present 17 resident pupils are enrolled in Lexington High 
School who have never attended Union School. With the 
numbers now in the elementary grades there seems ne reason 
why the high school enrolment should not continue to in- 
erease for several years at least. 


In the high school situation two roads lead into the 
future. Conditions at Lexington High School are seriously 
congested. <A letter recently received from Lexington of- 
ficials seeks information as to the continued attendance of 
Burlington pupils. It is a fair question to the parents and 
taxpayers of the town. 


It has been felt in the past that a small high school of 
one hundred pupils could not give the diversified program, 
equipment and helpful contacts of a school like Lexington, 
and Burlington has been very fortuate to have such advan- 
tages. These have been secured at heavy costs in tuition 
and transportation, which have been materially reduced by 
state reimbursements. Burlington pupils are now happily 
placed in Lexington and are doing excellent work. A letter 
received only last week from Principal Norlin speaks in 
very commendatory terms of the work of the class which 
entered in September. It is usually well to ‘‘let well enough 
alone.” 

The other way leads to the establishment of a Bur- 
lington High School. A high school building would relieve 
the housing of elementary grades and make the present 
buildings adequate for many years for grades one to six, 
A local high school would tend to develop loyalty to the 
town on the part of its young people and bring all pupils 
together instead of having them scattered in Lexington, 
Wilmington, Arlington, and Somerville as at present. 


Many towns without high schools like nearby Tewks- 
bury and Dracut have felt that advantage of Federal aid 
should be taken at this time to establish local high schools.

Finaneing is likely to be difficult and burdensome for the 
small town when the present government subsidies are with- 
drawn. State reimbursements are decreasing and_ will 
doubtless continue to show diminishing returns. The future 
course needs careful determination, both educationally and 
financially, on the part of parents and taxpayers alike. 


During the summer three teachers resigned, Miss Myrtle 
Mullin to accept a position in New Jersey and Miss Marjorie 
Chandler and Miss Marion Miller to be married. Their places 
were taken by Miss Gertrude Burke, Grade Five; Miss 
Evelyn Wyman, Grades Four and Five; and Miss Josephine 
Smith, Grade Three. 

Owing to the distribution of pupils in the various 
orades it was necessary to make some rearrangements of 
teachers and rooms. ‘Miss Whittemore was advanced to 
Grade Seven and Hight, Mrs. Fellows to Grade Six and Miss 
Conley to Grade Three. Miss Keen, Miss Bustead and Miss 
Wyman have two grades in their rooms. This is not desira- 
ble, but with eleven rooms is unavoidable. Miss Mary I. 
Nugent was succeeded by Mrs. Viola Bennett as nurse and 
Dr. J. F. MacDonald by Dr. G. J. Larkin as dentist. Mrs. 
Florence Symmes was given charge of the lunch which is 
being conducted very satisfactorily. 


These regulations of the School Committee are pub- 
lished as a matter of record and genera] information. 


To be admitted to Grade I pupils must have reached 
the age of five years not later than April 1, preceding en- 
trance in September. A birth certificate should be present- 
ed at entrance. 


Pupils under seven years of age, who have never at- 
tended school, will not be admitted to Grade I after 
October 1. 

A teacher who marries in service thereby forfeits her 
contract and terminates her service. Married women shall 
be employed only on a substitute basis. 
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Excerpts from the reports of the supervisors and special 
teachers cover an important part of the work. Attention 
is also called to the report of the school phlysician, nurse, 
dentist, attendance officer, and census enumerator, Lists 
of graduates and high school pupils, program of graduation, 
attendance records, and corps of teachers are appended. 


Music Supervisor’s Report 

Music during the past year has been carried on in gen- 
eral as in recent years. 

We hope that the work of the chorus at graduation 
shows the result: of our efforts in stressing good tone qual- 
ity and clear enunciation. 

I wish to emphasize again the importance of more chil- 
dren taking advantage of the piano and violin classes. Every 
child who has a piano in his home should learn to play. The 
piano functions in more practical ways than any other in- 
strument and even if a pupil plans to play some other in- 
strument he should have a piano foundation. 

I hope to procure a victrola for each room so that the 
music appreciation lessons may be more efficient. Much time 
is lost in carrying one from room to room. Miany people 
have victrolas which are never used when they have a radio. 
The gift of amy such instrument to the school would be 


greatly appreciated.

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This year, we are again planning to carry on the animal 
poster contest from the fifth grade through the eighth. 

Last year, the posters were very good and won many 
prizes.

Report of Instructor of Sewing 


I herewith submit my tenth annual report ag instruc- 
tor of sewing in the Union School of Burlington. 

In my previous reports I have given in detail the gen- 
eral and specific aims of our course so will not repeat. But 
I would emphasize even with children as young as those 
in our fifth grade that a knowledge of and an interest in 
the care and repair of their clothing is of great value. The 
care we give our clothing has a psychological effect not only 
on us, but on those who see us. Self-confidence comes with 
the assurance that we are dressed with neatness and care. 
Children can learn this and profit by it. 

This year, because of the increased number of classes, 
the fifth and sixth grades have sewing only every second 
week and the seventh and eighth grades have it only every 
three weeks. This means that only the fundamentals can 
be touched and the more intersting projects built on the 
fundamentals must be eliminated. Two solutions seem to 
suggest themselves: 

a, Abolish sewing in the fifth grade thus giving the 
upper grades the work once each week.

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Report of Supervisor of Manual Traming 


My work with the boys at Burlington in Manual Train- 
ing during the past year, has been mainly to teach them the 
proper use of tools commonly used around the home, the 
methods of keeping them in condition, and their proper 
care. 

The models made have of necessity been few, but I 
have endeavored in their making, to teach the importance 
of an accurate layout from some selected plan, and then a 
careful working to the lines laid down. 

In planning the work for the various classes I have 
chosen models which are simple and which are suited to 
the ages of the pupils, and which at the same time offer prac- 
tice in preparing the work, and provide a variety of prob- 
lems in the use of tools. 

With one hundred and five boys enrolled in my classes, 
it has been necessary to divide the grades into smaller 
eroups for the work, but I feel that although the boys come 
to class at longer intervals, the interest in their work is 
keener and the results shown are gratifying.

Report of School Nurse 


I am submitting herewith my first report as School 
Nurse covering the period from September until December 
31, 1934. The general health of the school children has been 
very good. I am happy to state that since the opening of 
School in September, except for routine work there is noth- 
ing to report in the waly of contagious diseases, other than 
a very few cases of impetigo. 

Each child has been weighed and measured, sixty-four 
being found 7% or more under weight. All these are 
weighed each month and urged to try and build themselves 
up. We are able to report a substantial gain in most cases. 
Many pamphlets on Health, Teeth, Posture, Correct Food 
and Keeping Well, have been given to every child to take 
home in hopes that all will read them and find many good 
suggestions. J find them greatly interested and eager to 
help. The teachers do a great deal towards teaching the 
Health rules. ; 

The response to Guard your Child against Diphtheria 
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has been wonderful, so many realizing what it means. 
Fifty eight children have received inoculations against 
Diphtheria. 

A physical examination of all children entering school 
was made by the school physician and notice of defects sent 
home to the parents. Several children have enlarged or 
infected tonsils but as yet have been unsuccessful in per- 
suading the parents to have the tonsils removed.

Report of the Work of the Middlesex County 


Extension Service 


in Burlington during 1934 


_ In agriculture most of the work of this year has taken 
the form of farm visits made upon requests. These have 
been largely to market gardeners, but several were also 
made to poultrymen. A. C. W. A. project on cutting neg- 
lected fruit trees was aided. The Extension Service has been 
emphasizing the danger of neglected trees in breeding pests 
such as the apple maggot. 

Moving pictures of apple picking and packing, cost 
figures and details of production were presented at a win- 
ter meeting. 

A few poultrymen have cooperated in the ‘‘Grow 
Healthy Pullets’’ project. 

Once each month nearly sixty women gather at the 
Town Hall for an all-day Extension Service meeting. Dur- 
ing the morning session a clothing program ig carried on 
under the leadership of Mrs. Carrie Sleeper, president of 
the group. After the luncheon the regular Extension Service 
program is conducted. During the past year this has in- 
‘cluded courses on Foods and Nutrition, Home Management, 
and Home Grounds Improvement. These meetings not only 
‘serve as a medium for passing on educational material but 
as a means of building up a community spirit. 

Mrs. Selwyn Graham is Town Chairman for the Exten- 
‘sion work. The leaders for the past year have been Mrs. 
Rose Perkins, Mrs. Sarah Bustead, Mrs. Willis Hunt, and 
Mrs. David Ward. 

Five 4-H clubs carried on activities in Clothing, Food, 
Poultry, Vegetable and Flower Gardening. These clubs 
were under the leadership of Mrs. Louis Albergheni, Mrs. 
‘Charles Reed, Earl Potwin, Harrison Graham, Richard and 
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Clarence Bennett and Mrs. Alfred Priestly. Carl Bussey 
heads the Town 4-H Committee. On April 12 in conjunction 
with Extension Service Night, the club members held an 
exhibit and took part in the program. The Town 4-H Com- 
mittee sent Marion Welsh and Alexander Maiocchi as dele- 
gates to Camp Middlesex at the State College. Claire 
McNamara was awarded a two-day: trip to the Massachu- 
setts State College in her fine work in Canning. 

In January all club members took part in a town rally 
and in March in a sectional rally. Other sectional activities: 
of interest to local club members were the Annual Dress 
Contest in May and the 4-H Garden Field Day held at the 
Waltham Field Station. . 

The annual 4-H leaders party was held at Town Hall 
on October 22, at which time 75 people sat down to a deli- 
cious supper prepared by the Burlington homemakers’ unit. 
At this meeting Alma Albergheni was presented a gold pin 
awarded by the National Committee on club work at 
Chicago for being first in the county dress contest. 

It should be remembered that the work of the Middle- 
sex County: Extension Service is free to all citizens of the 
county who desire to participate in its work. It is organized 
primarily to serve farmers, homemakers and boys and girls 
residing in rural sections, but homemakers, back yard gar- 
deners and boys and girls in villages may also avail them- 
selves of this service.

We hereby submit our report for the year ending Dec- 
ember 31, 1934. 


The Board of Selectmen organized February 6, 1934 
Thomas J. Mohan was chosen Chairman and Albert Vigneau 
was appointed Clerk of the Board. The Board met every 
Tuesday night, except on holidays and during the months 
of July and August, when meetings were held every other 
Tuesday. 


The big problem confronting us this year was unem- 
ployment. We were fortunate in that the State and County 
co-operated with us to the fullest extent. In the re-construc- 
tion of Middlesex Street, the Town of Burlington appro- 
priated Four Thousand Dollars, and we received Fourteen 
Thousand from the State and County.

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Report of Forest Warden 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen : 

I herewith submit my report as Forest Warden for 1934. 
Last year was a bad year for brush fires, increasing by 71%. 
The building calls were reduced by 42%. This department 
answered 113 calls as follows: 


Buildings 7. 
Chimneys 8. 

Brush and Grass 72. 
Autos 2. 

Trucks 4. 

False 1. 

All others 19. 


We were ealled out of town 2 times. Once to Billerica. 
and once to Bedford. At the Bedford fire we laid 1500 ft. 
of hose and the Portable Pump worked 2 hours. 


We used the following equipment: 
78 Hand Extinguishers. 

6 Tanks of Chemieal. 

2 Foam Type Extinguishers. 

60 Booster Tanks of water. 

7,300 ft. of 14% in. hose. 

5,300 ft. of 1 in. hose. 

4,100 ft. of 34 in. hose. 

900 ft. of 1% in. hose. 

152 ft. of Ladders. 


One piece of apparatus was called from Billerica. They 
used 1,000 ft. of hose. 


The new pump arrived about the first of June and was 
installed with a 112 gal. Booster Tank on the Graham-Dodge 
known as Engine No. 1, by members of the department sav- 
ing the town an expense of about $60. It has already saved 
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its cost in labor by extinguishing brush fires and in buildings 
saved. 

Engine No. 1 travelled 351.4 miles. 

Engine No. 2 travelled 348.3 miles. 


Chemical No. 3, a truck built by the apa in the 
Winnmere section was put into service about the first of July 
and has answered 9 calls. It consists of a Chevrolet Chassis 
with one 35 gal. Chemical Tank, 200 ft. of 34 in. Chemical 
Hose, 6 Hand Extinguishers, Knapsack Pumps, Brooms, 
Shovels, ete. : 

I have issued 76 permits for fires in the open and 1 per- 
mit to remove a Gasoline Tank. 

I would recommend more 144 in. hose to be carried on 
Engine No. 1, as we are very short of hose. I would also 
recommend appropriating sufficient money to pay a driver 
to be on duty at all times, as the fires are getting so num- 
erous. sa ery, 

‘Waterholes put in various parts of the: town. would 
greatly increase the fire fighting facilities.. Some of the 
neighboring towns have put some in and they have proven 
their worth by saving buildings. Cisterns could be made in | 
some sections of the town that would give fire-protection to 
a large number of buildings, and there are numerous places 
where streams and ponds could be cleaned out and fixed up 
with very little expense. 


It seems to me that the town should give a little more 
thought towards building up their fire protection, and I can 
think of no better place to start than with a Fire Alarm. 
AS conditions are now we are often handicapped as it is dif- 
ficult to get the men, and sometimes we have to go to a fire 
with only one or two men. A Fire Alarm is a valuable. com- 
munity asset and it should be investigated.

Report of Park Commissioners 


Jan. 21, 1935 
To the Citizens of Burlington: | 
At the Town Meeting held Feb. 1934 five thousand dol- 
lars ($5000) was accepted from the Simonds Trustees for 
Park development. This sum was expended under the direc- 
tion of the Park Commissioners in developing and equip- 
ping the ball field so that it was ready for use the last 
of May 1934. 

Our efforts were then centered on finishing and equipping 
two tennis courts, the foundation of which was started 
by ERA funds. On account of the great amount of filling 
required it was decided to finish the courts off with a 
gravel top then put them into use for the balance of the 
season. By: so doing the foundation would be well settled 
the following spring when we plan to put on tarvia surface. 
This will make them of a more durable and permanent 
nature and require very little care. 


This coming year we wish to extend the ball field in 
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the vicinity of first base and finish off the grading on this 
bank. If the interest in tennis continues to increase it will 
be necessary to build the two extra courts planned as soon 
as possible. 

The smaller children have not been forgotten. The sub- 
ject of providing a playground for them has been discussed 
several times. It is planned to purchase suitable appara- 
tus such aS swings, parallel bars, ladders etc. this coming 
season. 

The total allotment from the ERA for Park projects 
this past year was $2880.80 which was expended for labor 
only. This in addition to the amount expended for labor 
from the Simonds Fund makes a grand total of $5943.30. 

For detailed account of expenditures see Accountant’s 
report.

In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you

PROCEEDINGS AT THE ANNUAL TOWN ELECTION 


FEBRUARY 4, 1935. 


The meeting was called to order by the Moderator D. Le- 
land Barnum at 10:00 A.M. The Warrant was read by the 
Town Clerk, Edward D. Bennett as far as Article 4, also the 
Constable’s return by William J. Pollock that he had posted up 
attested copies of this warrant, one at the Town Hall, one on the 
billboard at Winnmere, one at Wilmington Road and one at 
Wood's Corner seven days before time of said meeting. The 
Election Officers, Charles E. Gill, Vora F. Merrigan, Catherine A. 
Graham, Ellen I. Albee, Jeanette M. McMullen, Agnes H. Black, 
Franklin A. Dearborn, William J. McDonald, George $. McIntire 
and John J. Breen were sworn. The packages of 1220 ballots 
together with cards of Instructions, Penalties on Voters and 
Specimen Ballots were delivered to the election officers and a 
receipt taken therefor. The ballot box was examined and found 
empty. The Register was recorded at 0000. The ballot box was 
locked and the keys were retained by the Constable William J. 
Pollock. It appeared by the warrant that it failed to. state the 
time of opening or closing the Polls. At this time there was a 
vote taken that the polls close at 9 o’clock P. M. 27 in favor and 
3 opposed. The Polls were declared open at 10:20 o’clock A. M. 
At 3:20 o’clock P. M. 400 ballots were taken from the ballot box 
by the Moderator and four of the tellers proceeded to canvas and 
count them. At 8:00 o’clock P.M. the Moderator closed the 
Polls. The remaining ballots were taken from the box by the 
Moderator and counted showing 770 as having been cast. The 
Register on the ballot box read 770. The check lists were counted 
and showed 770 names as having voted. At this time Florence 
W. Barnum and Albert G. Vigneau were appointed tellers by 
the Moderator and were sworn.

Meeting called to order at 8:10 P. M. by the Moderator and 
the minutes of the previous meeting were read by the Town 
Clerk.

At this time a list of unpaid bills of the several departments

that in order to clear the situation the only solution was to ask 
for a new motion, all other motions being ruled out of the record. 
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Motion made and seconded that those unpaid bills of 1934 
be paid from the different departments to which they belong out 
of what money we have already appropriated. An amendment 
was made and seconded that all unpaid bills be paid out of the 
regular appropriation with the exception of the welfare bill of

Article 6. Motion that the Town vote to instruct the Se- 
lectmen to petition the State Department of Public Works and 
the County Commissioners for aid in the reconstruction of Mid- 
dlesex Street and that the sum of $2000 be raised and appropriated 
to be used in conjunctidn with any money received from the 
State and County. So voted. 


Article 7. Motion made that the town vote to instruct the 
Selectmen to petition the State Department of Public Works and 
the County Commissioners for aid in the reconstruction of Mill 
Street and that the sum of $1000 be raised and appropriated, to 
be used in conjunction with any money received from the State 
and County. 121 in favor and 44 opposed. 


Article 8. Motion made that the Town vote to instruct the 
Selectmen to petition the State Department of Public Works and 
the County Commissioners for aid in the reconstruction of Moun- 
tain Road and that the sum of $1000 be raised and appropriated 
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to be used in conjunction with any money received from the 
State and County. So voted. 


Article 9. The Moderator inquired if plans had been filed 
with the Town Clerk by the Board of Survey for the streets 
named in Articles 9-10-11. On being informed that they had not 
been filed action under Articles 9-10-11 was ruled out of order at 
this time. 


Article 12. Motion made and seconded that the Town ac- 
cept $5000 from the Simonds’ Trustees—$2500 to be used for 
Park Development spent under the direction of the Park Com- 
missioners: $2500 to be used for material and equipment for 
E. R. A. projects—to be spent under the O K of a committee 
comprised of Walter W. Skelton, Member of the Simonds’ Trus- 
tees, Thomas J. Mohan, Chairman of the Board of Selectmen, 
and a third member to be chosen by these two. Any part of the 
$2500 not spent for E. R. A. purposes to revert back to the 
Park Commissioners: the Simonds Park project to be given first 
consideration in spending of this money. It was a vote. 


Article 13. Motion made and seconded that a committee 
of five (5) be appointed to investigate a fire alarm—this com- 
mittee to consist of one member of the Board of Selectmen, the 
Fire Warden and three (3) other members to be appointed from 
the floor.

Whereas, the Great and Supreme Ruler of the Universe has, in his

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee of Burlington, 
Mrs. Lowther and Gentlemen: 

The opening of the year was saddened by the sudden passing 
of Mr. James McLaughlin, for more than a quarter of a century 
a member of the School Committee and for much of the time its 
chairman. Only a month before he had voluntarily severed this 
connection. Mr. McLaughlin’s service was wholly disinterested, 
seeking the welfare of the children and the good of the taxpayers. 
I have worked with many school trustees and committee mem- 
bers, but never with any whose action was more wholly deter- 
mined by the needs and welfare of the pupils entrusted to his 
care. The children have lost a most lovable friend and the town 
a devoted, progressive and far sighted public servant and citizen. 


The year chronicles also the death of Miss Cora McIntire 
who resigned three years ago after a service of forty years in the 
schools of Burlington. It is to be doubted if Miss McIntire was 
ever happy, or from her nature could be, after her active con- 
nection with the school ceased. So long had the school been an 
almost undivided interest in her life that when that terminated, 
it. meant life itself. 


The following letter explains itself: 


“Mr. Eugene C. Vining, 
Supt. of Schools, 
Billerica, Mass. 


Dear Mr. Vining: 


The Lexington School Committee has requested me to write 
you relative to the future situation of the Burlington High School 
pupils now attending the Lexington schools. 


At a Special Town Election held November 18, 1935, the 
Town voted by a large majority not to appropriate funds for a 


new high school building. As you probably know, this is the third 
time the proposal has been presented to the Town voters. 


The School Committee regrets to say that it will be necessary 
for it to ask Burlington to consider other arrangements for its 
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high school pupils after the close of school in June, 1936. The 
School Committee of Lexington will be glad to discuss this matter 
further with the Burlington Committee, if there is any way it 
can be of assistance to the Committee. 


We have enjoyed having the Burlington pupils in our schools 
during the past years, and it is only because of crowded condi- 
tions and the vote of the Town refusing to provide an additional 
building that makes this action necessary. 


We are notifying you now so that it will allow you all the 
time possible to plan for the future.

The above letter from the Lexington school authorities is 
not wholly unexpected, but is none the less disturbing. At a joint 
meeting of the committees of the two towns in October the fact 
was established of the desire of both committees to maintain the 
present arrangement. The Lexington Committee, however, made 
it plain that owing to the congested conditions at the high school 
some relief must be afforded. The main object of this joint meet- 
ing was to authoritatively determine that, contrary to rumors, 
Burlington wished to continue to send her pupils to Lexington 
High School. With this fact established, the Lexington Com- 
mittee in November went before the voters in Special Meeting 
to ask increased building accommodations. The result, the third 
attempt, is stated in the letter quoted. The request for the re- 
moval of the Burlington pupils is the natural consequence to 
afford the needed relief for the remaining pupils. The fairness 
which the Lexington Committee has always shown is a guarantee 
that no precipitate action will leave the Burlington pupils un- 
provided. 


Burlington for many years so favorably assisted by other 
towns must find other accommodations in the not distant future. 
The two possible ways open to relief is to make arrangements 
with another town, or for Burlington to provide its own high 
school. The rapid increase of high school students during the 
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last half decade is a natural sequence of present economic con- 
ditions. It seems likely to be a permanent change. For years the 
attempt has been made by legislation to raise the compulsory 
school age. What legislation has failed to effect, present unem- 
ployment and economic conditions have brought to pass. The 
measure has been accomplished by natural causes without the 
compulsion of legislation. This increased high school attendance 
has taxed the accommodations of practically all towns to the 
limit. The schools of most towns are already heavily congested. 
In going over the facilities of surrounding towns I see none 
which can offer possibilities for years enough to make considera- 
tion worth while except the City of Lowell. Lowell has a de- 
clining population which has lessened the school enrolment. In 
addition four hundred fifty Dracut and Tewksbury pupils have 
been withdrawn during the last two years. Here seems a possible 
opening. The average mileage for transportation would be eleven 
—a long, but not impossible haul. | 


That Burlington will be obliged to furnish its own high 
school in the not distant future is not only probable, but seems 
desirable. It is unfair to pupils to subject them to uncertainty 
and frequent change. Change involves strange working conditions, 
poorly correlated courses, and no guarantee of high grade work. 
The present housing conditions of elementary pupils is already 
acute. At least another room is needed for proper grading and 
health conditions. During the current year the town is excused 
by special provision of the Department of Education from main- 
taining a special class for retarded pupils as required by law, 
because of the difficulty and expense of providing satisfactory 
housing. Such exemption cannot be expected indefinitely. The 
logical solution of the high school, elementary and special class 
problems would seem to be for the town to erect its own high 
school building and thereby permanently meet all needs. The 
present building could in no way be remodeled for high school 
purposes without prohibitive expense. A small high school re- 
quires small class rooms and rooms for specialized work. If grades 
seven and é¢ight were removed from the present building to 
establish a six year high school of two hundred twenty-five to 


49 


two hundred fifty pupils a satisfactorily working unit would be 
formed. Three rooms in the present building would thereby be- 
come available. One should now be in use to provide more 
elastic grading and eliminate the necessity of two grades in a 
room. A second would accommodate the special class and the 
third provide for the expansion of growth of grades one to six. 
Is not this the logical solution of the three problems? 


Since this was written a second joint meeting with the 
Lexington School Committee has been held. It was definitely 
stated that Lexington would take care of the classes of 1937, 
1938 and 1939, now enrolled, for the school year 1936-1937, but 
would not receive another new class. The Superintendent of 
Lexington and Bedford Schools thought the present eighth grade 
pupils might be cared for next year as ninth grade pupils in 


Bedford. 


At the close of the year in June three teachers terminated 
their service. Miss Dorothy Keen after six years of service re- 
signed to be married; Miss Margery Buchanan, first grade teacher 
since 1930, accepted a deserved promotion to a similar position 
in Newton, and Miss Marion Bustead had already terminated her 
contract by marriage before the close of the year. Miss Josephine 
Smith was transferred to Miss Buchanan’s work; Miss Ruth 
Vigneau was assigned to Miss Keen’s room; Miss Marion Foster, 
a degree graduate of Lowell Teachers’ College succeeded Miss 
Bustead. For the first time grades seven and eight could not be 
seated in two rooms and Miss Mable Whittemore was transferred 
from grade six to a double room of seventh and eighth grade 
pupils. Miss Harriet Pearsons, who graduated from Tufts in 
June with a degree of Bachelor of Arts, was given the sixth 
grade. This makes five double grade rooms, but such combina- 
tions are unavoidable with only eleven rooms to care for four 
hundred thirty pupils. 


_ So much has the number of pupils increased, that the time 
given by the instructors in sewing and manual training was very 
inadequate. The manual training had no room and only the most 
meager equipment. It was deemed best to discontinue these two 
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lines of work until more satisfactory conditions were possible. 
I would recommend that the expense thus saved be used to 
increase the time of the drawing supervisor. This is work re- 
quired by law. So limited is her time that some rooms can be 
visited only once in three weeks. Were she given a full day’s 
employment it would greatly benefit the work. If work is to be 
given it should be well done. 


That the length of this report may not be too great, I here- 
with record the steady progress and growth of the schools during 
1935. The special reports and tabulations which follow. merit 
attention. 


Report of Music Supervisor 


One of the greatest problems in music is the child with a 
deficient sense of pitch and every effort is made to correct this 
condition in the lower grades. A recent survey shows that in 
the first grades there are twenty pupils who can carry a tune 
independently, twenty who can sing in tune when singing with 
the independent group and twelve whose sense of pitch is so 
deficient that they cannot sing in tune even with the help of the 
best singers. In the sixth grades there are thirty independent 
singers, eighteen in the second group and only one left in the 
third. The average is about the same with every class. It is 
gratifying to find only one non-singer in the sixth grade, but the 
large group of dependent singers makes part-singing difhcult 
Piano lessons are very helpful in strengthening a sense of pitch 
and it has been very disappointing during the past few years to 
have so few children take advantage of class instrumental lessons. 

I hoped to acquire a victrola for each room, but my request 
throughout the grades has met with little response. With radios 
in so many homes it seems that there must be victrolas not in 
use which might be given to the school. It would make the 
music appreciation work function more efhciently.

I am submitting herewith my annual report as School Nurse. 
In early spring when everything seemed to be going along 
smoothly German Measles appeared, and Burlington along with 
many other towns and cities was not exempted. School was kept 
open. The children were examined each day and those broken 
out with the rash after starting for school were carried home and 
the doubtful ones taken to the school physician. 


Fifty-seven homes have been visited to get the necessary 
data to complete the reports in accordance with Chapter 71, 
Section 46, General Laws. 


In June we had W. R. Martin, M.D., of the Middlesex 
County Sanatorium conduct the School Clinic for the Prevention 
of Tuberculosis of the Lungs.

Next was our Pre School Clinic. Number of children in 
Clinic: 21. Since the opening of school in September the general 
health of the children has been good. In December an epidemic 
of chicken pox manifested itself, chiefly in the lower grades. 

All of the 412 children have been weighed and measured 
quarterly during the year. Ninety-four being found 7% or more 
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under weight. These are weighed each month and urged to try 
and build themselves up. A substantial gain in most cases is 
noticed. Pamphlets on Health with many good suggestions have 
been given to every child tc take home 


Forty children have received inoculations against Diphtheria 
Parents realize more and more what it means to their children. 


A physical examination of all children in grades 1-4 and 7 
were made by the school physician and notices of defects sent 
home to their parents.

At the Town Meeting held February 4, 1935, five thousand 
dollars ($5000) was accepted from the Simonds Trustees for 
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Park development and E. R. A. projects. $2500 was expended 
on the Park under the supervision of the Park Commissioners 
and $2500 was to be expended for material and equipment on 
E. R. A. projects of which the Park Project was the largest and 
received the first consideration. This money was expended under 
the supervision of a committee composed of one member from 
the Simonds Trustees, one from the Board of Selectmen, and the 
local E. R. A. Administrator. 


The ball field was extended in the vicinity of first base 
which required blasting and moving of a great quantity of ledge. 
This broken stone was used for the foundation of the two new 
tennis courts which required a vast amount of fill and gave em- 
ployment to a large crew of E. R. A. workers for some time. 


The building of a new stone wall around the Park has im- 
proved the outside appearance to a noticeable degree. 


This coming year we would like to develop the section of 
the Park bordering on State Road and Bedford Street according 
to the plan on file with the Commissioners which was drawn up 
a number of years ago by the landscape architects. This plan 
calls for the laying out of roadways and paths entering from 
Bedford Street and leading to the top of the hill where the auto 
park is to be. Trees and shrubs are to be set out here also. 


We wish to thank the E. R. A. agent here and his aides for 
their willing co-operation which has made it possible for us to 
make such good progress with our original plan of development.

86 permits were issued for fires in the open. 
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A fourth truck is now being constructed by the firemen on a 
chassis donated to them for that purpose. It is expected to be 
completed by the Spring brush fire season and will be stationed 
in the center. 


We have been out of Town three times. The Wilmington 
Fire Department extinguished one fire before we got the call. 
Woburn helped us on two occasions at line fires. A very friendly 
and mutual feeling exists between the fire departments of this 
Town and all the neighboring towns. 


Five water holes in various parts of the Town have been 
under construction during the year. At the present time only the 
one in the Winnmere section has been fully completed. The 
other four are not fully completed but are available for fire fight- 
ing purposes. 


I will again recommend a Fire Alarm and it should be con- 
nected directly with the School Houses by a manual and auto- 
matic control. With this arrangement any person can sound the 
Alarm, or the automatic control will sound the Alarm, whether 
there is anyone around or not, which can be heard all over Town, 
thereby giving the Fire Department a chance to save the building. 
A fire in the school at night at present would probably get too 
much of a start before anyone would see it to save the building. 
But with the Fire Alarm we would be notified at its start. As 
for a fire during school hours I will not discuss, you may draw 
your own conclusions. 


Four men were sent to the Firemen’s Training School held 
at Lowell in the fall. This makes a total of nine men from this 
department that have been to this school.

PROCEEDINGS AT THE ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 


FEBRUARY 3, 1936. 


Meeting called to order by the Moderator at 10:15 A. M. 
and warrant read by the Town Clerk, as far as Article 7. The 
Moderator read the Constable’s return. Motion was then made 
that we dispense with the rest of the reading of the warrant 
until a later date. 


The Election Officers, John J. Breen, Helen Hawes, Vora 
Merrigan, Marjorie Williams, Carrie H. Beard, Jeannette Mc- 
Mullen, William MacDonald, Albert Vigneau, Charles E. Gill, 
Ethel White, Mae Batchelder, George Martikke, John J. Brochu, 
and Ellen Albee, were sworn in. Two of the Election Officers 
came in later and were sworn in at that time—George S. Mc- 
Intire and James Driscoll. 


Package of 1285 (said to contain) ballots were delivered to 
the Ballot Clerks and receipt taken therefor, together with Pen- 
alties on voters, cards of instructions and specimen ballots. 
Cards of instructions, penalties on voters and specimen ballots 
were posted as required. 


The Ballot box was examined and found empty. Register 
at 000. The ballot box was locked and keys returned to the 
Constable. Polls were declared open at 10:32 A. M. 


At 5:01 P. M. the Moderator and Town Clerk agreed to 
open the ballot box and take all ballots cast therefrom and pro- 
ceeded to canvass and count. Five hundred ballots were taken 
from the ballot box by the Moderator and counted. The ballot 
box was locked and the keys again delivered to the Constable. 
Four of the tellers were selected to canvass the ballots and count, 
two of these acting as supervisors. 


At 8 o’clock .P. M. the Moderator closed the Polls. The re- 
maining ballots were taken from the ballot box by the Moderator 
and counted showing 892 as having been cast. The register on 
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the ballot box read 892. The check lists were counted and 
showed that 892 registered voters had been checked. 


At 7:10 P. M. George Martikke was appointed teller, at 7:30 
P. M. Robert Given was appointed, Gove W. Sleeper was sworn 
in at 8:20 P. M. and at 8:30 P. M. Harrison Graham was sworn 
in—all of these by the Moderator. They proceeded to canvass 
and count. — 


The election officers were divided into four groups of two 
tellers and two supervisors each, and the remaining ballots were 
canvassed and counted. At the close of the canvass the result of 
the vote was read by the Moderator and those of the newly- 
elected officers who were present were sworn.

PROCEEDINGS AT ADJOURNED TOWN MEETING 
FEBRUARY 17, 1936. 


Meeting called to order at 8:16 P. M. by the Moderator and 
the minutes of the previous meeting were read by the Clerk and 
immediately after the result of the recount of February 12th was 
read, 


Article 2. Motion made and seconded that all the reports 
of the Town Officers be accepted. It was so voted. 


Article 3. It was voted that the Town Treasurer, with the 
approval of the Selectmen, be and hereby is authorized to bor- 
row money from time to time, in anticipation of the revenue of 
the financial year beginning January 1, 1936, and to issue a note 
or notes therefor, payable within one year, and to renew any 
note or notes as may be given for a period of less than one year 
in accordance with Section 17, Chapter 44, General Laws. It 
was a vote and so declared. 


Article 4. SCHOOLS AND TRANSPORTATION— 
Voted that the sum of $41,858.28 be raised by taxation together 
with the dog license refund of $333.41, making a total of 
$42,191.69, be appropriated for schools and transportation and 
$100 to be reserved for the salaries of the School Committee. 


HIGHWAYS. Voted that the sum of $6,000 be raised and 
appropriated for the maintenance of highways, to be spent under 
the direction of the Selectmen. 


SNOW AND ICE. Voted that the sum of $4,500 be 
raised and appropriated for the removal of snow and ice, to be 
spent under the direction of the Selectmen. 


STREET LIGHTS. Voted that the sum of $2,800 be 
raised and appropriated to defray the expenses of street lights, 
the same to be spent under the direction of the Selectmen. 
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REPAIRS OF MACADAM STREETS. Voted that the 
sum of $3,000 be raised and appropriated for the repairs of 
macadam streets, together with any money received from the 
State and County, to be spent under the direction of the Select- 
men. 


DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WELFARE. Voted that 
the sum of $8,000 be raised and appropriated for the salaries and 
expenses of the Welfare Department, and that all unpaid bills of 
1935 be included in this appropriation, to be spent under the 
direction of the Welfare Department. 


STATE AID. Voted that the sum of $240 be raised and 
appropriated for the State Aid, and that all unpaid bills of 1935 
be included in this appropriation, to be spent under the direction 
of the Board of Selectmen. 


MOTHERS’ AID. Voted that the sum of $320.62 be 
raised and appropriated for Mothers’ Aid, all unpaid bills be 
included in this appropriation for 1935, and the same to be spent 
under the direction of the Selectmen. 


‘OLD AGE. Voted that the sum of $5,500 be raised and 
appropriated for Old Age Assistance, and that all unpaid bills of 
1935 be included in this appropriation, to be spent under the 
direction of the Selectmen. 


SOLDIERS’ RELIEF. Voted that the sum of $1,200 be 
raised and appropriated for soldiers’ relief, and that all unpaid 
bills of 1935 be included in this appropriation, to be spent under 
the direction of the Selectmen. 


MILITARY AID. Voted that this article be dismissed. 
“VOCATIONAL SCHOOLS. Voted that the sum of $500 


be raised and appropriated for vocational schools, to be spent 
under the direction of the School Committee. 


“ ~LIBRARY. Voted that the sum of $550 be raised and ap- 
propriated for the expenses of the Library Department. 
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PARK DEPARTMENT. Voted that this article be laid on 
the table for the present. 


TOWN REPORTS. Voted that the sum of $300 be raised 
and appropriated for the town reports, this sum to be taken care 
of by the Selectmen. 


MEMORIAL DAY. Voted that the sum of $110 be raised 
and appropriated for Memorial Day, to be spent under the 
direction of a committee to be appointed by the Board of Select- 
men. 


TAX TITLES. Voted that the sum of $500 be raised and 
appropriated for tax titles, to be spent under the direction of the 
Selectmen. 


RESERVE FUND. Voted that the sum of $750 be raised 
and appropriated as a reserve fund, to be spent under the direc’ 
tion of the Finance Committee. 


INSURANCE. Motion was made and seconded that the 
sum of $950 be raised and appropriated for insurance, to be 
spent under the direction of the Board of Selectmen. At this 
time a question arose in regard to the Accounting Officer’s report 
on insurance and this motion was withdrawn. The matter of 
insurance was laid on the table until the Accounting Offcer ex- 
plained the insurance item. Later after an explanation from Mr. 
Vigneau on the insurance account of 1935 the motion was again 
made and seconded that the sum of $950 be raised and appro- 
priated for insurance to be spent under the direction of the 
Selectmen. At this time it was explained that this did not in- 
clude any compensation insurance and an amendment was made 
that the assembly be given an opportunity to decide whether or 
not the town should carry compensation insurance if it could be 
secured at an approximate cost of $1,500. The matter of com- 
pensation insurance was then referred to the assembly and it 
was voted not to include the expense of compensation insurance 
in the appropriation. Action on the original motion was then 
taken and it was voted that the sum of $950 be raised and ap- 
propriated for insurance, to be spent under the direction of the 
Selectmen. 
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CEMETERIES. Voted that the sum of $1,800 be raised 
and appropriated for the care of cemeteries—$900 of which will 
be reserved for the salary of the Superintendent and $900 to be 
spent under the direction of the Cemetery Commissioners. 


INTEREST. Voted that the sum of $2,500 be raised and 
appropriated for expense of interest, to be spent under the direc- 
tion of the Selectmen. 


MATURING DEBT. Voted that the sum of $3,500 be 
raised and appropriated for maturing debt, to be spent under 
the direction of the Selectmen. 


SELECTMEN’S DEPARTMENT. Voted that the sum of 
$700 be raised and appropriated for the Selectmen’s Department. 


TREASURER’S DEPARTMENT. Voted that the sum of 
$390 be raised and appropriated for the salary and expenses of 
the Treasurer’s Department. 


COLLECTOR’S DEPARTMENT. Voted that the sum of 
$1,085 be raised and appropriated for the Collector’s Depart- 
ment—$800 to be reserved for the salary of the Collector—to be 
spent under the direction of the Tax Collector. 


-' ASSESSORS’ DEPARTMENT. Voted that the sum of 
$1,100 be raised and appropriated for the salaries and expenses of 
the Assessors’ Department. 


‘LEGAL DEPARTMENT. Voted that the sum of $350 be 
raised’ and appropriated for the Legal Department, and that all 
unpaid bills (as far back as 1929), be included in this amount, to 
be spent under the direction of the Selectmen. 


TOWN CLERK’S DEPARTMENT. Voted that the sum 
of $500 be raised and appropriated for the Town Clerk’s Depart- 
ment. 
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ELECTIONS AND REGISTRATIONS. Voted that the 
sum of $700 be raised and appropriated for Elections and Regis- 
trations for the ensuing year, this sum to be spent under the 
direction of the Board of Selectmen. 


TOWN HALL MAINTENANCE. Voted that the sum of 
$1,300 be raised and appropriated to defray the expenses of the 
Town Hall for the ensuing year, to be spent under the direction 
of the Selectmen. 


TOWN HALL FURNISHINGS. Voted that the sum of 
$25 be raised and appropriated for the town hall furnishings, to 
be spent under the direction of the Board of Selectmen. 


POLICE AND CONSTABLES. Motion made and sec- 
onded that the sum of $700 be raised and appropriated for Police 
and Constables, to be spent under the direction of the Selectmen. 
Amendment to that motion was made that we raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $1,000 to be spent under the direction of the 
First Constable. A discussion followed. It was requested that 
the Moderator read the General Laws on the powers of the First 
Constable. The Moderator did not desire to read a whole volume 
and take the time in the meeting, whereupon an amendment was 
made that we lay this article on the table until the legality of this 
amendment is decided through our town counsel. It was so 
voted, and the matter was laid on the table. 


FIRE PROTECTION. Motion made and seconded that 
the sum of $2,500 be raised and appropriated for fire protection 
A discussion followed. An amendment was made that the sum 
of $2,000 be raised and appropriated for the fire department. At 
this time George Martikke, George S. McIntire and Robert 
Given, were requested to act as tellers by the Moderator. Mr. 
Martikke declined and Walter Johnson was then asked to serve 
in his place. Mr. Johnson, McIntire and Given were then sworn 
by the Moderator, and a count vote was taken showing 42 in 
favor and 113 opposed. It was not a vote. Action was then 
taken on the original motion and it was voted that we raise and 
appropriate the sum of $2,500 for fire protection. 
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SEALER OF WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. Voted that 
the sum of $100 be raised and appropriated for the Sealer ot 
Weights and Measures, to be spent under the direction of the 
Selectmen. 


At this time a motion was made and seconded that we refer 
back to Article 4 pertaining to the School Department which 
request was granted. Motion was made and seconded that all 
unpaid bills of 1935, these amounting to $24.19, be taken care 
of out of the appropriation already appropriated, and it was so 
voted. 


A motion was then made that the Town Accountant be in- 
structed to draw a warrant on the Treasurer for the payment of 
the transportation of the School children for 1935 to the amount 
of $2,680 and that the Town Accountant be held not liable for 
any action that may hereafter follow. An amendment was made 
to this motion that all of the gentlemen involved in this matter of 
the school contract be heard. The motion was seconded where- 
upon Mr. Chester MacDonald, Mr. David M. Ward, Mr. Ragnar 
F. Johnson, Mr. Thomas J. Mohan, Mr. Albert J. Vigneau and 
Mr. Frank A. Meaney were all given a chance to be heard. The 
amendment was carried and all of the gentlemen were heard. 


Action on the original motion was then taken and it was 
not carried. Sixty-four were in favor and one hundred opposed. 


At this time a motion was made and seconded that we ad- 
journ the meeting until two weeks from tonight, March 2, 1936, 
P.M. Meeting adjourned at 11:30 P. M.

Amendment was made that the sum of $1,000 be raised and ap- 
propriated for police and constables, the same to be spent under 
the direction of the First Constable. It was not a vote. The 
original motion was then taken up and it was voted that we raise 
and appropriate the sum of $700 to be spent under the direction 
of the Selectmen. 


MOTH DEPARTMENT. Motion made and _ seconded 
that we raise the sum of $800 to be spent under the direction of 
the Selectmen, for the Moth Department. 


TREE WARDEN. Voted that the sum of $450 be raised 
and appropriated for the Tree Warden’s Department to be spent 
under the direction of the Selectmen. 


INSPECTOR OF BUILDINGS. Voted that the sum of 
$75 be raised and appropriated to defray the expenses of the 
Building Inspector, to be spent under the direction of the Select- 
men. 


HEALTH DEPARTMENT. Voted that the sum of $300 
be raised and appropriated for the Health Department, to be 
spent under the direction of the Health Department. 


INSPECTOR OF ANIMALS. Voted that the sum of 
$100 be raised and appropriated for the Inspector of Animals, to 
be spent under the direction of the Board of Selectmen. 


TOWN ACCOUNTANT DEPARTMENT. Voted that 
the sum ‘of $250 be raised and appropriated for the Town Ac- 
countant’s Department to be spent under the direction of the 
Town Accountant. 


INSPECTOR OF SLAUGHTERING. Voted that the 
sum of $35 be raised and appropriated to defray the expenses of 
the Inspector of Slaughtering, to be spent under the direction of 
the Board of Selectmen. 


Article 5. Voted that the Town authorize the Selectmen 
to petition the State Department of Public Works for aid for 
general highways purposes under Section 26, 29, Chapter 81 of 
the General Laws and amendments, thereof. 


Article 6. A letter was read from the Trustees of the Mar- 
shall Simonds fund saying that only $4,000 would be available 
for the ensuing year for improvements of Simonds Park, etc. At 
this time a motion was made and seconded that the sum of $4,000 
be accepted from the Simonds Trustees—$2,000 of this amount 
to be spent for Park Development, under the direction of the 
Park Commissioners: $2,000 to be spent for material, equipment 
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and trucking on Federal projects in Burlington, under the OK of 
the Simonds Trustee Committee and the direction of the Select- 
men. It was a vote and so declared. 


Article 7. Voted that the sum of $1,000, this being the 
Town's share of the principal of the Middlesex County Tuber- 
culosis Hospital Funding Loan, Acts of 1932, bonds maturing in 
1936, be and the same is hereby appropriated, and that a further 
sum of $21.25 be and hereby is appropriated on account of inter- 
est and other charges on account thereof. That a further sum of 
$404.55 be and hereby is appropriated for the Town’s share of 
the net cost of care, maintenance and repairs of the Middlesex 
County Hospital, including interest on temporary notes issued 
therefor, in accordance with sections of Chapter 111 of the Gen- 
eral Laws applicable thereto. Total of $1,425.80. 


Article 8. Voted that we raise and appropriate the sum of 
$2,000 for the improvement of Bedford Street, said money to be 
used in conjunction with any money which may be allotted by 
the State or County, or both, for this purpose: or take any other 
action in relation thereto. 


Article 9. Voted that the sum of $2,000 be raised and ap- 
propriated for the improvement of Wyman Street, said money to 
be used in conjunction with any money which may be allotted by 
the State or County, or both, for this purpose: or take any other 
action in relation thereto. 


Article 10. Motion made and seconded that the Edgemere 
Avenue be accepted as a public highway, in accordance with 
plan on file with the Town Clerk. Motion withdrawn. 


Voted that Articles 10-19, inclusive, be taken up collectively 
and that the following streets be accepted as public highways, in 
accordance with plans on file with the Town Clerk—Edgemere 
Avenue, Overlook Avenue, Hillcrest Road, Olean Road, Stan: 
wood Street, Westwood Street, Raymond Road, Dearborn Road 
_and Wellesley Avenue, and that the sum of $2,500 be raised and 
appropriated to place these said highways in favorable condition 
—the same to be spent under the direction of the Board of 
Selectmen. 
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Article 20. Voted that the Town authorize the Selectmen 
to sell, after first giving notice of the time and place of sale by 
posting such notice of sale in some convenient and public place 
in the Town fourteen days at least before the sale, property 
taken by the Town under Tax Title procedure provided that the 
Selectmen, or whomsoever they may authorize to hold such 
public auction, may reject any bid which they deem inadequate, 
or take any action relative thereto. 


Article 21. Voted that a committee of five be appointed to 
investigate the cost and installation of a fire alarm system. The 
committee to consist of the Chairman of the Selectmen, Chief 
Walter W. Skelton and one other fireman appointed by the 
chief, together with two members of the assembly, to be picked 
from the floor. This committee to report at an adjourned meet- 
ing or at the next annual Town meeting at the latest. Walter J. 
Sullivan and Fred Jackson were the two members picked from 
the assembly. 


Article 22. Motion made and seconded that Article 22 be 
laid on the table until Article 23 had been taken up. It was so 
voted. 


Article 23. Motion was made and seconded that a commit- 
tee of five be appointed to investigate school conditions. This 
committee to report their findings and recommendations in rela- 
tion to providing school accommodations for retarded pupils 
above the eighth grade. This committee to consist of one mem- 
ber of the School Committee to be chosen by the School Commit- 
tee, one member of the Board of Selectmen to be chosen by the 
Board of Selectmen, Ragnar F. Johnson, Winn Street, Florence 
W. Barnum, Mill Street, and Ivanetta W. Smith, Bedford Street: 
said committee to report at a Town Meeting to be called at their 
pleasure. In the event that any member may be unable to serve, 
the vacancy shall be filled by a vote of the remaining members. 
An amendment was made to the above motion that the com- 
mittee consist of the school board and two to be appointed by 
the Moderator. 96 in favor and 127 opposed. 
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The original motion was then taken up and 109 voted in 
favor and 84 opposed. At this time it was voted that the Select- 
men petition the General Court to extend the time in which they 
may borrow for the construction of a Senior-Junior High School 
under Chapter 163, Acts of 1931. 


Article 24. Voted that the Town accept Sections 1 and 2 
of Chapter 137, Acts and Resolves of the General Court of 1935, 
or do or act anything in relation to the same. 142 in favor and 
none opposed. 


Article 25. Motion made that the Finance Committee’s re- 
port referring to the Building Inspector’s salary be amended to 
read $75 instead of $25. Amendment to that motion that that 
section of the Finance Committee Report stating as follows: due 
to the fact that we have not been allowed access to the expendi- 
tures of the Board of Public Welfare, we refrain from offering 
any recommendation and feel it should come from the Board 
itself, should be stricken from the Finance Committee Report. 
79 in favor and 30 opposed. At this time the Moderator took 
the stand and gave his personal views as Secretary of the Finance 
Committee. 


Article 26. Voted that Article 26 be dismissed inasmuch as 
there is nothing to be taken care of. 


Motion that the meeting be dissolved—meeting dissolved at 
10:47 P. M.

APRIL 14, 1936. 


Meeting called to order by the Moderator at 8:19 P. M. and 
warrant read by the Moderator. 


Article 1. Voted to confirm the vote passed at the Town 
Meeting of March 2, 1936, whereby it was voted to accept the 
sum of $4,000.00 from the Simonds Trustees—$2,000.00 of this 
amount to be spent for Park Development, under the direction of 
the Park Commissioners, $2,000.00 to be spent for material, 
equipment and trucking on federal projects in Burlington, un- 
der the OK of the Simonds Trustee Committee and the direc- 
tion of the Selectmen. 


Article 2. A report of the Investigating Committee for 
High School Accommodations was read by Ivanetta Warren 
Smith, Secretary,—the report was as follows:— 


The Investigating Committee which was elected at the last 
Town Meeting in Burlington held its first business meeting 
March 6th electing as Chairman, Ragnar F. Johnson and Secre- 
tary, _Ivanetta W. Smith. There have been four executive meet: 
ings with all members present at each meeting. 


At this first meeting Leslie A. Miller reported from the 
school board that Bedford would take the ninth grade pupils for 
one year, at $120 per year. This statement has relieved the ten- 
sion of the situation since Bedford will help this coming year if 
no school can be found that will admit all pupils. But the sit- 
uation is still serious for after June, 1937, no more students will 
be admitted to Lexington from Burlington. 


Letters have been written to Belmont, Cambridge, Tewks- 
bury, Wilmington and Watertown. Personal interviews have 
been held with Superintendents of Schools in Winchester, Cam- 
bridge, Waltham and Reading. 


To date no city or town has consented to take our High 
School students. There are letters on file from many of the 


26 


above named cities and towns which may be read by anyone so 
desiring. 


The Investigating Committee instructed the Secretary to in- 
terview the Supervisor of Special Schools and Classes at State 
House in Boston regarding the children in Burlington who are 
retarded in school work. i 


After this interview the Supervisor of Special Schools and 
Classes wrote a letter to the Secretary stating that a committee 
from the Department of Education in Boston would visit Burling- 
ton and go over the situation fully and send a report. To date 
this committee from Boston has not appeared.

Article 3. Voted that the Treasurer, with the approval of 
the Selectmen, be and hereby is authorized to borrow for gen- 
eral maintenance purposes of the Town the sum of not more 
than Ten Thousand Dollars ($10,000.00) but in no event a sum 
in excess of the amount of Tax Titles taken or held by the , 
Town and to issue a note or notes of the Town therefor, all in 
accordance with the provisions of Chapter 49, of the Acts of 
1933, as amended, and the assessors are hereby authorized to use 
said sum toward the reduction of the tax rate. Seventy-nine in 
favor and one opposed. 


Article 4. Voted that the Town authorize the Selectmen 
to pay all unpaid bills of 1935 in the following departments: 
Assessors, Town Clerk, Library and Town Hall maintenance and 
that the unpaid bills be paid out of the money already appro- 
priated for these accounts for the year 1936. 


Motion made and seconded that this meeting be dissolved. 
Meeting dissolved at 8:45 P. M.

Citizens of Burlington: 


We take pleasure in submitting to you our annual report 
for the year just closed. We wish to express our appreciation 
for the support which we have received. The separate reports 
will inform you of the detail work in the separate departments. 
We desire to bring before you questions of vital interest to all 
residents of the Town of Burlington. The question of accom- 
modation for our High School Students has been before the 
voters for many years, but nothing has been done to secure 
permanent accommodations for them. Your School Committee 
now reports to you that the question has become one for very 
serious consideration and that we must not cast it aside but face 
it with courage. We have attempted to secure accommodations 
for our High School Students in all the nearby cities and towns 
without success up to the present time. We are, however, of 
the opinion, that if we made any attempt to secure our own ac- 
commodations that the Towns of Lexington and Bedford would 
agree to receive our students until our own rooms were made 
ready. There is no time like the present and we should make 
a start this year. Our children must be educated but none of 
us would like to see our children shifted from one city or town 
to another where we would have little to say concerning their 
education. 


We seem to be unfortunate in not having some generous 
spirited citizen who could or would erect as a memorial to the 
name of some loved ones a High School which would solve 
our present problem. Our only solution would be either by 
direct appropriations, extended over periods up to twenty years 
or by receiving aid from the Federal Government. May we 
recommend that some action be taken at once. 


We are glad to report that the buildings under our care are 
in fairly good condition, but we expect it will be necessary to 
repair a section of the roof and do some plumbing this coming 
year. 
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You will notice that we have an unexpended balance of 
$2,850.29. Approximately $1,400.00 of this sum was to be used 
for a special class, which up to the present time has not been 
necessary to put into operation. The balance of this account 
represents strict economy in supplies, only necessary repairs, 
small balance on Superintendent’s salary and not having as yet 
changed our heating system. 


There have been’ many changes in the personnel this past 
year, and we feel very proud of each one added to our staff. 
Upon the appointment of Miss Andrews as Superintendent, it 
left our boys without a man’s influence during school hours, but 
this was taken care of by the careful selection and appointment 
of Mr. Higgins as teacher and playground supervisor which has 
given us excellent results. 


In closing our report we ask for your continued cooperation, 
as we are forever striving to render our best for the interests of 
your children and their future welfare.

Report of Superintendent of Schools

To the School Committee of Burlington, 
Mrs. Lowther and Gentlemen: 


You ask for a brief report of the concluding months of my 
service in the schools of Burlington. I have credited the School 
Committee with being able to get full value for its money, but I 
hardly see that my Lame Duck statement in this case will pay for 
the expense of printing. 

From the time of my last report, one year ago, the following 
six months passed uneventfully. The teaching corps remained 
unchanged to the end of the year, though thereafter changes, 
foreseen and unforeseen, followed. The work progressed in 
most cases satisfactorily under teachers of experience. The 
standing of Burlington pupils at Lexington has borne witness to 
the faithful and substantial work of the teachers. 


The school must continue to bear scars inflicted by manage- 
ment less satisfactory than at present. I congratulate the town 
on having a harmoniously working committee, seeking only the 
best good of the schools. I shall always cherish the happy asso- 
ciations of the years spent with such men as the late Mr. Mc- 
Laughlin, Mr. Graham and Mr. Crawford under whom the ma- 
jority of my seventeen years’ service in Burlington was given. 
In my thirty years of school experience I have never worked 
with men who were willing to make greater personal sacrifices 
for the cause they served. 

In previous reports I have counseled as best I was able re- 
garding the future. You have a challenging, interesting proposi- 
tion ahead. Its solution determines the educational future of 
your young people, the citizens of tomorrow. May you have 
the wisdom, the courage and, above all, united support to meet 
your problems successfully. 

I am deeply appreciative of the forbearance and courtesies 
extended to me by the townspeople. I wish you as a committee, 
my successor who has given years of faithful and efficient serv- 
ice in your employ, and all school interests an abundantly pros- 
perous future. |

I herewith submit for your consideration a brief report of 
- Burlington Schools for the year ending December 31, 1936. 


The year just closed has been marked by many changes in 
the personnel of the school. 


A distinct loss was sustained in the resignation in June, of 
Eugene C. Vining, who had for sixteen years served with out- 
standing ability and fidelity as Superintendent of Schools. Mr. 
Vining brought to his work a wealth of experience combined 
with sound judgment and administrative ability. He ever 
worked for the best interests of the school and the town. 
Teachers and pupils alike found in him a sympathetic friend and 
a wise counsellor. It was with great reluctance that his resigna- 
tion was accepted. While we deeply regret his going, we should 
be grateful for having had his services for so long a time. 


On June 5, in the Community Church, a farewell dinner 
was tendered Mr. Vining as a testimonial of the esteem in which 
he is held by the school committee members, teachers, and citi- 
zens of the town. 


Closely following the resignation of Mr. Vining, came that 
of Mrs. Mildred McKeen, for fourteen years Supervisor of Music 
in our School. A thorough musician, and an instructor of rare 
skill, her going was also a loss to the school. Both of these 


resignations were due to the fact that the town of Billerica . 


wished to retain their services on a full time basis. 


Scarcely was the school year completed when the com- 
munity was saddened to learn of the sudden death from pneu- 
monia of Mrs. Ruby J. Duncan, teacher for the past nine years 
in grade seven. Mrs. Duncan was a woman of broad culture 
who labored faithfully and well for the good of the school. 
Her work will be missed. 


Before the close of the school year, Mrs. Della Fellows had 
terminated her contract by marriage. 


To fill these vacancies, the following teachers were chosen 
from a large number of applicants. Mr. George E. Higgins of 
Chelsea was assigned to grades six and seven, Miss Dorothy 
Porter of Lexington to grades five and six, Miss Edna A. Lam- 
bert of Methuen was elected Supervisor of Music and Principal’s 
Assistant, and Miss Mable Whittemore was advanced to grade 
seven. 
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Miss Porter and Miss Lambert are last year’s graduates of 
Lowell Teachers’ College, each with a B.S.E. degree. Miss Lam- 
bert also received two years’ training in the Music course of that 
school. Mr. Higgins is a B.S.E. graduate of Bridgewater 
Teachers’ College, and comes from a year’s successful teaching 
experience in Strafford, Vermont. Mr. Higgins devotes recesses 
and the noon hour to supervision of the playground. The boys 
receive coaching in soccer, baseball, football, etc., with the result 
that they are taking a much keener interest in such activities. 
In these organized games and sports, the pupil develops courage, 
self-reliance, alertness, and self-control. And more than that, 
better play means better work in the classroom. 


In November of the year just closing, the Supervisor of 
Drawing, Miss Dorothy Dow, resigned to accept a full time posi- 
tion in Dedham. 


To fill this vacancy, we were fortunate in securing the serv- 
ices of Miss Vittoria Rosatto of Lowell. Miss Rosatto is a grad- 
uate of Lowell Normal School and also of Massachusetts School 
of Art. She comes to us after several years’ successful ex- 
perience teaching in Tewksbury, Middleton, and Lowell Textile 
Institute. This year the Supervisor is giving a full day each 
week to her work in Burlington, which is bringing better results 
in drawing. 

Notwithstanding all of these changes in the teaching and 
administrative departments, we have striven to carry on the 
work with as little interruption as possible. The teachers are 
sparing neither time nor effort to give their best, and are work- 
ing in a spirit of whole-hearted cooperation and harmony. 


The average per cent of attendance during the fall term is 
well over ninety-four which shows a satisfactory degree of regu- 
larity on the part of those attending. 


I feel that the pupils of this town are deserving of a word 
of praise for the attendance record they have made. It is an 
indication of a good spirit on the part of the pupil, and also. 
shows a commendable interest on the part of their parents. 
Poor attendance is the most frequent reason for non-promotion. 
Good attendance and good school work are more closely con- 
nected than is generally supposed. 


An innovation in our school activities took place on the 
evening of December 22, when about seventy-five pupils 
gathered on the steps of the school house, and under the direc- 
tion of Miss Edna A. Lambert, Supervisor of Music, presented 
a program of Christmas Carol singing. The exercises were ex- 
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ceptionally well carried out, and were greatly appreciated by the 
audience. | 


A visiting day for parents was observed on December 4. 
Many availed themselves of this opportunity to visit the school 
and observe the work of the various classes.

CHAPTER 390 


An Act Providing for the Transportation of Private School 
Pupils to and from School. 


Clause two of section five of chapter forty of the General 
Laws, as appearing in the Tercentenary Edition, is hereby 
amended by adding at the end thereof the following: 


Pupils attending private schools of elementary and high 
school grade, except such schools as are operated for profit, in 
whole or in part, shall be entitled to the same rights and priv- 
ileges as to transportation to and from school as are provided 
herein for pupils of public schools. 


As a result of this legislation, thirteen (13) pupils from the 
Union School were given transfer cards to St. Charles’ School 
in Woburn and one (1) from the ninth grade in Bedford. 


It is probable that more social, economic, and governmental 
changes have occurred in the last twenty years than in the one 
hundred and fifty years previous. Today, changes are going on 
with lightning speed. We must face these issues as citizens. 
Schools attempt to prepare children to meet and solve problems 
far more serious than those of the present day. No civic agency 
has a more commendable program: none is more worthy of 
support. 


I wish to take this opportunity to express my appreciation 
to my predecessor, Mr. Vining, to the members of the School 
Committee, to the teachers, pupils, and citizens, for the countless 
courtesies that smooth a new and difficult path.

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Report of Music Supervisor

Dear Miss Andrews: 


The work in music has been in the most part quite grati- 
fying. 

In the first grade, through an abundance of rote songs, the 
child is taught to find his singing voice, thus eliminating many 
monotones. Individual singing is encouraged here, as an early 
start in individual work assures one of success in the part sing- 
ing of the upper grades. 


An introduction to the technical side of music is presented 
in the second grade, and it is here that the fundamentals of note 
reading are established. Continued study in music theory is car- 
ried on to a higher degree in the other grades. Two part music 
is introduced in the fourth grade, and continued throughout the 
fifth grade. In the sixth grade, three part music is enjoyed. 


Music appreciation with the victrola helps the children to 
recognize good music and -understand the elements that enter 
into the construction of the compositions. A sense of rhythm is 
developed and a knowledge of composers is gained in these 
classes, 


In order to make music something more than classroom in- 
struction, a glee club was formed. About forty pupils from the 
sixth, seventh, and eighth grades joined. 


Since music is compulsory for every child, I have tried to 
find some activity in music that will interest every child. 


May I thank the faculty and the school committee of the 
Burlington Schools for the cooperation they have extended 
to me.

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Report of Drawing Supervisor 


To the Superintendent and School Board of Burlington: 


In the short month that I have been teaching drawing in 
the Union School I have enjoyed it very much. The children 
seemed to enjoy each lesson which in itself is worth any amount 
of work in preparation. 


So far the drawing has been of a holiday character, Christ- 
mas cards, baskets, calendars, place cards, etc. In the remainder 
of the school year I hope to cover according to the grade, work 
in color, design, representation, and lettering. 


For the remainder of my report I would like to chat a bit 
about the stages a child experiences in drawing. 


Even before a child enters school, he makes pencil scribbles 
and marks with a crayon without any attempt to draw anything. 
This is all in getting acquainted with the materials. From this 
stage he advances to the symbolic stage when his drawing may 
be apparently a scribble, but in reality to the child has meaning. 
He draws for the satisfaction of reliving his experiences, and 
sees in an unintelligible jumble of lines remarkable imaginative 
or reminiscent pictures. He takes pleasure in explaining this 
jumble of lines and masses to any sympathetic listener. 


Following this period of drawing for his own personal satis- 
faction, the child gradually becomes more desirous that others 
be able to understand his picture without explanation. Then, he 
was pleased to be asked what his picture was about; now, he is 
offended if one cannot readily recognize what is portrayed. He 
slips his drawing under cover at the approach of the observer. 
This timidity is the result of a rising standard of understanding 
without a corresponding increase of skill in the knowledge of 
drawing. The supervisor’s problem then, is to supply help in 
drawing as fast as the child is ready for it. 


May I express my thanks to you, Miss Andrews, and to the 
School Board for the opportunity of working with such a fine 
group of teachers and enthusiastic boys and girls.

The Clinic will return to our school again next June to re- 
peat this good work and make another check-up on all observa- 
tion cases. 


At our Pre-School Clinic 32 children were present. 


Then came the Summer round-up. Nineteen school chil- 
dren were carried to and from the hospital where each had ton- 
sillectomy done. 


Three hundred sixty-nine children have been weighed and 
measured quarterly during the year. Very few are underweight. 
Health pamphlets will be given to every child in the hope that 
all will read them and profit by the good suggestions. 

A physical examination of all children in grades one, four, 
and seven was made by the school physician and notices of de- 
fects sent home to their parents. 

Forty-five children have received inoculations against 
Diphtheria. Nearly every child in the school with a very few 
exceptions has been immunized.

1936 totals $2,281.24. 

Federal Grant for account of Old Age Assistance—Admin- 
istration received by the Treasurer of Burlington during the year 
1936 totals $76.00. 

There was a balance remaining of $307.01 in this depart- 
ment on December 31, 1936. 

This department is spending approximately $1,100.00 per 
month at the present time and it is suggested that in making 
your appropriation for 1937 that you take this fact into con- 
sideration.

We have added a Clark Inhalator to this Department. 


I will again recommend a Fire Alarm. It is getting more 
dificult to get men at a time of fire, and as working conditions 
improve it will be almost impossible to get men without some 
sort of fire alarm.

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Report of the Board of Public Welfare 


To the Citizens of Burlington: 


The Board of Public Welfare herewith submits its annual 
report for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1936. 


The Board has continued its program of previous years in 
adequately providing for its unfortunate citizens. Due to the 
dropping of the numbers of wage earners in Burlington’s quota 
on W. P. A. projects the cost of welfare has mounted during the 
year 1936. The payment to outside cities and towns for relief 
has been temporarily withheld pending settlement of their in- 
debtedness to this town. These charges have greatly increased 
in the past year. It is understood that lack of available funds 
in the Treasury of these outside Cities and Towns is the cause 
of this condition. The Board is arranging for the exchange of 
checks with these Cities and Towns for settlement. 


It has been made compulsory by State Regulation to select 
a new Board of Old Age Assistance to administer funds received 
on Federal Grants through the Treasurer of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts. This board to be composed of not more than 
two members of the Board of Selectmen and one other member 
not on the Board of Selectmen. 


According to regulations therefore, Mr. Albert G. Vigneau 
was selected to serve as the third member of the Board of Old 
Age Assistance to administer Federal Grants. 


Much credit is due to the local W. P. A. administration 
through its ability to secure and distribute large quantities of 
food commodities, clothing, bedding and various other articles 
so necessary to the well being of its recipients. This service has 
naturally lessened what might have been an increase in this de- 
partment. 


We wish to extend our thanks to the Burlington Fire De- 
partment, the Burlington Benefit Association, the Burlington 
School Nurse and many private individuals of the town for their 
co-operation in assisting this Board.

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Report of Middlesex County 


Extension Service 


The following is a report of the work of the Middlesex 
County Extension Service in the town of Burlington for the 
year 1936. 


As is generally known, this is a county institution carried on 
by The Trustees for County Aid to Agriculture, appointed by 
the County Commissioners for the development of agriculture 
and home-making in Middlesex county. Each town is represented 
by a director appointed by the Trustees. These services are free 
to any citizen of the county. Headquarters are maintained at 
19 Everett Street, Concord, where a staff of agents trained in 
their particular field is available upon request. 


The agricultural work in Burlington this year has been al- 
most entirely with the market gardeners and fruit growers. Over 
fifty farm visits have been made during the year upon request. 
Spray warning cards have been sent to all those interested and 
suggestions given for the material to use and the time of applica- 
tion for the control of the various insect and fungus troubles of 
the orchardist. A meeting on farm accounts was held during the 
winter and also one on soil conservation. 


As for many years, the group in homemaking in Burlington 
continued to do a splendid piece of work under the Presidency 
of Mrs, F. W. Sleeper. The group completed a course on home 
furnishing, under the leadership of Mrs. Selwyn Graham and 
Mrs. F. W. Welch, and continued with the course on Building 
Healthy Children. These meetings were taught by the Home 
Demonstration Agent. A meeting on chicken canning was con- 
ducted at the Town Hall by Professor William R. Cole, Food 
Preservation Specialist, from the Massachusetts State College. 
A meeting on Community Singing was also conducted by Mr. 
Lyle R. Ring, State Music Specialist. This meeting was in prep- 
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aration for the county-wide Music Festival which was held in 
Lexington in June, and in which members of the Burlington unit 
participated. During this fall an outstanding piece of work has 
been done by the leaders, Mrs. Louis Alberghini and Mrs. Frank 
Welch in the coat making project. Coats have been made out of 
both new and old material, and all have a professional look. 
Women who do not attend any of these courses receive help 
through the Mothers’ Service and Homemakers’ letters. 


A most successful year of 4-H activities began with the 
organization of ten clubs in the early fall under the direction of 
the Town Chairman, Carl H. Bussey. A town Committee was 
organized later with the following local leaders as members of 
that committee: Mrs. Louis Alberghini, Miss Alma Alberghini, 
Mrs. Helen Hawes, Mrs. Florence Symmes, Miss Mable Whitte- 
more, Miss Miriam Rohwedder, Mrs. Viola Bennett, Mrs. D. L. 
Barnum, Clarence Bennett, Fred Pimentel and D. L. Barnum. 
Burlington has been well represented at all leader training meet- 
ings. 


There were sixty-nine girls and fifty-two boys enrolled in 
club projects of clothing, food, home furnishing, home nursing, 
canning, garden and conservation. 


An Officers’ Training School was held, local leaders assisting 
with the instruction of new club officers. 


A 4-H Rally in January for club members and friends was 
well attended. Burlington entertained the Friendship Service 
Club of older club members in March. 


The spring exhibit took place on May fifth. Local leaders 
from Bedford judged the exhibits. A most impressive candlelight 
ceremony was given by the club of Miss Mable Whittemore. 
Pins and ribbons were awarded at the exhibit. Burlington leaders 
volunteered their services in judging the spring exhibit of club 
work in Wilmington. 


Mrs. David Barnum led two canning clubs, first year and 
advanced groups. 
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Eight club members attended Camp Middlesex. This was 
the second largest delegation from all towns in the county. Mrs. 
Louis Alberghini was counsellor at Camp Middlesex. 


The Women’s homemaking unit helped pay expenses of 
several club members to 4-H camp. 


The Two-day Trip was awarded to Evelyn Bamberg, Russell 
Hawes, Robert Miller and Holmes Farnum for excellent club 
records. 


Four girls took part in the sectional dress contest. Alma 
Alberghini scored highest in the sectional contest and was chosen 
one of four contestants to represent the county at the State 
Dress Contest in Amherst. 


The spirit of the community is of the very best and the 
agents of Extension Service appreciate the opportunity offered 
through continued cooperation of leaders to teach better prac- 
tices in agriculture and home economics, as well as the finer 
things of life to the wholesome, industrious boys and girls of 
the town.

The committee also 
reported that it was their opinion that a building large enough 
to take care of our needs as to high school and the overflow in 
our present school of from eight to 10 rooms with a combination 
gymnasium and auditorium would cost between $90,000 and 
$110,000 or approximately $10,000 a room. 


From investigation regarding a P.W.A. grant it seemed 
advisable to apply for a grant in connection with a high school, 
it being essential however, that before an application was made 
our needs be definitely established and the plans properly drawn 
up. In view of the fact that any changes in connection with a 
PWA grant would mean serious delay it was pointed out that if 
successful in securing a PWA grant we would be able to borrow 
the greater portion of the town’s share within our debt limit. 
This also eliminates the necessity of raising any money in our 
present year’s tax levy except a very small amount to defray the 
expenses of interest. It was also set forth that the maintenance 
of a school of our own would not materially affect our tax rate, 
at least probably not more than the dollar and the maturing bonds

The report as 
read by the Chairman of the School Committee, Elizabeth Ben- 
nett Lowther, is as follows:— 


Report of the High School Investigating Committee 
May 3, 1937 


Shortly after our last town meeting the committee received 
a communication from the Trustees of the Marshall Simonds 
Fund in which they told us there was $9000.00 available of 
accumulated interest which had not been added to the principal. 
The Committee then invited the Simonds Trustees to meet with 
us, which they did, the following Saturday. We proceeded to 
visit the various sites selected for the High School; the Simonds 
Trustees did not voice any opinion on a choice as they felt this 
decision should be left with the voters of the town, and they 
have already voiced their opinion in regard to the Park Property. 


We have written letters to our Senators and Representatives 
in Congress in regard to the continuation of the PWA and have 
so far received replies from Senator Lodge and Rep. Rogers in 
which they state that as yet they have no advance knowledge of 
the life of the PWA but will inform us as soon as any definite 
action is taken. 


I visited the PWA headquarters on Milk Street in Boston 
and the following is an abstract from a circular received from 
them as the proposed grant as they see it at this time: 
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“While it is not possible to make a commitment that an 
allotment for any project can or will be made, the Public Works 
Administration should be advised whether the applicant would 
be willing and able to put the project under construction and 
complete it if the Federal Government were to make a grant in 
an amount equal to the wages paid to workers, taken from the 
relief rolls, plus 15% of the amount soearned -------- the 
amount of the grant earned cannot, in any event, exceed 45% 
of the cost of the project.” 

Mr. Ickes states that only 2 applicants accepted grants so far 
under the above regulations out of about 600 applications. 


A communication has been received from the Town of 
Concord by the School Committee which will be read later. 


The Investigating Committee caused to be inserted in the 
papers a notice requesting voters to view the possible school 
sites with the committee on May 2d, but very few attended. 

We sincerely hope that from our various reports some defi- 
nite action can be taken to relieve our serious school problem.

Report of the High Schooi Investigating Committee— 


Since the last town meeting we have continued our investt- 


gation hoping to get satisfactory information for your discussion 
tonight. 


In the past two weeks we have considered several sites and 
out of the sites viewed we have selected for your consideration 
the following :— 


Lot No. 1—MclIntire Property on Sears Street containing 
approximately 6 acres at $800. an acre. This property would be 
adjoining the present school property on Sears Street. 


Lot No. 2—MclIntire Property on Center Street between 
the McIntire homestead and Mrs. McLaughlin’s house, contain- 
ing appro. 8 acres at $1200. an acre. 


Lot No. 3—MclIntire Property opposite the Church 4 or 5 
acres at $500. an acre. 


Lot No. 4—Property of E. D. Bennett, Sears Street, Winn 
Street and Cambridge—entire property appro. 28 acres exclud- 
ing buildings $6000. Ten acres at $400. an acre. Fifteen acres 
at $350. an acre. 


Lot No. 5—MclIntire property corner of Bedford and Center 
Streets next to Chapman land approximately 7 acres at $700. an 
acre. 
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Lot No. 6—Murphy property—25 acres at $35,000. 


We have also for your consideration, the Simonds Park 
Property on Bedford Street. This of course, would necessitate 
petitioning the Legislature for permission to place a High School 
on this property. With the sentiment that has already been ex- 
pressed, the Committee contacted the Simonds’ Trustees and have 
their opinion in writing as to their attitude in regard to placing 
a high school on that property. I will read that letter at this time.

Chairman—Burlington, Mass. 
Dear Mrs. Lowther:— 


Regarding the location of the high school in Burlington the 
Trustees are of the opinion, as we have indicated before, that no 
building for other than strictly park purposes should be placed 
on the land given by Marshall Simonds for a Park. Our reasons 
for this conclusion are: 


1—It is evident from the reading of the will and from 
acquaintance with Marshall Simonds that he never intended that 
the premises should be so used — — “To be used as a public 
park” —— — are the words of the will as accepted by the Town, 
and this should preclude any other use. 


2—A high school is a permanent part of a town and subject 
to generous provision and enlargement. To take any part (and it 
would be necessary to take a substantial part of the park land for 
a suitable setting and adequate grounds) would soon convert a 
considerable portion of the entire space into a school yard with 
the resulting effects and appearance that go with school yards. 
This, we are very certain, is far from the intent of Marshall 
Simonds. 
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3—It is clear that Marshall Simonds had a vision of the 
time when Burlington would come into its own in the possession 
of a town centre at once spacious, dignified and beautiful: one 
that would bear fair comparison with neighboring towns,— 
notably Lexington: and he made adequate and wise provision for 
such a town centre to be an invaluable asset. 


It is wisdom to consider our next step and it is also wise to 
consider where that step will lead and its consequences. -We 
firmly believe that nothing should be done to impair or defeat 
the clear purpose Marshall Simonds had in mind when he made 
this device to his native town.

Upon investigation into the school enrollment of September 
1938 at which time this proposed high school should be ready 
for occupancy, the total enrollment would be approximately 250, 
103 junior high, 147 senior high, and looking ahead four years, 
the total enrollment would be approximately 280. So with that 
information we ask for plans to accommodate 300 pupils and 
we have a sketch and plans for your opinion tonight. Building 
costs are steadily on the increase and have increased the past six 
months from 10% to 20%. The vote passed at the last town 
meeting prescribed plans for a building the cost to be 110,000.00 
dollars—The committee is definitely of the opinion that a school 
of the required size of second-class construction including cost 
of equipment and furnishings, water and sewerage and grading 
will be in the vicinity of $118,000.00. 


We are unable to give you definite information in regard 
to PWA funds due to the fact that Congress has not voted on 
extending the life of the PWA for two years. The only informa- 
tion we have, has been given you at the last meeting. 
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From the Department of Education’s report you will find 
it costs Burlington $80.37 per pupil now to send our pupils to 
high school. That is in the neighborhood of $11,000.00 this 
past year. The approximate cost of administration of a high 
school in Burlington would be about $16,100. 


Sup t—Principal $15,000. ($1000. now in regular appro.) 


Six teachers 6,600. 
Books & Supplies 3,000. 
Janitor 1,000. 
Fuel & Light 1,000. 
Transportation 3,000. 


Estimated $16,100. 


The education of our high school pupils is certain to cost 
more than what we are paying at the present time, as our enroll- 
ment increases, so will our tuition, and: by paying out that in- 
crease on administration in our own school we certainly would 
have the security of our children’s education for some time to 
come. 


The committee in making this report have purposely not 
selected a site as we felt that before action was taken the voters 
would like an opportunity to view these sites for themselves. 

It is our sincere hope that the committee has submitted some 
facts which will prove helpful in so vital a matter.

Meeting called to order at 8.05 P.M. by the Moderator and 
the warrant read by the Clerk. 


Article 1. Motion made and seconded that this article be 
temporarily laid on the table. So voted. 


Article 2. Voted that the sum of $223.40 be transferred 
from the Board of Health Department to the Fire Department. 


Article 3. Voted that the sum of $400. be transferred from 
the Town Hall Maintenance account to the Old Age Assistance 
Account. 


Article 4. Voted that we take up articles 4, 5 and 6 collec- 
tively. Voted that articles 4, 5 and 6 be dismissed from the 
warrant. 


Article 7. Voted that the sum of $130. be transferred from 
the State Aid Account to the Public Welfare Account. 


Article 8. Voted that $100. be transferred from the Street

Proceedings prior to and during meeting conducted by Mr. Fred 
Jackson as Moderator after Mr. Chester MacDonald left the 
Rostrum on the evening of May 3, 1937. 


Motion by D. Leland Barnum that the Selectmen be in- 
structed to draw up a warrant for a Special Town Meeting, 
incorporating therein articles necessary for the building of a 
High School without the aid of W. P. A.; also containing articles 
accepting the sum of $9,000 from the Simonds Trustees, same 
to be used for High School purposes, and any other articles that 
may be necessary. 


At this point the Moderator Chester MacDonald called for a 
voice vote and doubted same. The Moderator thereupon called 
for the count by the raising of hand. The vote was recorded as 
87 in favor and 57 opposed, whereupon 15 members of the 
assembly doubted the vote and the Moderator illegally called 
the vote carried. Mr. Ward during all this interim demanding 
to be heard, but not being recognized by the Moderator. During 
this hubbub the Moderator called for an adjournment and al- 
though no one voted to adjourn the meeting the Moderator de- 
clared that the meeting stood adjourned. The Moderator and 
Town Clerk then left the assembly. The meeting was then taken 
over by Selectman David M. Ward and called for the nomination 
of a Moderator, and Mr. Fred Jackson was nominated and elected 
as Moderator at 9.40. Then Mr. Albert Vigneau was nominated 
and elected as Clerk of the meeting at 9.41. Upon calling for 
the vote on the motion of Mr. Barnum which was illegally re- 
corded as passed the meeting then voted down the motion of 
Mr. Barnum. The Moderator Mr. Jackson then called for ad- 
journment and upon motion duly made and seconded it was 
so voted. 


Adjourned at 9.45 P.M.

Report of the School Committee 


December 31, 1937 
To the Citizens of Burlington: 


The School Committee is pleased to report below, a resume 
of its accomplishments during the year 1937, and at the same 
time, call your particular attention to the various reports as 
prepared by each department head. 


There have been various changes in the teaching staff which 
were not anticipated, but we have been able to maintain the 
high standards which have always been so manifest in the 
Burlington School system. We certainly appreciate the untiring 
efforts of our Superintendent and Principal, Miss Winnie B. 
Andrews, and trust we may be favored with her services for 
many years to come. 


We believe that, at no time before, have the pupils been 
offered the advantages now afforded them in musical appreciation 
and art, and would refer you to the reports prepared by these 
instructors as to the excellent progress being made in these 
subjects. 


Our grounds have been partially improved by the erection 
of a chain link fence, and this year it is hoped we may be able 
to do some necessary grading in the front school yard. Our 
buildings outside are in a very favorable condition, and the 
heating and plumbing systems inside have been carefully in- 
spected and repaired where necessary. We do not expect further 
expense in this connection within the next year. A fire hose 
has been installed on the first and second floors, which we know 
will ease the minds of all parents. In addition, two lower grades 
have been fully equipped with new desks and chairs. 


In our last report, and at various Town Meetings, we have 
tried to impress you with the necessity of taking immediate steps 
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to provide new accommodations for our High School pupils. 
While Lexington has agreed to educate those pupils already en- 
tered until they graduate, they definitely will not accept further 
registrations from our pupils, as stated in a letter dated November 
9, 1937, as follows:

My dear Mr. Miller: 


The Lexington School Committee has requested me to an- 
swer your letter of October 26, 1937. 


Our Senior High School has a larger enrollment this year 
than at any previous time. Therefore, the School Committee 
wishes to state that it cannot consider accommodating in Sep- 
tember, 1938 the Burlington pupils who are now attending the 
Bedford Junior High School. Since we believe the present crowd- 
ed conditions at the Senior High School prevents us from offering 
Lexington pupils the education we wish to give them, the Com- 
mittee wishes it understood that this answer is final. 


If you are unable to make arrangements for your pupils now 
enrolled here, the Committee will consider retaining them until 
they finish their course in Lexington. In order to plan our 
teaching force and courses of study for September, 1938, it will 
be necessary for us to have a definite request from your Com- 
mittee before April 1, 1938 if it wishes Lexington to consider 
keeping these pupils later than the present school year.

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Up to the present time, no school has agreed to accept our 
Bedford graduating class. Several committees have attempted to 
persuade our surrounding towns of the necessity of educating 
our pupils, but without avail. You will recall a recent survey 
of our schools, and in this connection we should like to insert 
a letter received December 6, 1937 from the Department of 
Education.

My dear Mrs. Lowther: 


This is a report of a survey of the Burlington Schools made 
by Mrs. Florence I. Gay and Mr. A. Russell Mack. 


First of all, we believe the attention of the Burlington 
citizens should be called to General Laws relating to Education, 
Chapter 71, Section 4, which states: 

“Every town containing, according to the latest census, state or 
national, five hundred families or householders, shall, unless 
specifically exempted by the department and under conditions 
defined by it, maintain a high school. . . . ,” 

It should be stated that exemption by the Department would be 
based upon the best educational interests of the boys and girls. 
It would appear that if the pupils were “tossed about” from the 
high school of one town to the high school of another town, 
such a situation would not be for the best educational interests. 


Again the attention of voters should be called to Section 7, 
Chapter 71, also Section 8 of the same chapter. These two 
sections deal with the reimbursement made by the State for 
transportation and tuition of high school pupils to towns of less 
than five hundred families. 
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According to the Annual Report of this Department for 
1935-36, Burlington receives reimbursement for tuition the 
amount of $5,326.22 and for transportation, the amount of 
$3,984.08, or a total of $9,310.30, for 124 pupils. Our under- 
standing is that this amount will not be forthcoming after June 
30, 1941. We are basing this assumption upon the fact that the 
present unofficial census is over five hundred families and un- 
doubtedly will be by the 1940 Federal census. 


We feel, therefore, that a careful study should be made 
between now and 1941 and that plans upon a long time basis 


should be decided. 


At the present time, there is one central school of four 
hundred pupils, with an annex. The original building was built 
in 1900, was added to in 1924, and an annex was built in 1932. 
Ninth grade pupils are transported to the Bedford Junior High 
School. Pupils in grades 10, 11, and 12, go to Lexington which 
has refused to accept any more pupils in future years. Replies 
have been received from Winchester, Belmont, Melrose, Tewks- 
bury, Arlington, Stoneham, Reading, and Billerica stating that 
their own crowded conditions prevent them from accepting pupils 
from Burlington. Concord may be willing to take some high 
school pupils although not indefinitely. There is a suggestion. 
that Wilmington may be willing to make some arrangements. 


A group in Burlington has desired to build their own high 
school but this has been voted down in the town meeting. The 
borrowing capacity of Burlington, according to Mr. Waddell, 
Director of Accounts in the Department of Corporation and 
Taxation, on September 24, 1937, was $66,876., and their total 
indebtedness was $12,000. 

Under ideal circumstances, a six-year high school, which is 
recommended by this department for small communities, would 
be the best solution. This would include Grades 7-12 inclusive, 
with some two hundred pupils or over, and would make an 
excellent administrative unit. There are plenty of good sites in 
Burlington. 
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A second plan would be tc make a twelve grade building 
of the present structure by an addition of the necessary rooms 
and assembly hall and gymnasium. 


However, our recommendation is that until the citizens of 
Burlington appreciate fully. the advantages of having their own 
school, keeping to a much greater extent, the civic life within 
the community, that patronage of the neighboring high schools 
is in order. The realization of a definite step by 1940 should be 
emphasized.

Nothing 
definite has been received from either, although it is the com- 
mittee’s understanding that any arrangement with Concord would 
be only temporary, and Wilmington would consider only a long 
term contract. We sincerely ask for your whole-hearted co- 
operation in this matter, and hope you will fully acquaint your- 
selves with the facts in order to vote intelligently at our annual 
Town Meeting in February. 


We are anxious to act as the voters desire, but, as stated by 
A. Russell Mack, “Increased education costs in 1940 are inevi- 
table,” and we feel now is the time to take the necessary steps 
whereby the stability’of our children’s education will be guaran- 
teed and under excellent supervision within our own Town.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee of Burlington. 
Mrs. Lowther and Gentlemen: 

Sometimes it is difficult to know what type of report best 
appeals to the tax payer. I think that usually he wishes to know 
what the schools have accomplished during the past year, what 
they are planning to do for the next year, something about the 
quality of the teaching force, and what improvements have been 
made. 


The essentials of a good school system, I think, are: a good 
corps of teachers; good equipment, which includes textbooks and 
supplies; buildings that are properly heated, lighted, and sanitary; 
and good janitor service. 


Creditable improvement has been made in textbooks during 
the past year. New geographies have been supplied to grade 
eight; reading books to grades two, three, and four; histories 
and English books to grade five, and complete equipment in the 
Elson Gray System of Reading to grade one. This investment 
should pay good dividends in more effective teaching and 
learning. 


Reading is, at the present time, very much to the forefront. 
It has been definitely established by the nation’s foremost read- 
ing experts, that many pupils do not know how to study. At the 
top of the list of reasons for this, is the fact that they do not 
read well. Therefore, during the coming year, we shall be much 
concerned with the subject of reading. 


In grades seven and eight a course in elementary science has 
been added to the curriculum. This has stimulated the interest 
of the pupils and should be of benefit to them upon entering 
high school. 


Our athletic program is about the same as last year, with 
Mr. Higgins coaching. Baseball will be the principal sport in 
the spring. 
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The most important single factor in any school system is 
the teacher. No school program can operate successfully without 
the cooperation and whole-hearted support of the teachers. 


At the close of school in June, we received the resignation 
of Miss Josephine Smith, who for three years had been a suc- 
cessful teacher of the first grade. Miss Smith left to accept a 
similar position in the schools of Belmont. To fill this vacancy, 
Miss Veronica Bingle of Lynn was chosen from a long list of 
applicants. Miss Bingle is a B.S.E. graduate of Bridgewater 
Teachers College, and came to us highly recommended. She was, 
in November, appointed to a position in the schools of Lynn, and 
severed her connection with our school on December twenty- 
third. We were fortunate however, in securing Mrs, Marcia 
Smith to fill the place left vacant by Miss Bingle. Mrs. Smith, 
a former teacher in the school, is familiar with our system, and 
will be able to carry on the work with little break in the routine. 


It is to be regretted that so many changes occur in our teach- 
ing force, but in spite of these frequent changes, I can assure you 
that the work of the school is. progressing satisfactorily. The 
teachers who have served the town during the past year have 
done faithful work. As a result good progress has been made, 
and the schools are in good condition today. 


The per cent of attendance remains about the same as that 
of last year. From nearly all homes we receive excellent coopera- 
tion, and pupils are kept at home only when it is absolutely 
necessary. A few children, however, are absent from school 
very frequently. This is unfortunate, for the progress which a 
pupil makes in school depends in no small measure upon the 
regularity of his attendance. Unnecessarily depriving a pupil of 
his right to attend school regularly, places him under a dis- 
advantage which may handicap his whole future. 


Teachers, school officials, and parents should alike be in- 
terested in the work of making our schools thoroughly efficient. 
I urge parents to visit the schools frequently and observe for 
themselves the work that is being done. We are all working for 
the good of the school. May we, as far as possible, work together. 
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I wish to take advantage of this opportunity to commend 
the teachers and pupils of the school for their loyalty and co- 
operation, and to express to the School Committee my apprecia- 
tion for their advice and support.

Report of Music Supervisor 


To the Superintendent and School Committee of Burlington. 


It has been interesting to watch, this year, the growth of 
the child in musical development. 


Few children entering the first grade have had much ex- 
perience in singing. Here we find a large number of children 
who cannot carry a tune. These children are often incorrectly 
called ““monotones.” About the fourth month of school, one is 
surprised to find that the child who could not carry a tune is 
singing with that light, childish quality which is the proper 
singing voice. If properly directed, the child will retain through- 
out the school years, that natural head tone which he uncon- 
ciously discovered in the first grade. 


Many schools do not start note reading until the third year, 
but I believe that an early start in note reading will facilitate the 
work of the upper grades. Children in the lower grades do not 
seem to mind taking a long time to learn things, but in the upper 
erades, if the pupil has not the necessary tools at hand, he loses 
interest. 


As we glance through the outline in the various grades, we 
see a steady growth in music. Third graders know the simple 
time types. They can name keys from sharps, flats, or from no 
key signature at all. Fourth graders realize that notes may be 
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raised or lowered to form chromatic tones. Along with the more 
difficult time types they learn the chromatic scale. They realize 
that music may be not only a simple melody, but a beautiful 
harmony by the addition of a second part. Fifth graders have 
all the tools of the first four grades. They find that they can 
construct scales and write different key signatures. They find 
that compound time, new to them in theory, often contributes a 
smoother and more flowing melody than does simple time. In 
the sixth, seventh, and eighth grades, we have three part music, 
the difficulty, of course, being measured by the grade. In these 
grades, the pupils should have an almost complete knowledge 
of musical theory which should enable them to read and write 
simple melodies of their own. 


Throughout the grades we have our music appreciation. In 
the first four grades we enjoy our rhythm band with the victrola. 
This new phase of appreciation is new to our school this year. 
I feel that it has contributed a great deal in solving the time 
problem of the lower grades. 


In the upper grades in conjunction with the study of com- 
posers, folk music, instruments, and music of different. nations, 
we are having a music memory contest. Pupils are encouraged 
to recognize the compositions of the great masters. 


At this point in my report, I should like to thank Mrs. 
Buckman, who so kindly donated two victrolas to the school. 
I hope that we may have a victrola in every room in the near 
future. 


In closing my report, I should like to express the wish that 
every child might learn to play some musical instrument not only 
for the enjoyment of self expression, but for the poise and con- 
fidence it brings to one. 


May I thank Miss Andrews, the School Committee, teachers, 
and friends of the community who have shown by their interest 
in our work, that they are working with us.

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Report of Art Supervisor 


To the Superintendent and School Board of Burlington, Mass. 


To draw well, by that I mean to be able to outline an object, 
has been more or less set aside as an unusual quality. This 
attitude is very unfortunate. It gives the impression that there 
is no use in trying. 


I maintain that concentration is necessary in any subject to 
realize good results. In drawing, concentration turns toward 
observation. If the child observes clearly he can draw well. 


From the book “The Art of Seeing” by Woodbury and 
Perkins, I take the following exercises as an example of con- 
centration in drawing. 


1. Observe until you feel you know the appearance of 
the object. Put the object out of sight and draw it 
from memory. 


2. Compare your drawing with the object, making 
mental corrections. Notice how much was left out. 
Make a second drawing with the object in sight. 


3. Observe once more. Put object and previous draw- 
ings out of sight and draw the object from memory. 


The first drawing is usually unfinished. The child does not 
realize how much is before him. For the second drawing, he 
looks the object all over, putting down what he discovers he 
didn’t see for the first drawing. The last drawing is much better 
than either of the previous attempts. By this time he is pretty 
well acquainted with the object and doesn’t need to interrupt 
his drawing, because of lack of knowledge, and makes steadier 
expressive lines. What the child draws in his last memory draw- 
ing becomes a part of his drawing vocabulary. 


In conclusion, this process of observation is on ‘a par with 
drilling and concentration in any other subject. A pretty picture 
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doesn’t just happen, but is the result of observation and applica- 
tion. If the child is taught to see, he can draw. 


My thanks to Miss Andrews and the School Committee for 
the privilege of teaching in the Burlington School.

In 1937, a pre school clinic was held to correct any defects 
of the incoming children before their entering school in the fall. 


At the beginning of the fall term, I made the usual routine 
examination of all the new children and the seventh grade 


children. 


About sixty of the children received the inoculation against 


Diphtheria. 


Up to the present time we have been very fortunate in not 
having any epidemic. 


I wish at this time to thank the Superintendent, Teachers, 
Nurse, and parents for their cooperation.

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Report of School Nurse 


To the Superintendent and School Committee of the 


Town of Burlington, Mass. 
I herewith submit to you my annual report as School Nurse. 


No cases of contagious diseases were found among the chil- 
dren, and the general health of the school is very much the same 
as it was last year. 


Our Pre School Clinic was well attended, and nearly all 
those needing attention before entering school were taken care 
of in the regular summer round-up. 


The children are being weighed every two months, and a 
record is kept for them on a tag in the shape of a milk bottle. 
This they may keep at the close of the school year. 


Health pamphlets which create a greater interest in the 
health classes have been given out. These offer many good 
suggestions to the pupils. 


This year the nurse’s room has been made lighter by the 
addition of new white curtains. A new white screen has been 
acquired. This separates the cot from the rest of the room. It 
also seemed advisable to use sheets and pillow cases on the cot 
in preference to a couch cover. 


Fifty-five children have received inoculation against Diph- 
theria. In February, W. R. Martin, M.D. of the Middlesex 
County Sanatorium, will return to conduct the School Clinic for 
the prevention of Tuberculosis of the lungs. All the pupils in the 
seventh grades, and any others who may be interested will have 
the opportunity of being tested. 


Several homes have been visited in order that we might get 
the necessary data to complete the reports in accordance with 
Chapter 71, Section 46 of General Laws. 
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I am happy to state that except for routine work, there is 
nothing to report other than a very few cases of impetigo and 
pediculosis. 


In closing, I wish to express my appreciation for the courtesy 
and steady support of the Superintendent, School Committee, 
Teachers, and Parents.

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Report of the Middlesex County 


Extension Service 
BURLINGTON 


The following is a report of the work of the Middlesex County 
Extension Service for the town of Burlington, during 1937. 


To assist fruit growers two market garden meetings were held 
in Burlington during the year. Doctor Boyd of the Massachusetts 
State College set up a complete laboratory exhibit of celery blight 
using microscopes. In July a field meeting was held at Carrigan 
Brothers farm. Pest control, irrigation and cultural problems were 
discussed. 


Farm visits by specialists from the Massachusetts State College 
were made to Burlington vegetable growers. Pest control of 
fruits and vegetables was aided by sending information from 
the Extension Service office. A talk on soils and soil testing was 
given at a meeting of the Burlington Grange. Soil tests of Bur- 
lington farms were made by the Extension Service. 


Fifteen farm visits were made to ten Burlington poultrymen 
to assist them with diseases and management. Circular material 
on poultry diseases, marketing, and management was sent to 
thirty-one Burlington poultrymen. 


A Soil Conservation meeting was held at the Town Hall, 
Burlington, with eighteen present. 


Burlington producers selling to two local distributors were 
invited to meet at the Extension Service office with J. C. Cort, 
Milk Market Administrator, to discuss with him certain diffi- 
culties they were experiencing in the marketing of their milk. - 


A community exhibit held in the fall was judged by Agents 
from the Extension Service. 


The group in homemaking in Burlington continued to carry 
on the projects of the Extension Service during the past vear. 
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A large group took the Coat project, the Silk and Wool Dress 
project, the Garment Finishes project, and that in Music and 
Folk Dancing. The homemakers participated in the Annual 
Homemakers’ Day program held in Lexington. Representatives 
of this group also took part in the planning meetings which were 
held late this Fall on the Conservation of the Home program. 

Mothers’ Service letters have been sent to other homemakers 
who were interested in receiving information of a general nature 
that will be of assistance to them. 

Burlington had a successful year in 4-H Club work with Mr. 
Carl Bussey as Ghairman of the 4-H Town Committee. Com- 
mittee members and local leaders were: Mrs. Louis Alberghini, 
Miss Alma Alberghini, Miss Frances Duncan, Mrs. Bessie Rogers, 
Mrs. Alfred Sangren, Mr. and Mrs. D. Leland Barnum, Mrs. 
Viola Bennett, Miss Evelyn Bamberg, Miss Ruth Vigneau, Miss 
Marie Connors, David Barnum, and Richard Bennett. 

There were 59 girls and 17 boys enrolled in clothing, food, 
home furnishing, home nursing, canning, poultry, and garden 
projects. The clubs had a good record of completion. Pins were 
awarded for winter projects at the spring exhibit held in the 
town hall in May. A program by club members and the motion 
picture, “Under the 4-H Flag,” was enjoyed by a large audience 
of 4-H families and friends. 

Canning and garden club members exhibited at the Burlington 
Fair. 

Miss Alma Alberghini scored highest in the county-wide 
clothing contest, and received “excellent” in the state contest for 
both posture and the clothing outfit of a three-piece suit which 
she had made. Alma also was winner of the electric sewing 
machine in the contest sponsored by the Singer Sewing Machine 
Company at Brockton Fair. 

Burlington had eight club members at Camp Middlesex. Alma 
Alberghini and Frances Duncan attended Junior Leaders Camp. 
Mrs. Bessie Rogers, Miss Ruth Vigneau and Carl Bussey attended 
Leaders Camp. These camps were held on the campus of the 
Massachusetts State College, Amherst. 

Frances Duncan was awarded the two-day trip to Amherst for 
her excellent record in clothing. .Louise Barchard was a winner 
in the Middlesex North Agricultural Society Contest.

The Board provides through the medium of Town Appro- 
priation and through Federal Grant for 57 cases on Old Age 
Assistance an increase of eighteen cases over the year 1936. 


Federal Grant for account of Old Age Assistance—Assis- 
tance, received by the Treasurer of Burlington during the year 
1937 totaled $7,438.27 an increase of $5,157.03 over the year 
1936. 


Federal Grant for account of Old Age Assistance—Adminis- 
tration, received by the Treasurer of Burlington during the year 
1937 totaled $247.90, an increase of $171.90 over the year 1936. 


This department now spends approximately $1,700.00 per 
month in cash and a small amount of money for various com- 
modities.

Apparently most all other cities and 
towns with which this department deals feels the pinch of the 
recession which began early during 1937 and is still very much 
in evidence. This is reflected in the smaller amounts of payments 
made to our Treasurer by cities and towns for welfare expenses. 


Much credit is due to the local W. P. A. administration 
through its ability to secure and distribute large quantities of 
food commodities, clothing, bedding and various articles so nec- 
essary to the unfortunate. This service naturally lessens the cost 
to this department direct and is of course most welcome.

FEBRUARY 7, 1938 


Meeting called to order by the Moderator, Chester E. 
MacDonald, at 10:04 A. M. and the warrant for the same 
read by the Clerk down as far as the middle of Article 2— 
when a motion was made and seconded that we dispense 
with the reading of the remainder of the warrant.

Under this article Mrs. Elizabeth Bennett 
Lowther, chairman of School Committee, read a report of 
the High School investigating Committee. The report fol- 
lows: 


February 21, 1938 


Although we have met but a few times since our last 
‘Town Meeting, we have been working in conjunction with 
the School Committee to avoid duplication. 


The School Committee requested that the State Depart- 
ment of Education make a survey of our entire school sys- 
tem. This has been completed and the result of that survey 
may be found on Page 99 of our Town Report. 


We have continued to contact the Town of Concord 
through the School Committee and last Wednesday evening 
the Chairman of the Coneord School Committee, Mr. Leon 
Foss, came to Burlington and gave our committees their 
proposition. 


Concord definitely will not take more than two enter- 
ing classes. The classes would be the present class at Bed- 
ford and the present group in the eighth grade. This means 
‘that our present seventh grade in Burlington when they 
graduate from Bedford in June 1940 will not have any place 
to go as sophomores. 


Concord does this only as a convenience and will not 
object to the withdrawal of Burlington pupils at the conelu- 
“sion of any year. 
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The Town must again plan to send the pupils to some: 
other community or to educate them at home in 1940. 


Now is the time to determine how expensive this would 
be to the Town of Burlington. 


The only Town which has evidenced any interest at all 
in educating Burlington High School students other than 
Coneord is the Town of Wilmington. 


An Investigating Committee working in Wilmington 
has been formed regarding the possibility of building an 
addition to their present high school building. They asked 
to meet with our commiitee in December and were given 
our statistics. Their proposition seems to be a lone term 
contract of from five to ten years with a renewal proviso. 


The approved rate for the Town of Wilmington for the- 
present year is $75. per pupil per year for high school stu- 
denis. This means if we sent our pupils to Wilmington we 
would be reimbursed by the State Depariment of Education, 
one-half of that amount or $37.50 per pupil per year re} 
gardless of how much we might pay Wilmington. 


At the present time Burlington receives $49.50 per 
pupil per year for those educated in Lexington and $47.50° 
per year for those educated in Bedford. The Town of Con- 
cord’s approved rate is $129.00 at the present time and if 
we pay them $125.50 per pupil Burlington would receive 
$62.50 per pupil in return from the State. 


If the Census of 1940 reveals more than 500 families. 
Burlington is required by law to build a High School. The: 
State Department may exempt Burlington from this require-. 
ment, but might possibly reduce the rate of reimbursement. 
to the Town. 


Over the next five (5) year period the average four (4) 
year High School enrollment would be 162, while in a six (6), 
year high school the average enrollment would be 256. 
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In the survey from the State Department of Education 
this statement appears— ‘Under ideal circumstances a s1x 
(6) year high school, which is recommended by this depart- 
ment for small communities, would be the best solution. This 
would include grades 7-12 inclusive, with some 200 pupils or 
over, and would make an excellent administrative unit. 
There are plenty of good sites in Burlington.’’ 


The Town must provide accommodations for a special 
class next September—at this time there is no room avail- 
able for such a class. 


Next year the Town may have high school students at 
Bedford, Lexington and Concord with some few at Woburn 
and Wilmington. Supervision of such a setup is almost 
entirely out of the hands of the Burlington School Com- 
mittee. Correlation of the work from class to class is ex- 
-eeedingly difficult. 


The solution to the problem in view of all of the fore- 
going would seem to be that the Town should take steps to 
construct a six (6) year high school that would be completed 
for ocecupaney by September 1939 and we recommend that 

definite action be taken by the assembly.

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ARTICLES OF BY-LAWS 


to be acted on under Article 19 
of the Town Warrant 
February 6, 1939 


BY-LAWS OF THE TOWN OF BURLINGTON 
ARTICLE I 
MEETINGS 


Section 1. The annual town meeting shall be held on the 
first Monday of February. 


Section 1-A. All business, except the election of' officers and 
the determination of such matters as by law are required to be 
determined by ballot, shall be considered at an adjournment thereof 
to be held on the third Monday of February, at eight o’clock P. M. 


Section 2. The service of the warrant for the annual town 
meeting, unless a different time or method is prescribed by law, 
shall be made by posting a copy thereof at the Town Hall and at 
not less than three other public places in said town at least one 
week before the time named in the warrant for holding said 
meeting. 


Section 3. The service of the warrant for special town meet- 
ings, unless a different time or method is prescribed by law, shall 
be made by posting a copy thereof at the Town Hall, and also by 
posting copies thereof at three other public places in said town, 
and also by mailing to every registered voter of said town a copy 
thereof, such posting and mailing to be at least seven days before 
the time named in the warrant for holding said meeting. 


Section 4 Notice of every adjourned town meeting shall be 
posted in the same places where the original notice of the meetins 
was posted as soon as practicable after the adjournment, stating 
wriefly the business to come before the meeting. 

No vote passed at any meeting shall be reconsidered at an 
adjournment thereof unless notice be given at the original meeting 
that a motion to reconsider will be made at the adjournment. 


Section 5. When the report of a Committee is placed in the 
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hands of the Moderator it shall be deemed to be received, and a 
vote to accept the same shall discharge the Committee, but shaii 
not be equivalent to a vote to carry out or act on its recommen.la 
tions. 


No recommendation made in the report of any Committee 
chosen at a previous meeting shall be acted on at any meeting 
ubless 1t has been announced in the warrant that the report of the 
Committee is to be considered. 


Section 6. All reports, motions or resolutions submitted to tha 
meeting for consideration involving the expenditure of money, 
except the annual appropriations on the Selectmen’s estimates, 
shall be in writing. If different amounts or various times for loan 
are suggested, the largest sum and the longest time Shall be voted 
on first. 


Section 7. Any report, resolution or motion shall be reduced 
to writing if the Moderator so directs. 


Section 8. When a motion is before the meeting, the following 
motions, to wit: 
To lay on the tabie, 
Previous question, 
Postpone to time, certain, commit, recommit, or refer, 
To amend, 
Postpone indefinitely, 
shall receive and have precedence in the foregoing order and the 
first and second shall be decided without debate.

ARTICLE II. 
TOWN FINANCES 


FINANCE COMMITTEE 


Section 1. A Finance Committee consisting of five voters 
shall be appointed by the Moderator at each annual town meeting 
and shall serve until the dissolution of the next annual town meet- 
ing. Said committee shall consider all business proposed to be 
acted upon at all town meetings held during the year for which 
they shall have been appointed, except such matters as may be re- 
ferred to other committees, and shall report at all such meetings, 
—their report on the business proposed to be acted upon at the 
annual town meeting to be in print, and to be distributed with the 
town warrant. Said Committee shall have power to fill vacancies 
occurring during the year, and shall have power to expend such 
sum as may be appropriated therefor. 
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Section 2.— The finance committee shall have access to any and 
all town records. 


Section 8. No warrant or order shall be drawn on the Treas- 
urer against any appropriation, in excess of such appropriation 
except in cases where such expenditure may be required by law or 
is authorized by vote of the town. 


Section 4. No money shall be paid out of the town treasury 
except through warrants drawn and approved by the Selectmen, 
except that the Treasurer may pay any sum of money due on the 
principal or interest of any note, bond or other security of the town. 
The Treasurer shall exhibit vouchers of said payments to the Town 
Accountant within seven days after said payments. 


Section 5. All money received by a town officer, or committee, 
or any person acting for or in behalf of the town, whose duty in 
the premises is not now defined by statute, shall, upon receipt of 
the same, be paid into the town treasury. 


ARTICLE III 
STREETS AND SIDEWALKS 


Section 1. No person shall break or dig up, or aid in break- 
ing or digging up, any part of any street, or remove any earth or 
gravel therefrom, without having first obtained a written permit 
from the Selectmen for that purpose. 


Section 2. No person shall obstruct any street by placing there- 
in any house or other building, without the license of the Selectmen 
in writing specifying the terms and conditions upon which such 
obstruction of the street shall be allowed; and the license shall fully 
comply with all said terms and conditions. 

Section 3. No person shall tie or fasten any horse or other 
animal to any tree, not his own, standing in any highway, street or 
public place in this town, or in any manner cut or mutilate such 
tree. No person shall maliciously or negligently injure, or allow 
any animal or vehicle of any kind under his care to injure the grass 
borders or other ornamental borders upon the public streets, plots 
or parks of the town. 

Section 4. No owner or person having the care of any sheep, 
Swine, horses, oxen, cows or other grazing animals shall permit or 
suffer them to go at large or to graze on any street, lane, common, 
square, or other public place within this town. 

Section 5. No person shall place or cause to be placed in any 
public street or way of this town the contents of any sink, cesspool, 
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or privy. nor place or cause to be placed any’ stones, rubbish or 
earbage therein, or on land adjacent thereto, except for the purpose 
of immediate removal therefrom. 


Section 6. No person, unless required by law so to do, shall 
make any marks, letters, or figure of any kind, or place any Sign, 
advertisement or placard upon or against any wall, fence, post, 
ledge, stone, tree, building 6r structure in or upon any street in this 
town, without the permission of the owner thereof. 

Section 7.. No person shall swim or bathe in any of the waters 
within the town except in a bathing suit. 


Section 8. Whoever violates any of the provisions of the pre- 
ceding sections of this article shall be punished by a fine of not 
more than twenty dollars for each offence. 


Section 9. No person having charge of a vehicle in any street 
shall neglect or refuse to stop the same or to place the same when 
stopped, as directed by a Police Officer. 


Section 10. No person having under his care of control] any 
vehicle shall permit the same or the animal or animals attached 
thereto, if any, to stand on or across any public highway, street or 
sidewalk in such manner as to obstruct the same for any unneces- 
sary length of time. No person shall stop with any vehicle in any 
public street so near another vehicle as to obstruct public travel, 
and no person shall stop with any vehicle upon or across any cross- 
ing in any street or highway in the town. 


Section 11. No person shall establish or maintain any shade 
or awning over any part of a sidewalk, street or highway unless the 
same ‘be securely and safely supported, and unless the lowest par. 
thereof be not less than seven feet above said sidewalk, street o. 
highway. | 


Section 12.. No person shall erect, set up, or maintain any fence, 
portico, platform or doorstep extending rnto or on any sidewalk 
sireet or highway. 

Section 18 No person. shall affix a sign, sign board or advertis- 
ing device to a post, board or other object within the limits of any 
sidewalk, street or highway, or owned by the town, without first 
cbtaining a permit therefor from said Selectmen which may be re- 
voked at any time. 


Section'14. No person other than a town agent shall place or cause 
to be placed on any public sidewalk, street or highway, or upon any 
of the common lands of the town, any manure, gravel, dirt, wood, 
slamber, ‘buildings, carriages, ‘boxes, barrels, stones, coal, or any 
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rubbish, or other things, and suffer the same to remain thereon for 
more than one hour aiter being notified by a Police Officer to 
remove the same. 


Section 15. No person shall throw stones, snowballs, sticks or 
other missiles, or kick a football or play any game in which a ball 
is used, or fly kites or balloons or shoot with or use an air-gun, bow 
and arrow, sling-shot, or other similar device, 1m or across any public 
ways of the town. 

Section 16. No person shall willfully or negligently obstruct 
the free passage of foot travelers on any sidewalk, nor shall any 
person loaf upon any sidewalk or on any street or public way of the 
town. 


Section 17. No person shall coast upon or across any sidewalk, 
street or highway, except at such tzmes and in such places as may, 
from time to time, be designated by the Boara of Selectmen. 

Section 18. No person Shall knowingly suffer or permit any 
water or other liquid substances to run or be discharged from any 
building, owned by him or under his control, onto or across any 
curbed or finished sidewalk, except that any person may wash, with 
water from hose or pipe, windows or other parts of a building, on 
Private property, without danger to the public safety. 

Section 19. The word ‘vehicle’ ag used in this article shall 
include every description of carriage or other artificial contrivances 
used or capable of being used as a means of transportation on iand, 
except as otherwise provided herein or by law. 


ARTICLE IV. 
BUILDING REGULATIONS 
APPOINTMENT OF INSPECTOR 


Section 1. The word “dwelling” hereinafter used shall be con- 
sirued to mean a building used continuously or at intervals as a 
dwelling. 

Section 1-A. The Inspector of Buildings may also be employed 
by the town as Inspector of Plumbing, Chief Engineer of the Fire 
Department, or in any other capacity. 

He shall not inspect any building in which he has any pecuniary 
jaterest, or for which: he has supplied materials. In case he should 
ee so interested, the Board of Selectmen shall appoint a deputy 
inspector to act in such matters, and his services shall be paid for 
by the Inspector. 
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Section 2. The Board of Selectmen shall annually, in April, 
appoint an Inspector of Buildings for the term of one year from 
the first day of May following or until a successor Ils appointed and 
has qualified in his stead. His compensation shall be determined 
by the Board of Selectmen. He shall be familiar with building con- 
struction and shall not be interested in any contract for building 
for the town, or for furnishing materials to the town. The Board 
of Selectmen shall have power to discharge the Inspector for failure 
to perform his duties, and to fill any vacancy in his office. 


Section 3. The Inspector shall keep a record of the business 
of his office, ascertain all facts and make all returns which shall be 
required by law. He shall report to the State Department of Public 
Safety any violation of the Laws of the Commonwealth in relation 
to the construction of dwellings that may come to his notice. He 
shall, if necessary, enter upon the premises wherein any fire has 
cecurred, in order to investigate the origin of the fire. 


Section 4. Every person, before erecting or altering any build- 
ing for dwelling purposes, public garages and stores, shall obtain 
from the Inspector a building permit, first filing therefor, an applica- 
tion, in which he shali give a description of the intended dwelling” 
or alteration, shall submit plans and specifications for the same if 
required, and state the purpose for which the same is to be used 
and the dimensions and the location of the site. 


Section 5. The Inspector shall examine all dwellings, public 
garages and stores under applications or permits for alterations 
and make a record of his examination. He shall issue permits for 
the erection or alteration of dwellings, public garages and stores, 
in all cases where the proposed new dwelling, public garage or store 
or altered dwelling, public garage or store, will conform to the re- 
quirements of this article and to the laws of the Commonwealth, 
and in such cases only: but permits for his own work or any dwell- 
ings, public garages or stores in which he is interested shall be 
issued only ‘by some disinterested person appointed by the Select- 
men for that purpose. No permit shall be valid for a longer time 
than one year. 


DUTIES OF INSPECTOR 
Section 5-A. He shall keep a record of all business of the depart- 
ment, which record and all other books and papers relating to the 
transactions of the department shall be open at all times to the in- 
spection of the Selectmen, and he shall submit to them a yearly 
report of such business and such other special reports as they at 
any time may require. 
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He shall receive applications for permits to erect, enlarge, alter, 
raise, move, repair or tear down, buildings within the town, and 
shall issue permits as hereinafter set forth, and keep a record of 
same. He shall not issue the permits hereinafter referred to until 
he shall have carefully inspected the plans, specifications, and the 
premises, and ascertained that the building as proposed will conform 
to the laws of the Commonwealth and the by-laws. 


He shall grant permits for such erection, construction or alter- 
ation when the plans or detailed descriptions are in conformity 
with the laws of the Commonwealth and this by-law, upon payment 
of $1.00. 


All plans, specifications and descriptions shall be filed with the 
Inspector, in duplicate. They shall be dated and signed by him as 
soon as received. One copy shall be retained by the Inspector, and 
shall be permanently filed in the Town Clerk’s office after the com- 
pletion of the work. The other copy shall be stamped and signed 
by the Inspector, 1f approved, and returned to the applicant. All 
plans must be rejected or approved by the Inspector within ten days 
of the filing thereof. 


He shall, as often as necessary, inspect all building work, for 
which a permit may have been issued, and shall make a record of 
all violations of these by-laws, with the name of the owner, occu- 
pant, architect ,and master mechanic, and of any other matters 
pertinent thereto. 

The Building Inspector may require the builder to furnish tests, 
or a stress sheet, or certificate, by a competent architect or engi- 
neer, or any or all of these, to prove sufficient strength to carry the 
allowable loads, using the safe working strength of materials and 
masonry. 

He shall also enforce such provisions of the laws of the Com- 
monwealth as are applicable. 

Section 6. A copy of the plans and specifications of every 
public building shall be deposited and left on file in the office of the 
Inspector. | 

Section 7. The Inspector shall examine all dwellings, public 
garages and stores in the course of erection, alteration, or repair, 
as often as practicable and for that purpose shall have the right of 
entry thereto, and shall make a record of all violations of this 
article, with the location of the dwelling, public garage or store 
where such violations are found, the name of the owner, lessee, 
occupants, architect and master mechanic, and all other matters 
relative thereto. 
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Section 8. The inspector shall examine all buildings reported 
dangerous or damaged by accident or fire and make a record of 
Such examinations, including the nature and amount of such 
damage, with the location of the building, the name of the owner, 
and lessee, and for what purpose occupied, and report the fact to 
the Board of Selectmen, and for that purpose shall have the right 
of entry thereto. 


Section 9. Hvery wooden dwelling hereafter erected shall have 
a foundation of stone, concrete or brick carried up to the surface 
of the ground, and the foundation, if of concrete, shall be not 
less than six inches thick and if of brick shall not be less than 
eight inches thick, and laid in cement mortar, at least one quarter 
cement to three-quarters lime; if of rubble stone, it shall be not 
less than sixteen inches thick, and laid in cement mortar, at least 
Cne-quarter cement to three-quarters lime; and if of cement blocks 
it shall be not less than eight inches thick, and laid in equally good 
mortar. 


Section 10. No wooden dwelling shall be built, the walls of 
vhich to the main cornice exceed thirty feet in herght, and no 
wooden dwelling shall have its wall placed at a less distance than 
fifteen feet from the street line, and any wall within three feet of 
an adjoining property line shall be a fire resisting wall. 


section 11. All chimneys hereafter erected shall be’ con- 
structed of brick, stone or other non-conducting fireproof material 
laid solid in mortar at least as good as best lime-mortar. Brick- 
chimneys shall be plastered outside below the roofing, if so required 
by the Building Inspector, except when the brick work is exposed. 


Section 12. All chimneys hereafter constructed shall be tonvped 
cut at least two feet above the highest part of the roof to which 
they belong or three feet above a flat roof, and shall be capped with 
cement or iron. 


Section 13. No smoke-pipe shall pass through a stud or wooden 
partition of any kind, whether the same be plastered or not, unless 
guarded either by metal collars, with suitable holes for ventilation, 
or by a soapstone ring. All smoke-pipes passing through ‘closets 
shall be enclosed in metal pipes with a ventilated air space of at 
least two inches all around. 

No earthenware pipe shall be used for horizontal flues. 

No woodwork shall be placed at a less distance than six inches 
from any metal flue or smoke-pipe. 


Section 14. Every dwelling hereafter constructed shall be sep- 
arately connected with the cess-pool of such material and such 
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capacity as the Board of Health shall direct, or shall be provided 
with a separate suitable out-house or privy, which shall be erected 
not nearer than twenty-five feet to any such dwelling, well of water, 
brook or spring. Such out-houses and privies shall be subject to 
the supervision of the Board of Health, and to such reasonable rules 
and regulations as such Board of Health may make. 


Section 15. Whoever violates any of the provisions of the pre- 
ceding sections of this article shall be punished by a fine of not 
more than one hundred dollars for each offence. 


PERMITS 


Section 16. No building shall be erected, enlarged, altered, 
raised, moved, or torn down, nor shall any work of like nature be 
dune upon any structure, except ordinary repairs, until written 
application for permit therefor shall have been filed with the 
Ynspector of Buildings, accompanied by a true copy of the plans and 
specifications. If, upon such inspection, the proposed work is not 
likely to render the premises or the building in question dangerous 
to life or from fire, and if the plans and specifications, or the pro- 
posed work, conform to the requirements of the laws of this Com- 
monwealth and of these building laws, the Inspector of Buildings 
shall thereupon issue and deliver a written permit for the work; 
otherwise he shall withhold such permit, and shall immediately 
report the matter to the Selectmen. 


The plans and specifications above stated as requisite to obtain 
a permit shall be deposited with the Inspector. The application 
shall be in such form as may be required by the Inspector. The 
plans required by this by-law shall include a plot plan and such 
other plans as may be required by the Inspector. 


No building shall hereafter ‘be erected, enlarged, altered, raised, 
moved, or torn down, nor shall any like work be done on any struc- 
ture, except ordinary repairs unless the work on such building or 
structure shall at all times conform as near as may be to the re- 
quirements of these building laws, and shall be such as will not 
render the building or structure dangerous to life or hazardous from 
fire, nor unless a permit therefor shall be obtained from the Build- 
ing Inspector, but 1t shall be the duty of the Inspector to issue such 
permit if the proposed building or work conforms to the require- 
ments of the laws of the Commonwealth and these by-laws, and if 
ihe applicant has duly made his application for a permit. 


No permit issued by such Inspector shall be in force for more 
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than six months, provided the work proposed shall not have actu- 
ally commenced and carried on in good faith within that period. 

Any person who considers himself aggrieved by any decision 
of the Building Inspector may appeal within ninety days to a board 
appointed by the Selectmen. This board shall consist of three 
persons,—a selectman, a lawyer, and an architect; and shall be 
called the Board of Appeal. It shall hear and render a decisron on 
any matter referred to it. If the decision favors the appellant, the 
town shall bear the expense of the hearing. If it favors the town, 
the appellant shall bear such expense. The Board of Appeal shall 
receive such reasonable compensation as is approved by the Select- 
men. 


No factory, or any building appurtenant to a factory, shall be 
erected, moved, enlarged, or maintained within fifty (50) feet of the 
side line of any lot, nor within fifty (50) feet of any building, except 
buildings used in connection with said factory, nor shall any factory 
or buildings appurtenant thereto cover more than eighty per cent 
of any lot upon which said buildings are constructed. A plot plan 
shall be filed with each application to construct such factory or 
appurtenant building, and no lot shall be altered or changed in size 
or shape after the construction of said buildings, so that any pro- 
vision as to per cent of lot covered or distance to side lines of lo. 
shall be violated. Every factory shall be of first-class construction, 
as defined in this building law, and shall be sprinkled with two 
sources of water supply, and be furnished with an automatic alarm. 


No building to be used for the manufacturing of explosives, or 
for chemicals or rendering works, shall be erected, and no dynamo, 
engine or boiler for motive power shall be set or erected, and no 
building to be used for a stable or barn in which horses or other 
animals are to be kept, or no building to be used as a garage shall 
ke erected, altered, or moved without a permit from the Inspector 
of Buildings, countersigned by the Board of Selectmen, and such 
permit shall not be countersigned by the Selectmen until seven 
days’ notice has been given by mailing a written notice to all the 
owners of premises within five hundred (500) feet of the proposed 
location of the building, addressed to their last known address oi 
place of business, and if the residences be unknown, by publishing 
the same in the newspaper published in the town, or if there be no 
such paper, in one of the City of Woburn. 

This notice required under this section shall be sent by the 
Selectmen to the Board of Health, and upon written objection by 
any one of the parties notified as provided in this section, a public 
hearing shall be given. 
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DEFINITIONS 


Section 17. In this by-law the following terms shall have the 
meanings assigned to them as follows: 

First-class ‘building—one of fireproof materials throughout, ex- 
cept that wood may be used for all floors, windows, door frames, 
doors, interior finish, stair rails, sleepers in cement, and isolated 
furrings in mortar. 

Second-class Building—All buildings not of first-class, whose 
walls are of fireproof materials and whose outside finish, except 
windows complete, and doors and door frames, shall be of incom- 
‘ustible materials. . 

Third-class building—A wooden frame building. 

Composite building—One of second and third-class construc: 
tion; one which need only comply with the requirement of a third- 
class building. ; 

Foundation—That part of a cellar or footing below the con- 
tiguous ground. 

Underpinning—In third-class buildings, the wall between th2 
foundation and the sills. 

Height of a building—The vertical distance from the highest 
point of the roof to the mean grade of the land adjoining. 

Party wall—One that separates buildings, and is adapted for 
use of more than one building. 

Partition wall—An interior masonry wall. 

Thickness of a wall—The minimum thickness of a wall. 

Story of a building—That part between the top of any floor 
beams and the top of the floor or roof beams next above. 

Basement—That story of a building a part of which, but not 
more than forty per cent thereof, is below the grade of the nearest 
street. 

Cellar—That part of a building more than forty per cent of 
which is below the grade of the street, and in third-class buildings, 
that part of a building which is below the sills. 

Gas fitting—The work of putting together any pipes or fixtures 
that are to contain gas. 


DETAILS ON CONSTRUCTION 


Section 18. No building shall be set nearer than ten feet to any 
party line, or twenty feet to any other building on the same lot, or 
any building erected after the adoption of this by-law, unless the 
nearest wall to such party line or other building is built of incom- 
bustible material and the cornices, trim, and windows of said walls 
are metal-covered and all glass, wire glass, in which case it may not 
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be nearer than five feet to the party line and ten feet to the neares: 
building on the same lot. 


LOADS 


Dead loads shall consist of the werght of the permanent por- 
tions of the building. 

Live loads shall consist of all other loads. 

Every building, according to its class, shall support the follow- 
ing evenly distributed loads.

BEARING POWER OF SOILS

rock or mixtures of these 5 tons per sq. ft. 
Medium clay—some mixed with sand,

Fine wet sand confined 3 tons per sq. ft. 


All on relatively thick beds, otherwise if underlaid by a softer 
material the value of the soft material will be used. 

The Inspector shall approve the soil before any foundations are 
laid, and may cause test pits or boring to be made by the owner. 


STRENGTH OF MATERIALS 


All materials used in construction shall be of quality suitable 
for their respective uses and satisfactory to the inspector of build- 
ings. 

Any body of masonry less than four feet long shall be called 
a pier. 

The stresses in all materials used in the construction of all 
buildings produced by their own weight, and the loads hereinbefore 
specified shall not exceed the following limits:

EXCAVATIONS 


Every excavation shall be guarded and protected by the person 
making it, so that it will not endanger persons or property. 

Any person making any excavation which requires an adjoining 
building or wall to be stayed, repaired, built on, or under, shall do 
such work, charging to the owners of such adjoining property the 
actual and reasonable cost thereof for such portion of the work only 
which is within eight feet of the grade of the contiguous land. 

For all the work below such grade the person making the exca- 
vation shall pay. 

Under all dwelling houses hereafter erected there shall be a 
cellar not less than six feet and ten inches in height from the cellar 
floor to the underneath of the floor beams of the first floor. 

Under all buildings without a cellar the earth shall be properly 
concreted, or a space of at least one foot with organic matter re- 
moved left and vented. 


FOOTINGS 


Footings for the foundations of all walls and all structural sup- 
ports shall be, unless on solid rock, at least four feet below the 
surface of the nearest ground. 


FOUNDATIONS 


All walls acting as supports below the first floor for any building 
shall be of masonry. All piers and columns and supports below the 
first floor level shall be of masonry or metal. All foundations shall 
be laid in mortar no poorer than one part Portland Cement, one part 
lime, six parts sap. The foundation walls of all wooden buildings 
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hereafter erected or enlarged, if of brick, shall be at least 12 inches 
thick; 1f of concrete, at least 10 inches thick; if of block granite, 
at least 16 inches thick; if of rubble, at least 20 inches thick. Piling 
shall be driven under the supervision of the Building Inspector or 
a deputy appointed by him and paid for by the owner. 

Concrete work may, if the Building Inspector so elects, be 
supervised in the same manner, 


Buildings of one story, not exceeding fourteen feet in height, 
aud buildings to be used for light mechanical work, or temporary 
buildings used in conducting other work, and buildings for poultry 
or swine may be supported on wooden posts. 


UNDERPINNING 


The underpinning of every wooden building hereafter erected 
or enlarged which does not rest directly on a foundation shall be, 
if of brick or concrete, at least eight inches thick, and if of rubble 
stone, 16 inches thick. 


WOODEN BUILDINGS 


Braced Frames—Sills 4 x 6, posts, 4 x 6, studs at openings not 
less than 3 x 4, girts 4 x 6, braces 2 x 4, plates, two 2 x 4, girts and 
posts, tenoned and pinned. 

‘Balloon frames, which may be used only in buildings not more 
than two and one-half stories high, sills and corner posts 4 x 6, 
plates, two 2 x 4, ledger boards 1 x 5, notched into studs one inch. 

All openings over four feet, trussed, or at least 4 x 8 timber. 

All studs—in carrying partitions and outside walls, at least 
2 x 4—-16 c. doubled and trussed at all openings. 

All trimmers and headers shall be at least twice as thick as the 
adjacent joints (when more than 24 ft. long). 

Floor timbers in dwelling houses, when of good sound spruce 
or its equivalent, set 16 inches on centers, shall be of the following 
Sizes: 

For a span not exceeding 10 feet the timbers shall be not less 
than 2 x 6 inches; ‘ 

For a span not exceeding 12 feet the timbers shall be not less 
than 2 x 7 inches; 

For a span not exceeding 14 feet the timbers shall be not less 
than 2 x 8 inches; 

For a span not exceeding 15 feet the timbers shall be not less 
than 2 x 9 inches; 

For a span not exceeding 17 feet the timbers shall not be less 
than 2 x 12 inches; 
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For a span not exceeding 20 feet the timbers shall be not less 
than 2 x 14 inches. 

The size of timbers to be used in longer spans to bs determined 
by the Building Inspector. 

All floor timbers with a span of from 10 to 14 feet shall have 
cone row of bridging. All floor timbers with a span of over 14 feet 
shall have at least two rows of bridging. 

All bridging shall be 1 x 3. 

Roof timber—In buildings which are 18 feet or more in width, 
rafters for pitched roof shall measure not less than 2 x 6, and larger 
where deemed necessary by Inspector; flat roofs shall be timbered 
the same as floors. 

Valley rafters shall be of such sizes as the Inspector shall pre- 
scribe, having due regard to the length and the area to be sup- 
ported but in no case shall be less than 2 x 8 inches. 

All timbers herein mentioned to be solid sticks, except plates, 
which shall be two 2 x 4. 


FIRE PROTECTION 


All varticle concealed drafts shall be fire stopped in the first 
and second-class buildings with metal or masonry; in third-class 
buildings with metal, masonry or the equal of two-inch planking. In 
second and: third-class buildings the cross draughts under floors 
shall be cut off at carrying partitions; boards may be used for this 
purpose. 


CHIMNEYS 


Chimneys shall be of stone or brick, well built, and shall have 
terra cotta flue lining from two feet below the bottom of the first 
floor frame to at least three feet above the nearest portion of the 
roof. Stone chimneys may be lined with brick. 


No chimney shall rest on or be supported by combustible 
material, 


No floor timber shall be within two inches, and no other wood 
within one inch of any chimney. 


WOODEN DWELLINGS 


All wooden dwellings outside must be finished with wooden 
shingles, clapboards, or novelette siding. In no cases shall asphalt 
shingles or tarpaper be used as an outside finish. 
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SEWERAGE 


Sewerage must be carried away from building in earthern pipe 
not less than 5 inches in diameter with joints cemented to septic 
tank not less than 25 ft. from building, and not less than 100 ft. 
from well or spring. 


FIREPLACES AND HEARTHS 


The jambs and back of all fireplaces, range or grate openings, 
snall be at least eight inches thick—all brick or stone work over 
such openings Shall be supported by proper iron bars or arches. 


All hearths shall be laid on masonry trimmer arches or on bars 
of iron supporting a proper bed of masonry, and shall be at least 
one foot longer on each side than the fireplace opening, at least 15 
inches wide in front of the finished chimney breast. 


No smoke pipe shall pass through any partitions without a 
safety thimble equal in thickness to the partition. 


No smoke pipe or vent for heating apparatus shall be within 12 
inches of any wall or ceiling unless the same be of rock, brick, tile, 
or concrete. 


The tops of all furnaces set in brick shall be not less than 12 
inches from any woodwork. 

The tops of all other furnaces or heating apparatus shall not 
be within 18 inches of any ceiling, and over all furnaces a metal 
shield or one of wire lath and cement plaster shall be set. 


All hot air register boxes hereafter shall be set in soapstone or 
equally non-combustible borders not less than two inches in width, 
and shall be made of tin plate. 


Where such pipes and boxes pass through floors or partitrons 
they shall be double, or covered with asbestos, or protected by tight 
metal casings. 

Hot air pipes and register boxes set in floors or partitions shall 
be at least one inch from any woodwork, except that register boxes 
equal to 15 to 25 inches shall-be two inches from any woodwork. 


No steam or hot water pipes shall be within one inch of any 
woodwork unless same is protected by metal or asbestos. 


The roofs of all buildings and roof projections hereafter con- 
structed or repaired above the gutter line, except cornices, shall be 
covered with fire-resisting materials. 


Fire-resisting materials above described shall include slate, tile, 
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asbestos, cement, tar and grave, metal, heavy asphalt shingles of 
which the exposed surface is composed of slate or stone chips. 

All buildings over two stories high shall have permanent means 
of access to the roof not less than 24 to 30 inches. 

Depositories for ashes shall be fireproof. 


BRICK BUILDINGS 


All brick walls shall be built with proper bond, satisfactory to 
the Inspector, and all intersections of walls shall be tied together 
with wrought iron strips or other suitable material, as often as 
every eight feet in height. 

Floor beams shall be anchored to brick walls on which they 
rest and to each other so as to form continuous ties across the 
Euilding, when directed by the Inspector, and at least every ten feet. 

External walls of brick dwelling houses, if not more than 12 
feet in height above the foundation walls, shall be not less than 
eight inches thick for their entire height. 

If two stories and not more than 25 feet in herght, they shall be 
not less than 12 inches thick to the top of the second floor, and not 
less than eight inches thick for the remaining height; and if three 
stories and more than 25 feet in height, they shall be not less than 
i2 inches thick to the top of the third floor, and not less than eight 
inches thick for the remaining height. 

The external wall of brick buildings other than dwelling 
houses, if not more than 40 feet in height above the foundation 
walls, shall be not less than 16 inches thick to the top of the upper 
floor, and not less than 12 inches thick for the remaining height; 
and if more than 40 feet in height and not exceeding 60 feet in 
height, they shall be not less than 20 inches thick to the top of the 
second floor, and not less than 16 inches thick to the top of the 
third floor, and not less than 12 inches thick for the remaining 
height. Provided, however, that with the approval of the In- 
spector; the method may be used, whereby the external walls are 
constructed of a series of piers, of such width as the Inspector may 
approve, and of the thickness above prescribed for external walls. 

Said prers to be connected by curtain walls. Said curtain 
walls shall be well bonded to the piers, and not less than eight 
inches thick, in which all windows and other openings must be 
made. All floors must be supported on the piers, and no portion 
of a floor shall for any reason be supported on the curtain walls. 

The external walls of brick buildings, not exceeding 25 feet 
in height and covering an area not exceeding 2000 square feet, to be 
used for a stable or light mechanical purposes, may be 12 inches 
thick. 
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ARTICLE V. 


Section 1. No person shall release or allow to run at large any 
dog commonly used for hunting purposes during the months from 
April 1st to October Ist. 


ARTICLE VI 
RECORDS AND REPORTS 


Section 1. All boards, standing committees, and officers of the 
tcwn shall cause records of their doings and accounts to be kept In 
suitable books. 

Section 1-A. Said books shall be kept in their respective places 
in the town offices. 


ARTICLE VII 
CONTRACTS BY TOWN OFFICERS 


Section 1. No officer or agent of the town shall make any con- 
tract on behalf of the town in which he has any pecuniary interest. 

Section 2. No town officer, nor any salaried employee of the 
town shall sell materials or supplies to the town, nor receive any 
compensation for services rendered by him to the town, except his 
official salary and fees allowed by law, without obtaining in each of 
the above cases the permission of the Selectmen expressed in a 
vote which shall appear on their records with the reason therefor. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


Section 1. The Board of Selectmen may annually appoint town 
counsel to prosecute suits in behalf of the town, to defend suits 
against the town, and to advise officers and boards of the town.

ARTICLE IX 


PARADES AND PUBLIC GATHERINGS 


Section 1. No person shall form, conduct or participate in any 
parade in any street, sidewalk or public way within the town, except. 
a military or funeral parade or procession, without first obtaining a 
permit therefor from the Chief of Police. 
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section 2. No person shall give any public address, speech or 
harangue in any street, public square, or public park within the 
town, without first obtaining permission therefor from the Chief of 
Police. 

Section 8. Any person violating any of the provisions of this 
article shall be punished by a fine of not more than ten dollars for 
each offense. . 


ARTICLE X 


LEGAL AFFAIRS 


Section 1. The town counsel shall draft all bonds, deeds, leases, 
obligations, conveyances and other legal instruments, and do every 
professional act which may be required of him, by vote of the town 
or any board of town officers. Also, when required by said boards or 
any committee of the town, he shall furnish a written opinion on 
any question that may be submitted to him, and he shall at all times. 
furnish legal advice to any officer of the town who may require his 
epinion upon any subject concerning the duties incumbent upon 
such officer by virtue of his office. 

He shall prosecute all suits ordered to be brought by the town 
or Board of Selectmen, and shall appear at any Court in the Com- 
monwealth in defence of all action or suits brought against the town 
or its officers in their official capacity, and shall try and argue any 
and all cases in which the town shall be a party, before any tribunal, 
whether in law or in equity, in the Commonwealth, or before any 
board of referees or commission, and shall appear at any and all 
hearings on behalf of the town whenever his services may be 
required. 

Section 2. The Board of Selectmen shali annually appoint an’ 
attorney-at-law to act as town counsel, who shall be paid such salary 
as the town votes. . 

Section 3. Whenever it shall be necessary to execute any deed 
conveying land, or any other instrument required to carry into 
effect any vote of the town, the same shall be executed by the 
Treasurer, in behalf of the town, unless the town shall vote other- 
wise. 


ARTICLE XI 
JUNK DEALERS, ETC. 


Section 1. No person shall be a collector of, or a dealer in 
junk, old metals, or second-hand articles, or a keeper of a shop for 
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the purchase, sale or barter of junk, metals, or second-hand articles, 
unless licensed therefor by the Selectmen. 

Section 2. No person shall hawk or peddle fish, fruit or vege- 
tables within the limits of the town, except as authorized by law, 
without first obtaining a license therefor from the Selectmen. 


“ARTICLE XII 
SWINE 


Section 1.. Any person, firm, corporation, or association, before 
keeping three or more swine shall obtain from the Board of Select- 
men a permit. 

Previous to granting this permit the Board of Selectmen must 
require a public hearing, notice of said hearing to be advertised 
once each week for two consecutive weeks in a Burlington or Woburn 
paper, and a notice sent to the abutters by registered mail, a return 
receipt being requested, said receipts being kept on file in the office 
or the board holding the hearing. 

Said permit shall be granted subject to the requirements of the 
Board of Selectmen. 


DOGS 


Section 2. Any person, firm, corporation, or association before 
keeping three or more dogs shall obtain a permit from the Board of 
Selectmen. . 

Previous to the granting of permit the Board of Selectmen 
must require a public hearing, notice of said hearing to be adver- 
tised once each week for two consecutive weeks in a Burlington or 
Woburn paper, and a notice sent to the abutters by registered mail 
a return receipt bering requested, said receipts being kept on file 
in the office of the board holding the hearing. 

Said permit shall be granted subject to the requirements of 
ihe Board of Selectmen. 


ARTICLE XIII 
REMOVAL OF TOP SOIL FOR COMMERCIAL PURPOSE 


No person, firm, corporation or association shall remove topsoil 
from land for commercial purposes unless application is made in 
writing to the Board of Selectmen, who must hold a public hearing 
or insert an article in the town warrant for action by the voters. 
This by-law does. not prohibit any resident from making an excava- 
tion on his own land for private purposes,

Report of the School Committee 


December 31, 1938 


To the Citizens of Burlington: 


At the close of another year in which your committee 
has made a sincere effort to consider the welfare of the 
boys and girls entrusted to our care, we submit to you our 
annual report. The reports of the Superintendents and 
Supervisors which follow, shall be incorporated with this 
report. 


With the erection of the new Junior-Senior High 
School, which will be ready for occupancy in September, 
the committee felt that reorganization of the school system 
should be undertaken. For this purpose, Mr. Donald W. 
Dunnan, Sub-master at Tewksbury High School, was em- 
ployed as full time Superintendent. In addition to his 
work as supervisor, Mr. Dunnan has made a thorough 
survey of the scholastic aptitudes and achievements of 
those pupils who will compose the student body of the 
new school, so that the work at Burlington will correlate 
with that done at other schools Burlington pupils have at- 
tended. A modern syllabus for instruction in the first six 
grades has been developed under Mr. Dunnan’s supervision. 


May we take this opportunity to extend our apprecia- 
tion to Miss Winnie B. Andrews, who served so capably as 
Superintendent for two years, and at the same time carried 
on her duties at the Union School with honor to herself and 
credit to the school. 


Since over-crowded conditions at the Union School will 
be corrected with the opening of the new building, the com- 
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mittee hopes to eliminate all split grades, and to provide an 
Opportunity Class in September. 


Buildings, equipment, and text books are in the same 
excellent condition as in other years. 


We shall continue in our efforts to make the Burlington 
School System one of which the community may be proud, 
and respectfully solicit the suggestions of interested citizens 
at all times. We sincerely appreciate the cooperation of the 
community in the past, and hope that. we may continue in 
the future to safeguard the interest of our pupils and eiti- 
zens to the best of our ability.

To the Sehool Committee of Burlington, 
Mrs. Lowther and Gentlemen: 


In compliance with your request, I hereby submit a brief 
report of the concluding months of my service as Superin- 
tendent of the Schools of Burlington. To you, who know so 
thoroughly the working of our school system, and who have 
met each situation as it has arisen, such a report would seem 
to be almost superfluous. 


The last half of the school year 1937 to 1938 records no 
outstanding events to mark its passing. The work of the 
school progressed steadily, and for the most part, unevent- 
fully. Under a corps of experienced and capable teachers 
the routine of the school was carried on smoothly until the 
close of the school year in June. 


The school problem in Burlington is similar to that of: 
every other community, namely; to provide adequate instruc- 
tion in all required branches of education; to train pupils 
in habits of industry, obedience, courtesy, honesty, and 
truthfulness; and to return to the town a fair reeompense 
for the expense of supporting the schools. 


A rural school need be no less efficient than a city 
sehool. To maintain a thoroughly efficient school, we must 
have at all times a manifestation of interest on the part of 
the public and a staff of well trained, efficient teachers. 
These conditions exist in Burlington today, and while they 
endure there will be no danger of falling below our present 
standard of excellence. 
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I deeply appreciate the whole-hearted cooperation and 
loyalty of the teachers. I wish my successor a most pros- 
perous future in his chosen work. And to the School Com- 
mittee is due my gratitude for the courtesy, assistance, and 
support which they have at all times extended to me.

To the School Committee, 
Mrs. Lowther and Gentlemen: 


There is little to be added to Miss Andrews’ splendid 
report of the work at the Union School. There were two 
faculty changes necessitated through the resignations of 
Miss Dorothy Porter, who left to accept a position in Lex- 
ington, and Miss Marion Foster, who accepted a position in 
Winchester. Miss Foster’s first grade position was filled by 
Miss Eunice Kelley, a graduate of Gorham Normal School, 
who had a year’s successful experience in Stewartstown, 
New Hampshire. The vacancy caused by Miss Porter’s res- 
ignation, was filled by Miss Clara Anderson who had taught 
in Burlington from 1927 to 1929, and who has had many 
years of successful teaching experience in other communi- 
ties as well. The excellent corps of teachers, and the effi- 
cient organization of the school, serve as a challenge to an 
incoming administrator faced with the task of reorganizing 
the school system. 


The educationally progressive step forward, taken by 
the townspeople of Burlington when they voted to erect a 
building for which there has been a erying need, is one of 
which the community may well be proud. No monument 
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eould more truly express the faith the Town has in the on- 
coming generation. It is strikingly symbolic that the Towns- 
people should choose to place on the highest point of land, 
that for which they have the highest regard, the young men 
and young women in whom their faith for a better tomor- 
row is placed. 


Burlington schools have long been administered under 
the 8-4 set-up. The advent of the Junior-Senior high school 
in various communities has resulted in a 6-3-3 administrative 
unit, composed of six years of grade school, three years of 
Junior High and three of Senior High. The primary advan- 
tage of such an arrangement is that of promotion by subject 
after the first six grades have been completed. Since it is 
well recognized that pupils often are capable in one subject, 
and not as capable in some other, this system permits of 
more or less specialization in the subjects in which success- 
ful work may be done. Such an arrangement will encourage 
many to continue in school and complete their education ‘in 
the fields in which they have been most successful. 


Since Burlington pupils now attending Bedford, Con- 
eord, and Lexington, will compose the student body of the 
Burlington Senior High, the task of developing a program 
of studies for the various pupils that would offer a continu- 
ation of the work in which they have begun, has been rather 
difficult. It appears now, however, that every pupil may 
be-assured of a high school education commensurate with. 
that which he might have obtained had he been located in 
one school for his high school education. 


One problem which merits the serious consideration of 
all members of the community is that of school transporta- 
tion. At the present time, the money paid for transportation 
to other communities’ high schools is reimbursed by the 
State. There will be no reimbursement of the money spent 
for transportation when all of Burlington’s pupils may be 
educated within the town. Since many heavily travelled 
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roads run through Burlington, and since many of these 
roads have no sidewalks, the safety of the children is a fac- 
tor that merits a lot of thought. Beginning in September, 
when the new building will ‘be opened, some provision other 
than the present one will have to be made. What that pro- 
vision should be, is a matter of no small moment. 


The splendid support, encouragement, and cooperation > 
which I have received from the School Committee, Miss 
Andrews, the teaching staff, the High School Building Com- 
mittee, and the community, serve as a tremendous incentive 
to my desire to help give Burlington a school system that is 
educationally efficient and economically sound.

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Report of Music Supervisor 


To the Superintendent and School Committee of 


Burlington: 


The primary aim of music teaching in the schools is to 
inspire a love of good music in the pupils. This objective, 
introduced in the first grade, should continue throughout 
the school years. A child entering school for the first time, 
finds that he is one of a socialized group. In a short time he 
adjusts himself to his new environment, and participates 
eagerly in all that he is required to do. It is at this stage of 
his development, when his mind is so receptive, that we 
must be prepared to give him an almost unlimited number 
of rote songs concerning subjects which he has learned to 
love, and with which he has been associated. Singing, 
responding to rhythm, and playing in the rhythm band, help 
to develop a love of music which will carry over into the 
everyday life of the child, and encourage him to listen to 
the many worthwhile music programs which the _ radio 
offers. 


Tt is this interest in music that helps a supervisor fulfill 
the other aims in music. If we observe a very young child, 
we find that he is unspoiled by convention. He has great 
confidence in his ability to perform. During this happy 
stage of childhood, we must endeavor to keep that natural- 
ness which is evidenced in the light quiet head tone which 
he uses, his natural singing voice. If this quality can be re- 
tained, the child will not have to think of voice placement 
when he enters higher grades where the technicalities of 
note reading and part singing demand his entire concen- 
tration. This development of the musical voice brings en-_

joyment not only to the participant, but to the listener as 
well. 


It is always a pleasure to go into a classroom and find 
that the pupils can open a book and sing a song at sight. 
To develop the ability to read musie at sight 1s certainly one 
of the outstanding objectives of music teaching. Because of 
the importance of this phase of musical development, note 
reading is introduced in the second grade and continued 
throughout the system. 


Along with the three preceding objectives, we find an- 
other which distinguishes a trained group of singers from 
an untrained group. The mastery of the power of interpre- 
tation gives us a deeper insight into the appreciation of 
good music. 


The preceding material may apply to music studied 
outside of the school. A mastery of the fundamentals of 
music theory, the desire for achievement, and diligent prac- 
tice along one’s chosen field of musical endeavor, will guar- 
antee sufficient musical accomplishment for personal enjoy- 
ment. It is with that thought in mind, that I entreat the 
parents to encourage their children to study music at 
home. The ability to play an instrument gives the child the 
feeling of satisfaction in being able to perform, thus devel- 
Oping poise and ease so often lacking during the adolescent 
years. 


At this point in my report, I want to thank the class 
of 1928 of the Union School for their most welcome oift. 
The piano has certainly added to our enjoyment, and has 
enabled us to move the piano we already had, into the 
little building. 


I should also like to mention that we are very pleased 
with the new set of Music Hour Books purchased for Grade 
Two. | 
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I am deeply grateful to Mr. Dunnan, the School Com- 
mittee, Miss Andrews, and the teachers, for the splendid 
support and cooperation they have continued to give to 
music teaching in the Burlington School System.

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Report of Art Supervisor 


To the Superintendent and School Board of Burlington: 


Drawing problems in 1938 were of varying duration 
depending upon the age of the class, and the interest shown. 


Although each year brings in new variations and appli- 
cations, the fundamentals that make up the backbone of the 
art curriculum in the public school are the same. 


Each grade learns through what we call tool lessons, a 
set of skills. Strength in each skill is gained by applications 
made possible through representation, design, and color. 


These tool lessons are very important in drawing be- 
cause they not only teach a skill, but also set a standard. For 
example, take the simplest first grade tool lesson where: the 
child is taught to fill in with crayon a perfect square. At 
the end of the lesson the child knows that in order to have‘a 
good paper, his square must be entirely filled, with no line 
outside the square, and the color must be even with no con- 
spicuous scribbles within the square. Simple as this may 
seem, he knows from then on, if required to fill an area, 
what is expected of him. Lessons of this type are introduced 
at intervals during the school year as preparation for draw- 
ings that are of a more entertaining character. 


The Seasons and Holidays influence the sequence of the 
lessons. Fall is an ideal time to study color because of the 
color surrounding us out of doors. Christmas problems spur 
the class on to more careful application in order to use their 
drawings and efforts as gifts. Snow scenes and figure draw- 
ing take their place in January and so on through the year. 
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In the allotted time for drawing, I feel that all classes 
have done very well. 


In closing, may I express my appreciation to all for 
their cooperation in my work.

To the Superintendent and School Committee of the 
Town of Burlington, Mass.: 


I herewith submit to you my annual report as School 
Nurse. 


This year we have had three cases of measles, three 
cases of chicken-pox and two cases of mumps. It is gratify- 
ing to note that none of these caused an epidemic possibly 


due to the fact that the general health in the school is very 
good. 


The Pre-School Clinic held for children entering school 
the following September was of considerable aid to parents. 
The children’s defects were called to their attention and 
these were corrected prior to their entering school. 
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The children’s weight and height is regularly recorded 
throughout the year. Health pamphlets are being distrib- 
uted, at intervals to the pupils, with many good suggestions. 


Each year the children are given the opportunity to 
receive inoculations against Diphtheria. This year sixty- 
eight children who had not been immunized were given the 
inoculations. This of course is safeguarding the community 
against a Diphtheria epidemic. 


Several homes were visited in order that we might get 
the necessary data to complete the reports in accordance 
with Chapter 71, Section 46 of General Laws. 


I am happy to state that except for routine work, there 
is nothing more to report than a very few cases of impetigo 
and pediculosis. I want to thank the parents for their coop- 
eration and understanding in this matter. 


In closing, I wish to express my appreciation for the 
courtesy and steady support of the Superintendent, School 
Committee, Teachers, and Parents.

The starting of construction was somewhat delayed due 
to the fact that the P. W. A. authorities rejected our original 
plans on which they had previously approved the grant. 
This made it necessary to draw up new plans. Our original 
plan was classified as a three-story building by the P. W. A. 
authorities and therefore could not be constructed in the 
manner we had originally planned. To construct a building 
according to P. W. A. specifications which would have the 
design of our original plans, the cost would have been so 
very much higher that the appropriation of $158,000 would 
not be sufficient. In view of this, we were forced to change 
our plan from a Colonial to a building of modernistie design. 
While our revised plan only calls for two floors against three 
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on our original plan, the school will actually have a greater 
capacity than our original plan and will be of a more costly 
construction which naturally means a more lasting and dur- 
able building. The corridors will be completely fireproof and 
the gymnasium wing of a fire resisting construction which is 
ealled for under P. W. A. specifications. The school will

The cost of the drainage will far exceed our expecta- 
tions due to the soil condition. The soil at the school has no 
leeching qualities whatsoever and therefore our original 
plan which called for dry wells and natural leeching field 
for a septic tank cannot possibly finection and it has been 
necessary for us to try to devise some other method of drain- 
age. We have worked up several different methods, the 
eost ranging from $3,500 to $8,000. The question is stil 
unsettled as to just which system will be the most advan- 
tageous to the school. In view of the fact that this drainage 
will be .an extra cost which was not anticipated, and 
because of general construction of the school is cost- 
ing slightly more than we anticipated, to stay within 
the appropriation at the present time it is felt that it 
might be necessary to reduce the amount of equipment we 
had originally intended to purchase. However, at this time 
where we cannot definitely say exactly what the school and 
drainage is going to cost, we cannot ascertain just how 
much of the appropriation of $158,000 will remain for equip- 
ment. 


We would lke to bring out at this time that the Town 
of Burlington is very fortunate in having a man like Mr. 
Frank H. Street as Resident Engineer Inspector on the pro- 
ject. My. Street has worked untiringly in an effort to get 
the best possible school for the Town and we wish to express 
our appreciation for the wonderful help he has been to the 
Building Committee and for his fine spirit of cooperation. - 
We also wish to acknowledge the splendid cooperation and 
helpful advice which we have received from the Board of 
Selectmen, School Committee, and Superintendent of 
Schools. 


We feel quite certain that the school that is undér con- 
struction at the present time will meet the needs of the Town 
of Burlington for a good many years to come and it will be 
a building of which everyone will be proud. 
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Plans are being drawn up for the grading of the entire 
lot and the laying out of a football and baseball field which 
is planned to be handled as a W. P. A. project. The Building 
Committee has worked with the Sponsor’s Agent on this 
project and wishes to acknowledge the splendid cooperation 
he has given us in this respect.

The total fire loss was $825. 


Chemical No. 3 was put out of service about a year ago, 
leaving the department with but three trucks and as there 
were no funds to make repairs on this truck they will have 
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to be made out of the 1939 appropriation. The firemen are 
now working on a new truck donated by Mr. Guy E. Reed. 
It is being built by money raised by the firemen and when 
complete it will be a 500 gallon pumping engine with ambu- 
lance facilities that will pass the insurance underwriters’ 
tests. 


This department is facing a very serious situation this 
coming year. There is a very serious fire hazard in the 
woods. The worst in history. Everyone should strive to do 
their utmost to prevent forest fires from starting. There are 
apt to be bad fires which are going to be hard to stop the 
fallen trees adding fuel to the fire and hampering the fire- 
men. It is going to be an expensive job stopping brush fires. 
Let’s stop them before they start. Be careful. 


The town has another serious situation. With the 
installation of the Dial Telephone System, it is going to be 
impossible to get the firemen in case of an emergency. The 
telephone operator gets them now. With the Dial System 
there will be no operator. The only solution is a fire alarm. 


Provisions should be made for drying hose properly. 
When hose is improperly dried, as it is in this town, an acid 
is formed in the hose. When this acid comes in contact with 
the fabric of the hose it destroys it.. Then when pressure is. 
applied to the hose it bursts. A number. of lengths of our 
hose have been destroyed this way. It is false economy not 
providing proper facilities for drying ‘hose, as every length 
of hose costs about $22.50.

Middlesex County Extension Service 
BURLINGTON 


The following report is given of the work of the Middle- 
sex County Extension Service for 1938 in the town of Bur- 
lington. 


In cooperation with the Milk Control Board, assistance 
has been given farmers in securing proper payment for their 
milk. Assistance has been given through soil tests, sugges- 
tions for seeding legumes. Part-time farmers have been 
advised to provide as far as possible for home consumption, 
rather than seeking market outlets. Personal farm visits 
were given to many poultrymen and market gardeners who 
requested assistance. The spray service which is of inter- 
est to fruit growers has been continued. Judges were fur- 
nished Burlington Fair in several of its departments. 


After the hurricane, with so many farmers having down 
timber, a great deal of time was spent on getting the Gov- 
ernment program under way for salvaging timber and re- 
ducing the fire hazard. Also, some farmers were helped 
in obtaining loans to take care of the hurricane losses. 


A series of meetings on Money Management were given 
in the early part of the year. 


Burlington has a fine record in Boys’ and Girls’ 4-H 
Club Work and some of their leaders have taken an active 
part in many of the county-wide projects. The work has 
been carried on under the following leadership: Mr. Carl 
H. Bussey, town chairman; Mrs. Louis Alberghini, Mrs 
Albert Sandgren, Miss Laura Alberghini, Mrs. Henry Jack- 
son, Mrs. George Matheson, Miss Ruth Vigneau, Mrs. Robert

Greeting :— 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
you are hereby directed to notify and warn the inhabitants

Motion was made that we accept Sections 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 
6, 7, and 8 of Article 1, as read. An amendment to the 
motion was passed, that in Section 7 the word ‘‘submitted” 
be substituted in the place of ‘‘reduced” and Section 8 
shall read as follows :—‘When a motion is before a meeting 
the following motions in numerical order shall be in order 
—viz., (

2—Previous question 

3—Postpone to a definite time, commit, recommit, or 
refer. 

4_Amend 

dS—Postpone indefinitely. 


Robert’s Rules of Order shall be the guide in parlia- 
mentary proceedure. 


Action was taken on the original motion as amended 
and it was so voted. 


Article 2. Town Finances—Motion made and seconded 
that Sections 1, 2,3, 4 and 5 be dismissed. So voted. 


Article 3 Motion made and seconded that we accept 
Article 3—Streets and Sidewalks—-Sections 1 to 19 inclusive 
—An amendment to this motion was that Section 8 be 
placed at the end of this Article and renumber the Sections 
that follow. A discussion followed. A vote was taken on 
the above and the vote was doubted. At this time two 
tellers—Clifford Skelton and Ragnar F’. Johnson were ap- 
pointed and a count vote was taken. Those in favor, 54, 
those opposed, 35. So voted. 


Article 4 Building Regulations—Motion made and 
seconded that we accept Article 4—Section 1, 1A, 2, 3, 4

and 5 as read and it was so voted. Motion made and second- 
ed that we dispense with the reading of 5A—Duties of 
Inspector— and it was so voted. A motion was made to 
accept 5A, 6, 7, 8 and 9 as substituted—‘‘The inspector shall 
examine all buildings reported dangerous or damaged by 
fire and make a record of such examinations. The Inspec- 
tor shall in such cases make a report to the Selectmen and 
write the owner of all repairs necessary. All buildings 
found dangerous to the public by the Inspector, he shall 
have the right to condemn the same after notifying the 
owner and the Selectmen of his findings and after thirty 
days (30) such buildings shall be demolished by the owner.’’ 
Sections 10, 11, 12, 13, 14 and 15 as submitted. 


Permits—Motion made and seconded that Section 16 be 
accepted as read. So voted. 


Definitions—Motion made and seconded that the read- 
ing of Section 17 be dispensed with and accepted as written 
in the town report of 19388. So voted. 


Details on Construction—Section 18—Motion made and 
seconded that the reading of this section be dispensed with 
and be accepted as it appears in the Annual Town Report. 


There was a great deal of discussion on this section and 
when the vote was taken it was doubted—at which time 
Edward Keating was appointed and sworn asa teller to 
serve with Ragnar F. Johnson who had previously been 
- appointed and sworn. They proceeded to count the hands 
and there were 32 in favor and 32 opposed. This vote was 
a tie and was declared by the Moderator to be no vote. 


At this point a motion was made and seconded that we 
adjourn this meeting for six months. Amendment to same 
that we adjourn until two weeks from tonight—an amend- 
ment to the amendment was made that we complete the 
By-Laws tonight. Amendment to the amendment was 
carried. 


Artiele 5. No action was taken. 
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Article 6. Records and Reports—Motion made and 
seconded that we accept same as read. So voted. 


Article 7 Contracts by Town Officers—Motion made 
and seconded that we accept article 7—as read. So voted. 


Article 8 Motion made and seconded that Article 8 
be accepted as read. So voted. 


Article 9 Parades and Public Gatherings—Motion 
made and seconded that we accept Article 9—as read. So 
voted. 


Article 10 Motion made and seconded that we take 
up Articles 10, 11, 12 and 13 as one article for discussion 
now and dispense with the reading—and omit Section 2 of 
Article 10. So Voted. Motion made and seconded that we 
accept Articles 10, 11, 12 and 13 as printed in the Annual 
Town Report of 1938 with amendments, removals, inser- 
tions, ete. So voted. In Article 13 it was voted to msert 
the words ‘‘ with a power shovel” after the words ‘‘commer- 
cial purposes.” 


Motion that this meeting be dissolved. Meeting dis- 
solved at 11:20 P. M.

BY-LAWS OF THE 
TOWN OF BURLINGTON 


Adopted at Adjourned Town Meeting March 6, 1939 


And approved by Attorney General July 6, 1939.

ARTICLE J 
MEETINGS 


Section 1. The annual town meeting shall be held on the 
first Monday of February. 


Sectron 1-A. All business, except the election of' officers and 
the determination of such matters as by law are required to be 
determined by ballot, shall be considered at an adjournment thereof 
tw be held on the third Monday of February, att eight o’clock P. M. 


Section 2. The service of the warrant for the annual town 
meeting, unless a different time or method is prescribed by law, 
shall be made by posting a copy thereof at the Town Hall and at 
mot less than three other public places in said town at least one 


week before the time named in the warrant for holding said 
meeting. 


Section 3. The service of the warrant for special town meet- 
ings, unless a different time or method is prescribed by law, shall 
be made by posting a copy thereof at the Town Hall, and also by 
posting copies thereof at three other public places in said town, 
and also by mailing to every registered voter in said town a copy 
‘thereof, such posting and mailing to be at least seven days before 
the time named in the warrant for holding said meeting. 


Section 4 Notice of every adjourned town meeting shall be 
posted in the same places where the original notice of the meeting 
was posted as soon as practicable after the adjournment, stating 
ibriefly the business to come before the meeting. 

No vote passed at any meeting shall be reconsidered at an 
‘adjournment thereof unless notice be given at the original meeting 
that a motion to reconsider will be made at the adjournment. 


Section 5. When the report of a Committee is placed in ths 
hands of the Moderator it shall be deemed to be received, and a 
vote to accept the same shall discharge the Committee, but shall 
not be equivalent to a vote to carry out or act on its recommenda- 
tions. 
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No recommendation made in the report of any Committee 
chosen at a previous meeting shall be acted on at any meeting 
unless 1t has been announced in the warrant that the report of the 
Committee is to be considered. 


Section 6. All reports, motions or resolutions submitted to the 
meeting for consideration involving the expenditure of money, 
except the annual appropriations on the Selectmen’s estimates, 
shall be in writing. If different amounts or various times for loan 
are suggested, the largest sum and the longest time shall be voted 
on first. 


Section 7. Any report, resolution or motion shall be submitted 
in writing if the Moderator so directs. 


Section 8. When a motion is before a meeting, the following 
motions, in numerical order, shall be in order, viz: 
To lay on the tabie, 
Previous question, 
Postpone to a definite time, commit, recommit or refer. 
. Amend, 
5. Postpone indefinitely, 


Robert’s Rules of Order shall be the guide in parliamentary 
procedure. 
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ARTICLE III 
STREETS AND SIDEWALKS 


Section 1. No person shall break or dig up, or aid in break- 
ing or digging up, any part of any street, or remove any earth or 
gravel therefrom, without having first obtained a written permit 
from the Selectmen for that purpose. 


Section 2. No person shall obstruct any street by placing there 
in any house or other building, without the license of the Selectmen 
in writing specifying the terms and conditions upon which such 
obstruction of the street shall be allowed; and the license shall fully 
comply with all sard terms and conditions. 


Section 3. No person shall tie or fasten any horse or other 
animal to any tree, not his own, standing in any highway, street or 
public place in this town, or in any manner cut or mutilate such 
tree. No person shall maliciously or negligently injure, or allow 
any animal or vehicle of any kind under his care to injure the grass 
borders or other ornamental borders upon the public streets, plots 
or parks of the town. 


Section 4. No owner or person having the care of any sheep, 
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Swine, horses, oxen, cows or other grazing animals shall permit or 
suffer them to go at large or to graze on any street, lane, common, 
square, or other public place within this town. 


Section 5. No person shall place or cause to be placed in any 
public street or way of this town the contents of any sink, cesspool, 
or privy, nor place or cause to be placed any stones, rubbish or 
garbage therein, or on land adjacent thereto, except for the purpose 
of immediate removal therefrom. 


Section 6. No person, unless required by law so to do, shall 
make any marks, letters, or figure of any kind, or place any sign, 
advertisement or placard upon or against any wall, fence, post, 
ledge, stone, tree, building or structure, or in or upon any street in 
this town, without the permission of the owner thereof. 

Section 7. No person shall swim or bathe in any of the waters 
within the town except in a bathing suit. 


Section 8. No person baving charge of a vehicle in any street 
shall neglect or refuse to stop the same or to place the same when 
stopped, as directed iby a Police Officer. 


Section 9. No person having under his care of control any 
vehicle shall permit the same or the animal or animals attached 
thereto, if any, to stand on or across any public highway, street or 
sidewalk in such a manner as to obstruct the same for any unneces- 
sary length of time. No person shall stop with any vehicle in any 
public street so near another vehicle as to obstruct public travel. 
and no person shall stop with any vehicle upon or across any cross. 
ing in any street or highway in the town. 


Section 10. No person shall establish or maintain any shade 
or awning over any part of a sidewalk, street or highway unless the 
same be securely and safely supported, and unless the lowest part 
thereof be not less than seven feet above said sidewalk, street or 
highway. 


Section 11. No person shall erect, set up, or maintain any fence, 
portico, platform or doorstep extending into or on any sidewalk, 
sireet or highway. 


Section 12. No person shall affix a sign, sgn board or advertis- 
ing device to a post, board or other object within the limits of any 
sidewalk, street or highway, or owned by the town, without first 
cbtaining a permit therefor from said Selectmen which may be re- 
voked at any time. 


Section 13. No person other than a town agent shall place or 
cause to be placed on any public sidewalk, street or highway, or 
upon any of the common lands of the town, any manure, gravel, dirt, 
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wood, lumber, buildings, carriages, boxes, stones, coal, or any 
rubbish, or other things, and suffer the same to remain thereon for 
more than one hour after being notified by a Police Officer to 
remove the same. 


Section 14. No person shall throw stones, snowballs, sticks or 
other missiles, or kick a football or play any game in which a bali 
is used, or fly kites or balloons or shoot with or use an air-gun, bow 
and arrow, sling-shot, or other similar device, 1m or across any publie 
ways of the town. 


Section 15. No person shall wilfully or negligently obstruct 
the free passage of foot travelers on any sidewalk, nor shall any 
person loaf upon any sidewalk or on any street or public way of the 
town. 


Section 16. No person shall coast upon or across any sidewalk, 
street or highway, except at such times and in such places as may, 
from time to time, be designated by the Boara of Selectmen. 


Section 17. No person shall knowingly suffer or permit any 
water or other liquid substances to run or be discharged from any 
building, owned by him or under his control, onto or across any 
curbed or finished sidewalk, except that any person may wash, with 
water from hose or pipe, windows or other parts of a building, on 
Private property, without danger to the public safety. 

Section 18. The word ‘vehicle’ as used in this article shall 
include every description of carriage or other artificial contrivance 
used or capable of being used as a means of transportation on iand, 
except as otherwise provided herein or by law. 

Section 19. Whoever violates any of the provisions of the pre- 
ceding sections of this article shall be punished by a fine of not 
more than twenty dollars for each offence. 


ARTICLE IV. 


BUILDING REGULATIONS 
APPOINTMENT OF INSPECTOR 


Section 1. The word ‘dwelling’ hereinafter used shall be con- 
sirued to mean a building used continuously or at intervals as a 
dwelling. 


Section 1-A. The Inspector of Buildings may also be employed 
by the town as Inspector of Plumbing, Chief Engineer of the Fire 
Department, or in any other capacity. 

He shall not inspect any building in which he has any pecuniary 
interest, or for which he has supplied materials. In case he should 
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be so interested, the Board of Selectmen shall appoint a deputy 
inspector to act in such matters, and his services shall ‘be paid for 
by the Inspector. 


Section 2. The Board of Selectmen shall annually, in April, 
appoint an Inspector of Buildings for the term of one year from 
the first day of May following or until a successor 1s appointed and 
has qualified in his stead. His compensation shall be determined 
by the Board of Selectmen. He shall be familiar with building con- 
struction and shall not be interested m any contract for building 
for the town, or for furnishing materials to the town. The Board 
of Selectmen shall have power to discharge the Inspector for failure 
to perform his duties, and to fill any vacancy in his office. 


Section 3. The Inspector shall keep a record of the business 
of his office, ascertain all facts and make all returns which shall be 
required by law. He shall report to the State Department of Public 
Safety any violation of the Laws of the Commonwealth in relation 
to the construction of dwellings that may come to his notice. He 
shall, if necessary, enter upon the premises wherein any fire has 
cccurred, 1n order to investigate the origin of the fire. 


Section 4. Every person, before erecting or altering any build- 
ing for dwelling purposes, public garages and stores, shall obtain 
from the Inspector a building permit, first filing therefor, an applica- 
tion, in which he shall give a description of the intended dwelling 
or alteration, shall submit plans and specifications for the same if 
required, and state the purpose for, which the same is to be used 
and the dimensions and the location of the site. 


Section 5. The Inspector shall examine all dwellings, public 
garages and stores under applications or permits for alterations 
and make a record of his examination. He shall issue permits for 
the erection or alteration of dwellings, public garages and stores, 
in all cases where the proposed new dwelling, public garage or store 
or altered dwelling, public garage or store, will conform to the re- 
quirements of this article and to the laws of the Commonwealth, 
and in such cases only: but permits for his own work or any d'well- 
ings, public garages or stores in which he is interested shall be 
issued only by some disinterested person appointed by the Select- 
men for that purpose. No permit shall be valid for a longer time 
than one year. 


DUTIES OF INSPECTOR 


Sectron 5-A. He shall keep a record of all business of the depart- 
ment, which record and all other books and papers! relating to the 
transactions of the department shall be open at all times to the in- 
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spection of the Selectmen, and he shall submit to them a yearly 
report of such business and such other special reports as they at 
any time may require. 


He shall receive applications for permits to erect, enlarge, alter, 
raise, move, repair or tear down, buildings within the town, and 
shall issue permits as hereinafter set forth, and keep a record of 
same. He shall not issue the permits hereinafter referred to until 
he shall have carefully inspected the plans, specifications, and the 
premises, and ascertained that the building as proposed will conform 
to the laws of the Commonwealth and the by-laws. 


He shall grant permits for such erection, construction or alter- 
ation when the plans or detailed descriptions are in conformity 
with the laws of the Commonwealth and this by-law, upon payment 
of $1.00. 


All plans, specifications and descriptions shall be filed with the 
Inspector, in duplicate. They shall be dated and signed by him as 
soon as received. One copy shall be retained by the Inspector, and 
shall be permanently filed in the Town Clerk’s office after the com- 
pletion of the work. The other copy shall be stamped and signed 
by the Inspector, if approved, and returned to the applicant. All 
plans must be rejected or approved iby the Inspector within ten days 
of the filing thereof. 


He shall, as often as necessary, inspect all building work, for 
which a permit may have been issued, and shall make a record of 
all violations of these by-laws, with the name of the owner, oecu- 
pant, architect ,and master mechanic, and of any other matters 
pertinent thereto. 


The Building Inspector may require the builder to furnish tests, 
or a stress sheet, or certificate, by a competent architect or engi- 
neer, or any or all of these, to prove sufficient strength to carry the 
allowable loads, using the safe working strength of materials and 
masonry, 


He shall also enforce such provisions of the laws of the Com- 
monwealth as are applicable. 


Section 6. A copy of the plans and specifications of every 
rublic building shall be deposited and left on file in the office of the 
Inspector. 


Section 7. The Inspector shall examine all dwellings, public 
garages and stores in the course of erection, alteration, or repair, 
as often as practicable and for that purpose shall have the right of 
entry thereto, and shall make a record of all violations of this 
article, with the location of the dwelling, public garage or store 
where such violations are found, the name of the owner, lessee, 
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occupants, architect and master mechanic, and all other matters 
relative thereto. 


Section 8. The inspector shall examine all buildings reported 
dangerous by accident or fire and make a record of such examina- 
tions, including the nature and amount of such damage, with the 
location of the building, the name of the owner, and lessee, and for 
what purpose occupied, and report the fact to the Board of Select- 
men, and for that purpose shall have the right of entry thereto. 


Section 9. The Inspector shall examine all buildings reported 
dangerous or damaged by fire and make a record of such examina- 
tions. 


The Inspector shall in such cases make a report to the Select- 
men and write the owner of all repairs necessary. All buildings 
found dangerous to the public by the Inspector, he shall have the 
right to condemn the same after having notified the owner and the 
Selectmen of his findings, and after thirty (30) days Such building 
shall be demolished by tie owner. 


Section 10. No wooden dwelling shall be built, the walls of 
which to the main cornice exceed thirty feet in herght, and no 
wooden dwelling shall have its wall placed at a less distance than 
fifteen feet from the street line, and any wall within three feet of 
an adjoining property line shall be a fire resisting wall. 


section 11. All chimneys hereafter erected shall be con- 
structed of brick, stone or other non-conducting fireproof material 
laid solid in mortar at least as good as best lime-mortar. Brick- 
chimneys shall be plastered outside below the roofing, if so required 
by the Building Inspector, except when the brick work is exposed. 


Section 12. All chimneys hereafter constructed shall be topped 
out at least two feet above the highest part of the roof to which 
they belong or three feet above a flat roof, and shall be capped with 
cement or iron. 


Section 13. No smoke-pipe shall pass through a stud or wooden 
partition of any kind, whether the same be plastered or not, unless 
guarded either by metal collars, with suitable holes for ventilation, 
or by a soapstone ring. All smoke-pipes passing through closets 
shall be enclosed in metal pipes with a ventilated air space of at 
least two inches all around. 


No earthenware pipe shall be used for horizontal flues. 


No woodwork shall be placed at a less distance than six inches 
from any metal flue or smoke-pipe. 


Section 14. Every dwelling hereafter constructed shall be sep- 
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arately connected with the cess-pool of such material and suck 
capacity as the Board of Health shai direct, or shall be provided 
with a separate suitable out-house or privy, whica shall be erected 
not nearer than twenty-five feet to any such dwelling, well of water,. 
brook or spring. Such out-houses and privies shall be subject to 
the supervision of the Board of Health, and to such reasonable rules 
and regulations as such Board of Health may make. 


Section 15. Whoever violates any of the provisions of the pre- 
ceding sections of this article shall be punished by a fine of not 
more than one hundred dollars for each offence. 


PERMITS 


Section 16. (No building shall be erected, enlarged, altered, 
raised, moved, or torn down, nor shall any work of like nature be 
done upon any structure, except ordinary repairs, until written 
application for permit therefor shall have been filed with the 
Inspector of Buildings, accompanied by a true copy of the plans and 
specifications. If, upon such inspection, the proposed work is not 
likely to render the premises or the building in question dangerous 
to life or from fire, and if the plans and specifications, or the pro- 
posed work, conform to the requirements of the laws of this Com- 
monwealth and of these building laws, the Inspector of Buildings 
shall thereupon issue and deliver a written permit for the work; 
otherwise he shall withhold such permit, and shall immediately 
report the matter to the Selectmen. 


The plans and specifications above stated ag requisite to obtain 
a permit shall be deposited with the Inspector. The application 
shall be in such form as may be required ‘by the Inspector. The 
plans required by this by-law shall include a plot plan and such 
other plans as may be required by the Inspector. 


No building shall hereafter be erected, enlarged, altered, raised, 
moved, or torn down, nor shall any like work be done on any struc- 
ture, except ordinary repairs unless the work on such building or 
structure shall at all times conform as near as may be to the re- 
quirements of these building laws, and shall be such ag will not 
render the building or structure dangerous to life or hazardous from 
fire, nor unless a permit therefor shall be obtained from the Build- 
ing Inspector, but 1t shall be the duty of the Inspector to issue such 
permit if the proposed building or work conforms to the require- 
ments of the laws of the Commonwealth and these by-laws, and if 
the applicant has duly made his application for a permit. 


No permit issued by such Inspector shall be in force for more 
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than six months, provided the work propossd shall not have actu- 
ally commenced and carried on in good faith within that period. 

Any person who considers himself aggrieved by any decision 
of the Building Inspector may appeal within ninety days to a board 
appointed by the Selectmen. This board shall consist of three 
persons,—a selectman, a lawyer, and an architect; and shall be 
called the Board of Appeal. It shall hear and render a decision on 
any matter referred to it. If the decision favors the appellant, the 
town shall bear the expense of the hearing. If it favors the town, 
the appellant shall bear such expense. The Board of Appeal shall 
receive such reasonable compensation as is approved by the Select- 
men. 


No factory, or any building appurtenant to a factory, shall be 
erected, moved, enlarged, or maintained within fifty (50) feet of the 
side line of any lot, nor within fifty (50) feet of any building, except 
buildings used in connection with said factory, nor shall any factory 
or buildings appurtenant thereto cover more than eighty per cent 
of any lot upon which said buildings are constructed. A plot plan 
shall be filed with each application to construct such factory or 
appurtenant building, and no lot shall be altered or changed in size 
or shape after the construction of said buildings, so that any pro- 
vision as to per cent of lot covered or distance to side lines of loi 
shall be violated. Every factory shall be of first-class construction, 
as defined in this building law, and shall be sprinkled with two 
sources of water supply, and be furnished with an automatic alarm. 


No building to be used for the manufacturing of explosives, or 
for chemicals or rendering works, shall be erected, and no dynamo, 
engine or boiler for motive power shall be set or erected, and no 
building to be used for a stable or barn in which horses or other 
animals are to be kept, or no building to be used as a garage shall 
te erected, altered, or moved without a permit from the Inspector 
of Buildings, countersigned by the Board of Selectmen, and such 
permit shall not be countersigned by the Selectmen until seven 
days’ notice has been given by mailing a written notice to all the 
owners of premises within five hundred (500) feet of the proposed 
location of the building, addressed to their last known address or 
place of business, and if the residences be unknown, by publishing 
the same in the newspaper published in the town, or if there be no 
such paper, in one of the City of Woburn. 


This notice required under this section shall be sent by the 
Selectmen to the Board of Health, and upon written objection by 
any one of the parties notified as provided in this section, a public 
hearing shall be given. 
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DEFINITIONS 


Section 17. In this by-law the following terms shall have the 
meanings assigned to them as follows: 

First-class building—one of fireproof materials throughout, ex- 
cept that wood may be used for all floors, windows, door frames, 
doors, interior finish, stair rails, sleepers in cement, and isolated 
furrings in mortar. 

Second-class Building—AlIl buildings not of first-class, whose 
walls are of fireproof materials and whose outside finish, except 
windows complete, and doors and door frames, shall be of incom- 
bustible materials. 

Third-class building—A wooden frame building. 

Composite building—One of second and third-class construc- 
tion; one which need only comply with the requirement of a third- 
class building. 

Foundation—That part of a cellar or footing below the con- 
tiguous ground. 

Underpinning—In third-class buildings, the wall between the 
foundation and the sills. 

Height of a building—The vertical distance from the highest 
point of the roof to the mean grade of the land adjoining. 

Party wall—One that separates buildings, and is adapted for 
use of more than one building. 

Partition wall—An interior masonry wall. 

Thickness of a wall—The minimum thickness of a wall. 

Story of a building—That part between the top of any floor 
beams and the top of the floor or roof beams next above. 

Basement—That story of a building a part of which, but not 
more than forty per cent thereof, is below the grade of the nearest 
street. 

Cellar—That part of a building more than forty per cent of 
which is below the grade of the street, and in third-class buildings, 
that part of a building which is below the sills. 

Gas fitting—The work of putting together any pipes or fixtures 
that are to contain gas. 


ARTICLE VI 
RECORDS AND REPORTS 


Section 1. All boards, standing committees, and officers of the 
tcwn shall cause records of their doings and accounts to be kept in 
suitable books, 

Section 1-A. Said books shall be kept in their respective places 
in the town offices. 
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ARTICLE VII 
CONTRACTS BY TOWN OFFICERS 


Section 1. No officer or agent of the town shall make any con- 
tract on behalf of the town in which he has any pecuniary interest. 

Section 2. No town officer, nor any salaried employee of the 
town shall sell materials or supplies to the town, nor receive any 
compensation for services rendered by him to the town, except his 
official salary and fees allowed by law, without obtaining in each of 
the above cases the permission of the Selectmen expressed in a 
vote which shall appear on their records with the reason therefor. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


Section 1. The Board of Selectmen may annually appoint town 
counsel to prosecute suits in behalf of the town, to defend suits 
against the town, and to advise officers and boards of the town. 


ARTICLE IX 
PARADES AND PUBLIC GATHERINGS 


Section 1. No person shall form, conduct or participate in any 
parade in any street, sidewalk or public way within the town, except 
a military or funeral parade or procession, without first obtaining a 
permit therefor from the Chief of Police. 

section 2. No person shall give any public address, speech or 
harangue in any street, public square, or public park within the 
town, without first obtaining permission therefor from the Chief of 
Police. 

Section 8. Any person violating any of the provisions of this 
article shall be punished by a fine of not more than ten dollars for 
each offense. : 


ARTICLE X 
LEGAL AFFAIRS 


Section 1. The town counsel shall draft all bonds, deeds, leases, 
obligations, conveyances and other legal instruments, and do every 
professional act which may be required of him, by vote of the town 
or any board of town officers. Also, when required by said boards or 
any committee of the town, he shall furnish a written opinion on 
any question that may be submitted to him, and he shall at all times 
furnish legal advice to any officer of the town who may require his 
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opinion upon any subject concerning the duties incumbent upon 
such officer by virtue of his office. 


He shall prosecute all suits ordered to be brought by the town 
or Board of Selectmen, and shall appear at any Court in the Com- 
monwealth in defence of all action or suits brought against the town 
or its officers in their official capacity, and shall try and argue any 
and all cases in which the town shall be a party, before any tribunal, 
whether in law or in equity, in the Commonwealth, or before any 
board of referees or commissions, and shall appear at any and all 
-hearings on behalf of the town whenever his services may be 
required. 


AKTICLE XI 
JUNK DEALERS, ETC. 


Section 1. No person shall be a collector of, or a dealer in 
junk, old metals, or second-hand articles, or a keeper of a shop for 
the purchase, sale or barter of junk, metals, or second-hand articles, 
unless licensed therefor by the Selectmen. 


Section 2. No person shall hawk or peddle fish, fruit or vege- 
tables within the limits of the town, except as authorized by law, 
without first obtaining a license therefor from the Seisctmen. 


ARTICLE XII 
SWINE 


Section 1. Any person, firm, corporation, or association, before 
keeping three or more swine shall obtain from the Board of Select- 
men a permit. 


Previous to granting this permit the Board of Selectmen must 
require a public hearing, notice of said hearing to be advertised 
once each week for two consecutive weeks in a Burlington or Woburn 
paper, and a notice sent to the abutters by registered mail, a return 
receipt being requested, said receipts being kept on file in the office 
of the board holding the hearing. 


Said permit shall be granted subject to the requirements of the 
Board of Selectmen. 
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ARTICLE XIII 
REMOVAL OF TOP SOIL FOR COMMERCIAL PURPOSE 


No person, firm, corporation or association shall remove topsoil 
from land for commercial purposes with a power shovel, unless 
application is made in writing to the Board of Selectmen, who must 
hold a public hearing or insert an article in the town warrant for 
action by the voters. This by-law does not prohibit any resident 
from making an excavation on his own land for private purposes.

A new motion was made that someone be appointed 
by the Moderator to ascertain whether or not it is necessary 
to accept any more of these Sections in order to make our in- 
spection laws effective—the same to ibe taken eare of before 
our Annual Town Meeting. So voted. At this time Carl 
Bussey was appointed by the Moderator to take care of 
same,

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


January 15, 1940 


To the School Committee 
Burlington, Massachusetts 


Madame Chairman and Gentleman: 


This past year has seen greater changes than any year 
heretofore, in the educational system of Burlington. In 
order to cover all of the salient points of the Department’s 
program, it would appear feasible to separate this report 
lito various subheads. 


THE GRADE SCHOOL. The Burlington grade school 
is now composed of grades 1—6. Since there are significant 
social, physical and mental changes taking place with boys 
and girls at about the time they complete the sixth grade, 
educators have for many years felt that a separation of the 
older boys and girls from those who still are children, should 
take place at the conclusion of the sixth grade. 

By removing grades 7-—8 from the grade school, crowd- 
ed conditions which worked great hardship on pupils and 
teachers alike have been corrected. It is unfair to expect a 
teacher to do a good job of teaching when she has from 40 
to 50 pupils in her room. This is particularly true in the 
primary grades where the children need a great deal of in- 
dividual attention. This crowded condition has been cor- 
rected and the groups now number between 30 and 35 pupils 
per room, and are more or less homogeneously grouped, All 
split grades but one have been eliminated. 


A. THE OPPORTUNITY CLASS. Now that room is 
available an Opportunity Class has been organized. The 
State has advocated, in fact required, that Burlington have 
such a class for the past three years. Burlington has been 
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excused only because a building program was underway. 
Children assigned to the Opportunity Class are those who 
find regular class work particularly difficult. In the Oppor- 
tunity Class the children are taught to develop certain man- 
ual skills, and at the same time every effort is made to im- 
prove the standing of the children in subjects in which 
they have difficulty. To visit this group and see children, 
who were unhappy and disillusioned in their regular class, 
cheerful, busy and productive in the Opportunity Class is 
the best evidence of the value of the work. 


B. THE TESTING PROGRAM. A _ very complete 
testing program using the Stanford Achievement Tests was 
introduced last spring. This work has proven helpful to 
teachers in diagnosing difficulties and making corrections. 


C. TEXTBOOKS AND SUPPLIES. The expenditure 
in the grade school for textbooks during the past year was 
about normal. Supplementary workbooks have been pro- 
vided in most grades. The teachers have been most coopera- 
tive in keeping down the expenditure for supplies. 


D. THE PRE-SCHOOL CLASS. Last spring Bur- 
lington’s first Pre-School Class was held. The reason for 
having such a class is to endeavor to limit the large number 
of failures in the first grade. Chronological age of itself 
will not determine a child’s readiness for first grade work. 
The child’s physical and mental maturity, and his social 
adjustment to being away from home should be considered. 
By means of Standard Tests the child’s mental fitness can 
be determined. Through the cooperation of the School Nurse 
and Doctor the child’s physical fitness may be determined. 
The social readiness can best be determined by observation, 
and one of the experienced teachers makes the decision in 
this regard. Parents should weleome the opportunity af- 
forded their children ‘by this six weeks’ class. It is much 
better for a child to delay entrance to school, so that his 
chance of successfully coping with a new and difficult prob- 
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lem may be increased, than to enter and suffer the social and 
psychic reaction that failure inevitably brings to a young 
child. Failures may be the stepping stones to success for 
adults, but they surely are but obstacles to children five and 
Six years of age. 


BK. THE TEACHING STAFF. Miss Mabel Whitte- 
1iore, a teacher with many years of successful teaching ex- 
perience was selected as Principal of the Union School. Miss 
Helen Conley was selected to serve as Assistant Principal, 
largely for the purpose of correlating the work in the 
-rimary grades. Miss Elizabeth Gale, who had a year’s suc- 
cessful experience as a special class teacher was selected to 
teach in the Opportunity Class, Miss Margaret Jackson was 
selected for the third grade and Miss Dobbins for the second 
grade. Miss Margaret Silvestri, a graduate of the Wheelock 
School, was selected to teach in grade one. 


F. BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS. The toilets were 
repainted in the large building during the summer. A new 
heating plant consisting of an oil burning heater, and heat- 
ing units was installed in the annex at a cost of $1,000.00. 
A considerable saving in fuel consumption, as well 
as the more satisfactory heating svstem from point of con- 
trol have resulted. It was not anticipated that this expendi- 
ture would be necessary during 1939 but a rather severe 
leakage of coal gas around the fire box of the old heater 
would have been difficult and expensive to repair. 


It is strongly urged that some effort be made this year 
to correct conditions in the play yard at the grade school. 
A series of black top walks, loaming and seeding of the area, 
vould correct a condition that makes it extremely difficult 
for the janitor to keep the buildings clean, makes play in 
the yard somewhat of a hazard, and without question dam- 
ages the clothes of the children. 
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It would appear that some provision for a new pumping 
system should be planned in the near future. Considerable 
money has been spent in recent years to repair the pump 
which is now supplying the water. There is some doubt 
whether the pipes from the pump house will last much 
longer. If resurfacing of the play yard is undertaken it 
would appear wise to install new pipe lines at that time. 


THE JUNIOR-SENIOR HIGH SCHOOL. Grades 
seven, eight and nine are now housed in the new building on 
the first floor. Grades ten, eleven, and twelve are on the 
second floor. The class room schedule is so arranged that 
little contact between the two groups takes place. 


A. THE SCHOLASTIC PROGRAM. The Junior 
High School program of studies is so arranged that pupils 
have a complete background of the fundamental subjects 
cn which to base their high school work. In addition to 
the traditional subjects of Arithmetic, English, Geography, 
History, Science, Music, and Physical Education, the Junior 
High program provides for training in Health, Vocations, 
Household Arts for girls and Manual Training for boys, and 
Junior Business Training. In the ninth grade those pupils 
who plan to enter college are given the opportunity to take 
Algebra rather than Arithmetic, and Latin rather than 
Junior Business Training. 

The High School program offers four courses for the 
pupil’s selection. These are the Commercial course, the 
College course, the Civic course, and the Practical Arts 
course. Citizens of Burlington who are interested may 
obtain a copy of the Program of Studies showing the various 
course requirements by application at the office. 


B. TESTING PROGRAM. Since our High School 
student body has been in attendance at five different high 
schools prior to this year, it was necessary to introduce a 
testing program to measure the relative ability and previous 
accomplishment of each pupil. The Sones-Harry High 
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School Achievement Test was used for this purpose. Results 
show, as one would expect, that a large amount of remedial 
work is necessary. This is no reflection on the schools which 
the pupils have attended, but it is rather the result of pupils 
being shifted around from one school system to another 
during the past few years. 


The Henry C. Link Personality Test prepared by the 
Psychological Service Center in New York, has ‘been admin- 
istered to pupils in both Junior and Senior High School. 
Results of these tests are of cosiderable help in straight- 
ening out disciplinary problems as well as in helping all 
pupils to become better adjusted to their social environment. 


C. TEXTBOOKS AND SUPPLIES. In conjunction 
with the opening of the new school a complete set of text- 
books for the four upper years and some additional texts 
for grades 7 and 8 had to be purchased. Considerable time 
and effort was expended on the problem of textbook selec- 
tion, for the best teachers are handicapped by poor tools. 
This expenditure should prove a good investment, as the 
books are all of recent copyright, are well bound, and should 
prove durable. Supplies for a new building are a consider- 
able item as no basic supplies of any nature are on hand. 


D. THE EXTRA-CURRICULA ACTIVITIES PRO- 
GRAM. Under the direction of Mr. Harold Norton, Sub- 
master of the High School, a varied and worthwhile program 
of Extra-curricula Activities, is being carried on in the 
Junior and Senior High Schools. The value of work in 
Dramatics, Glee Club, Science Club, the School Paper and 
other forms of socialized activity is thought by some very 
competent educators to be of greater value to the pupils: 
than their regular class work. The report of Harold Norton,. 
Athletic Director, which is included in this report will be 
informative for those interested in the athletic program. 
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‘kK. THE SCHOOL LIBRARY. It is unfortunate that 
money is not: available to purchase books for the School 
library.: The attractive Library has a rather barren look 
with just a handful of books on the shelves. The School is 
indebted to Mr. and Mrs. Joseph McInnis for the presenta- 
tion of a set of Science Encyclopedias to the Library. Miss 
Jillian Perkins presented a large number of recent copies of 
the ‘‘Readers” Digest’’, ‘‘Time’’, and ‘‘ Life” to the Library 
which have been quite valuable. Mr. Goddard of the Woburn 
Public Library kindly presented the School Library with a 
copy of the ‘‘History of: Woburn’’. 


F. THE TEACHING STAFF. Miss Winnie Andrews, 
for many years principal of the Union School, and who 
Served in the capacity of Superintendent of Schools for two 
vears, took over the duties of Principal of the Junior High 
School this September. Burlington is fortunate to have the 
services of a teacher as capable and conscientious as Miss 
Andrews, whose efficiency sets a high standard for younger 
teachers in the system. 


Mr. Harold G. Norton, formerly Principal of a schoo] 
at Bennington, New Hampshire, was selected to serve as 
Submaster of the High School. Mr. Norton teaches Econo- 
mies, Biology, Advanced Mathematics, and coaches Boys’ 
Basketball. 


Teachers already, in the system, who had the necessary 
qualifications Were given an opportunity to teach in the new 
building. Miss Harriet Pearsons, teaches Social Studies in 
the 7th and 8th grades, and United States History in the 
High School. Miss Gertrude R. Burke is head of the Eng- 
lish Department, and teaches High School English. Mr. 
George Higgins is head of the Science Department and 
teaches General Science, Biology, and Chemistry. Miss Edna 
Lambert has combined her duties as Supervisor of Music 
with those of instructor of Latin, French, and Gym. 


The School Committee is to be complimented on the time 
and energy spent by them in the selection of teachers for the 
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entire system during the past year. The splendid corps of 
enthusiastic, capable teachers assembled by the Committee, 
is a tribute to their devotion to duty as well as to their keen 
judgement. 


Miss Dorothy Donovan, who had a year’s successful 
experience at Oak Bluffs High School, was selected as 
head of the Commercial Department. Miss Donovan teaches 
Shorthand, Typing, and Bookkeeping. 
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Miss Elizabeth Trickey teaches Junior High English 
and Senior High Typing as well as French III. 


Miss Constance Lee teaches 7th and 8th grade Home 
Eeonomics, Health, Vocations, 7th grade English, Junior 
Business Training and serves as Coach of Girls’ Basketball. 


Mr. Russell Lawry teaches Junior High School Science, 
Health, Vocations, Manual Training, Physical Education, 
and serves as Coach of Football. 


Mr. Timothy Higgins, who had two years’ successful 
experience at Boston College High School, teaches Junior 
High School English and Arithmetic, and Senior High 
World History and Problems of Democracy. 


G. THE CAFETERIA. The cafeteria is run on a non- 
profit basis for the benefit of the Students. Miss Constance 
Lee is Supervisor of the Cafeteria and plans hot and nourish- 
ing meals which may be purchased at a minimum cost, 

It has been made possible through the cooperation of the 
Surplus Commodities Division, for the Cafeteria to provide 
meals for under-privileged children, This should assist the 
School Health Officers in improving health in the schools. 


H. BUILDING AND GROUNDS. Burlington is for- 
tunate to have one of the most completely equipped and 
thoroughly modern six-year buildings in New England. No 
small amount of eredit should be given the High School 
Building Committee who worked long and arduously to give 
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the community such a splendid educational plant. All of the 
educators who have seen the building have been astounded 
to learn that such a completely equipped and thoroughly 
efficient plant which neglects no detail of modern second- 
ary school education, could be built for $175,000. 


The grounds around the school need completion and 
this work should be done as soon as possible. The present 
condition of the grounds complicates the problem of upkeep 
end does not provide adequate exterior area for play and 
exercise, as well as being esthetically undesirable, Provision 
for playing fields in the rear of the school, preferably of an 
enclosed nature should be made as soon as Town finances 
warrant the expenditure. 


GENERAL COMMENT IN REGARD TO THE 
WHOLE SCHOOL SYSTEM 


A. HEALTH. Attendance at the grade school has 
been lower than at any time during recent years. This has 
been largely due to illness, which while not of a serious 
nature in most instances, has necessitated absence from 
school. The School Doctor and Nurse have cooperated with 
the School authorities and with the parents to help prevent 
the spread of disease. Many school systems were affected 
by the same problem during the past year. 

The School Dental Clinic has helped in many instanees 
to advise parents of needed dental work, and has as far as 
possible corrected difficulties. 

The reports of the various health officers of the school 
system should be read by those interested in this-phase of 
school work. 


B. ATTENDANCE. Attendance at the Junior-Senior 
High School has been remarkable. During September and 
October attendance was over 99% for the school. As one 
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eoes down through the grades, attendance records are pro- 
vressively poorer and the first grades show attendance fig- 
ures averaging about 87%. It is difficult for teachers to do 
a satisfactory job if children are intermittently absent. In 
ease of illness children should certainly stay at home. No 
other reason is accepted as adequate by State attendance 
laws. Parents do their children a grave injustice by keep- 
ing them home indiscriminately. 


C. CONCLUSION. In concluding this report, I should 
like to thank the School Committee for their splendid co- 
operation this past year. The Committee has been faced 
with problems wider in scope than those with which any 
Committee has had to deal in the previous educational his- 
tory of the Town. Every phase of the School Department’s 
program has been given careful consideration by each mem- 
per of the Committee. Countless hours have been spent in 
tedious meetings. The community may well be proud of 
the splendid results accomplished by a high-minded, sin- 
cerely interested committee. 


The cooperative attitude shown by the principals, teach- 
ers, and other School Department employees has made my 
task as Superintendent a pleasurable one.

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Report of the Director of H. S. Athletics 


To the Superintendent of Schools and the School Committee 
of the Town of Burlington, 
Madame Chairman and Gentlemen: 

The beginning of the athletic program now in effect 
in Burlington High School has necessitated the purchasing 
of a considerable amount of equipment. To completely and 
adequately equip a football squad the size of the squad 
representing the Tigh School during this last season alone 
has called for an outlay that will take some time to pay. 
We have been fortunate in being served by the Horace 
Partridge Sporting Goods Store of Boston, and Lull and 
Hartford’s Sporting Goods Store in Lowell, who thoroughly 
understand our financial conditions and are very kind in 
extending to us sufficient time to pay our debt to them. 

Last fall’s football season found the high school meeting 
its current expenses and being able to make a small payment 
to apply to its debt. The fact that our playing field is not 
inclosed makes it impossible for us to demand admission 
from our patrons. The citizens have been very kind in this 
respect as evidenced by the fact that we were more than 
able to meet our current expenses. The first two basketball 
games, if they are indicative of what is to come, point to 
the fact that basketball will be the one sport of the three by 
which we will be able to reduce our debt. 

Remembering that ours is a new school with all equip- 
ment having to be purchased new this year, I feel that we 
have made a good start. Our program is a normal high 
school program devised to bring the greatest good to the 
oreatest number of pupils. Keeping in mind the true objec- 
tives of all athletic activity we hope to bring results that 
will make for the type of future citizen, for which you as 
parents hope.

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Report of Music Supervisor 


It has been my desire during my stay in Burlington, 
to give the pupils a working knowledge of the fundamentals 
of music. Upon leaving the Burlington School System, a 
pupil should feel confident that he can read any voeal score 
that may be given to him. 


Music should be a pleasurable experience, one in which 
the child should participate to the best of his ability. It is 
a well-established fact that the abilities in music vary as 
widely as do abilities in other fields. It is because of this 
situation that I have tried to make the field of music so ex- 
tensive that pupils of varying degrees of ability can glean 
from it as much as they themselves desire. 


Many pupils in Burlington do not confine their study 
of music to the school alone. I feel that it is the duty of the 
Musie Supervisor to guide the pupils into the channels 
of musie understanding that will tbest coincide with the 
music taken outside of the school. Technicalities such as 
sharps, flats, minor, diatonic, and chromatic scales, along 
with time problems, will not present the same difficulties 
to the pupils who have become familiar with them in the 
classroom. Progress need not be retarded by the necessity of 
learning these music fundamentals. 


It is sincerely hoped that music in Burlington will be- 
come a more integral part of the life of our pupils. At the 
present time, we have a Junior High School Girls’ Glee Club, 
and a Senior High School Mixed Chorus. Hach musical or- 
oanization meets for one-half hour each week, during which 
time we sing part songs. The Senior High School group is at 
the present time considering’ presenting an operetta. 


The cultural and educational value of such presenta- 
tions is inestimable. Pupils who have successfully taken 
part in some performance, gain poise and self-confidence. 
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They are urged to attempt greater and more arduous tasks. 
We hope that we may set a precedent this year by present- 
ing some worthwhile musical entertainment. An annual 
musical presentation by the pupils of the Burlington High 
School would be something to be looked forward to, not 
only by our boys and girls, but by the townspeople as well. 
Since our auditorium is extremely well-adapted to the pro- 
duction of plays, operettas, and musicales, J] hope that we 
may use it for these extra-curricular activities’ productions. 

In closing, may I express my sincere thanks to our 
Superintendent, School Committee, Teachers, and Towns- 
people, who by their loyalty and cooperation have made 
music teaching an epjoyable experience.

Art Supervisor’s Report 


January 14, 1940 


To the Superintendent and School Committee, 
Burlington, Massachusetts 


During the school year of 1938-9 the drawing course 
was carried on in a different manner than the previous year. 


Each teacher was supplied with a lesson plan together 
with steps of procedure and illustrations for each week. As 
supervisor, I reported once a week, left advanced lesson 
plans, looked over work of the previous week and made sug- 
gestions. Necessary supplies for each lesson were distrib- 
uted with the lesson plan. . 


These plans covered all phases of drawing instruction 
for the eight grades, including work in lettering, cut paper, 
use of crayons and water-color, figure drawing, designs, 
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illustrations, holiday expressions, posters, perspective, color 
knowledge, ete. 


A great deal of credit is due the teachers of the Union 
School in carrying out these lesson plans. Their work was 
of a high standard always striving to accomplish all that the 
lesson plans suggested. Without exception, the drawing 
knowledge taught and the quality obtained was due to their 
cooperation. 


The graduation exercises in June 1939 provided an 
excellent art project for the eighth grade. 


This project consisted of the drawing and painting of 
thirteen large pictures about three feet by four feet in size, 
illustrating the history of the Burlington Schools, including 
the High School. Each eighth grade student without a 
speaking part for graduation, worked on a picture. The 
result provided illustrations to go with the readings of the 
history of the Burlington Schools. 


I am indebted to Miss Andrews and Miss Whittemore 
for their help in completing these pictures. 


Since the opening of the new Burlington High School 
my duties have covered both that school and the Union 
School. I spend one day at each school, and am working 
now especially with the upper classes on possible decorations 
for the School buildings.

At present there are seven cases of mumps and five: 
eases of chicken-pox. 

I wish to thank the School Committee, School Nurse, 
Superintendent and Faculty for their cooperation in all 
natters pertaining to the health of the pupils.

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Report of the School Nurse 


To the Superintendent and School Committee, 
Burlington, Masachusetts 


I herewith submit my report as School Nurse for the 
year ending December 31, 1939. The duties of the School 
Nurse have been increased with the addition of the four 
upper grades to the school system. However, an excellent 
ecompletely-equipped nurse’s room makes this additional 
work a pleasurable task. 


During the past year, attendance at the schools has 
been largely affected by two rather severe epidemics. An 
epidemic of measles necessitated the closing of school for 
a week in the early spring. This measure effectively 
checked the spreading of the disease. During the winter, 
it was necessary to close the primary grades for three days 
due to a rather wide-spread epidemic of common colds. 
Other than these two instances, the health conditions of the 
schools have been about on a par with those of other years. 


Many children, particularly in the grade school, need 
tonsil and adenoid work done. Parents should make every 
effort to correct any difficulties along these lines. Much 
work has been done to correct difficulties during the past 
year but there is still room for considerable improvement 
m this particular phase of child health. 


Through the cooperation of the State Department of 
Health it was possible to use the audiometer for testing the 
hearing of school pupils last year. This test showed that 41 
pupils had defective hearing and the parents were notified. 
it is hoped that the audiometer may again be used in 1940. 


Kye testing, carried out in the grade school, showed 25 
pupils with defective eyesight, and parents were notified. 
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The School Dental Clinie was held last spring, under 
the direction of Dr. Norman Sawyer, who did considerable 
work, particularly in the field of examination, and parents 
were notified of difficulties and as far as possible work was 
completed. This work has been taken over ‘by Dr. Spencer 
Yaylor. Those parents who ean afford to, should make 
every effort to have the work done by the family dentist 
as 1t is an impossibility for the school dentist in the limited 
time at his disposal to adequately care for the entire school 
population. The school dental program has been supported 
largely through the sale of Christmas seals and a donation 
from the Red Cross of approximately $25.00 which assisted 
in paying for the work last spring. 


Forty-nine inoculations for the prevention of diphtheria 
were given during the past year. 


Through the cooperation of the Middlesex County San- 
itorium work for the prevention and correction of tuber- 
eulosis has been carried on this year as in the past. 


For the first time in many years, a Well-Child Confer- 
ence was held at the Town Hall during February. Much 
valuable work was done and it is planned to hold another 
such conference in February of 1940. 


The splendid cooperation of the School Committee, the 
Board of Health, the Board of Public Welfare, the Red 
Cross, the Christmas Seal Committee, the School Physician, 
the teachers and the parents have made possible the effec- 
tiveness of the School Health program.

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Report of School Dentist 


Jo the Superintendent of School and School Committee, 
Burlington, Massachusetts 


Madame Chairman and Gentlemen: 


It is my privilege and pleasure to serve in the capacity 
of School Dentist for the Town of Burlington, and I am 
enclosing my report. The clinic has been in operation only 
since December sixth, and the work is still progressing a 
little slower than I had hoped, but I am sure that I can 
speed it up a little more without sacrificing quality. I have 
attempted to make friends with the children and to over- 
come their fear of dentists, thereby helping to stimulate 
their interest in frequent and proper care of the teeth, and 
to help make a visit to the dentist less to be dreaded. 


I am placing silver, or porcelain fillings in all perma- 
nent teeth not in a questionable condition; and cement in 
deciduous teeth. Thus far, I have placed thirty-nine fillings, 
completed nine extractions, and six cleanings. The clean- 
ings have been all done \by instruments, rather than relying 
on dangerous acid-containing liquids and similar prepara- 
tions which are much more speedy. I shall never at any 
time employ any technic or materials which could be harm- 
ful to the teeth or the general health of the children. I 
shall endeavor to be of as much assistance as possible always, 
and shall weleome any questions or criticisms at any time 
from you or the parents, pertaining to my position or the 
children entrusted to my care.

The Board of Selectmen organized February 7, 1939, 
Thomas J. Mohan was chosen Chairman and Florence W. 
Barnum, Clerk. The Board met every Tuesday, except 
holidays, throughout the entire year. 


The problem of helping the unemployed men through 
road work and thus easing our Welfare burden has been a 
difficult one the past year because no State or County aid 
for road construction was available. ‘However, in spite of 
fewer funds, the streets of the town are in excellent condi- 
tion. Several very satisfactory W. P. A., Road Projects 
have been completed and the Board wishes to express its 
gratitude to the Simonds’ Trustees for the money received 
from the Simonds’ Fund, without which much of the 
W. P. A., work could not be carried out. 


With the high tax rate inevitable beeause of the build- 
ing of the High School, economy has been the watch word 
of the Board, with the result that a substantial balance was 
shown in practically all accounts under this department. 
Added to the Selectmen’s Department, this year, was the 
Sale of Tax Title property which so far has netted the town 
over $300.00 and put this property back once more into 
taxes.

TO THE CITIZENS OF BURLINGTON: 


During the year 1939, Burlington W. P’. A. Projects re- 
ceived from the Federal Government over $16,000.00 in labor 
payrolls. The early part of the year saw a continuation of 
hurricane damage removal, work on removal of Gypsy 
Moths, and the completion of the Cemetery Project. Sum- 
mer and fall were devoted to a very excellent job of street 
construction, and beginning November 1 work started on 
Gypsy Moth Removal and is still in operation. 


Two factors allowed us to keep within the W. P. A. 
Town Appropriation and the Simonds’ Park Fund grant. 
The hurricane damage removal entailed a minimum expense 
to the Town for materials and trucking, and the fortunate 
cooperation between the Highway department and _ the 
W. P. A. Road Construction Projects produced the maxi- 
mum results for money expended. 


Insistence by the Federal Government on the 25% appro- 
priation by the Town for all Projects to be operated here- 
after will call for a larger Town contribution in 1940, if we 
are to carry on and keep the W. P. A. gainfully employed. 


With the prospect of less money available from the 
County and State for new road construction it would seem 
more than ever necessary that the W. P. A. Projects be re- 
tained at full capacity. With the present business outlook, a 
25% appropriation for W. P. A. would seem a sound invest- 
ment to furnish work necessary for the unemployed as com- 
pared with a 100% added investment for welfare.

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of Burlington for the period from 
July 1, 1935, the date of the previous audit, to October 8, 
1938, and submit the following report thereon: 


The records of financial transactions of the several de- 
partments receiving or disbursing money for the town or 
committing bills for collection, were examined, checked, 
and verified by a comparison with the books of the town 
accountant and the treasurer. 


The books and accounts of the town accountant were 
examined and checked. The recorded receipts were checked 
with the treasurer’s books and the departmental records, 
while the recorded payments were compared with the treas- 
ury warrants and the treasurer’s books. 


The appropriations as recorded on the ledger were 
checked with the town clerk’s records of town meetings. 


The necessary adjusting entries resulting from the 
audit were made, a trial balance was taken off, and a bal- 
ance Sheet, which is appended to this report, was prepared 
showing the financial condition of the town as of October 
8, 1938. 


An examination of the balance sheet indicates that the 
financial condition of the town is not satisfactory. The sur- 
plus revenue account as of October 8, 1938, amounted to 
$11,255.60, against which there were uncollected taxes of 
1937 and of prior years totalling $34,295.37, thus indicating 
that the treasurer would be unable to comply with the pro- 
visions of Chapter 44, General Laws, as affecting the pay- 
ment of temporary loans in anticipation of revenue 1938, 
which, on October 8, 1938, amounted to $30,000. 
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In checking the original bills on file, it was noted that 
payments had been made in 1937 and early in 1938 for such 
quantities of paint and materials for painting and decorat- 
ing the interior of the town hall as would appear to be in 
excess of what would be reasonably required for such a pur- 
pose. Some of the materials and quantities used on the above 
project are as follows: 


147 gallons of paint 
17 gallons of shellac 
24 gallons of turpentine 
15 gallons of linseed oil 
as well as brushes and paint pots costing $69.03. 


It was also found that a large number of payments 
made in 1937 and in the first part of 1938 to a member of 
the board of selectmen for expenses in connection with vari- 
ous town activities were not fully itemized or accompanied 
by supporting vouchers. 


No bill should be placed on a warrant for payment un- 
less it is in sufficient detail to allow the town accountant 
to establish the correctness of the charge. 


Attention is called to Section 108, Chapter 41, General 
Laws, which requires that the compensation of all elective 
officers of the town be fixed by vote of the town. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer. were 
examined and checked. The receipts as recorded were 
analyzed and compared with the records in the departments 
collecting money for the town and with the other sources 
from which money was paid into the town treasury, while 
the payments were checked with the selectmen’s warrants 
authorizing the disbursement of town funds. 


In checking the treasurer’s receipts it was found that 
several items of receipts had been omitted from the cash 
book, these being entered under date of October 8, 1938. 


In order to prove the payments made by the treasurer 
it was necessary to make a comparison of all the cancelled 
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checks issued from July 1, 1935, the date of the previous 
audit, to October 8, 1938, with the items on the correspond- 
ing pay-rolls and vouchers, and in several instances it was 
found that checks had been drawn to cover payments not 
authorized by a warrant from the selectmen. 


The bank balances as of October 8, 1938, were reconciled 
With statements furnished by the banks of deposit. The 
reconciliation of the adjusted cash book balance with the 
bank balances and the cash on hand disclosed the fact that 
the sum of $356.07 was due from the treasurer as of October 
8, 1938. Of this sum the treasurer deposited $339.46 to the 
credit of the town before the completion of the audit. 


No check for the payment of any bill or pay-roll should 
be issued by the treasurer without a warrant from the 
Selectmen authorizing such payment. The treasurer’s cash 
book balance should be properly reconciled with his cash on 
hand and in banks at the close of each month. 


The payments on account of maturing debt and interest 
were proved with the amounts falling due and with the 
cancelled securities on file. 


The savings bank books representing trust fund invest- 
ments in the custody of the treasurer were examined and 
listed. The income was proved and the withdrawals were 
checked with the receipts as entered in the treasurer’s cash 
book. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were ex- 
amined and checked in detail. The poll, property, and motor 
vehicle excise taxes outstanding at the time of the previous 
examination were audited, and all subsequent commitments 
were reconciled with the assessors’ warrants. The payments 
to the treasurer were checked to the treasurer’s cash book, 
the recorded abatements were compared with the assessors’ 
records of abatements granted, and the outstanding accounts 
were listed and reconciled with the respective ledger ac- 
counts. 
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Verification of the outstanding accounts was made by 
sending notices to a number of persons whose names ap- 
peared on the books as owing money to the town, the replies 
received thereto indicating that the accounts, as listed, are 
BOLLOCL. 


In order to prove the tax collector’s accounts it was 
necessary to check all entries on the various cash books to 
the postings on the commitment books for the levies of 1933 
to 1938, inclusive. Numerous errors in entering and post- 
ing receipts were found, as well as errors in reporting pay- 
ments to the treasurer. 


The additional time which was required to prove the 
accounts of the treasurer and of the collector of taxes in- 
creased the length of the audit considerably and, conse- 
quently, its cost. | 


It is recommended that the collector of taxes make a 
determined effort to secure prompt settlement of all out- 
standing taxes of 1937 and of prior years. To assist the 
collector in this work, detailed lists of outstanding taxes 
for the levies of 1933, 1934, 1935 and 1936 were given to 
him. 


The records of tax titles held by the town were exam- 
ined and checked with the deeds on file. The tax title ac- 
counts as kept by the town accountant and the town treas- 
urer were found to be at variance with the collector’s 
records, due to the fact that the tax collector had taken 
eredit against his 1934, 1935 and 1936 tax commitments for 
more than $11,000 in taxes added to the tax title account 
which did not show on the accountant’s or the treasurer’s 
books; however, for the purposes of this audit, the above 
mentioned taxes had to be treated as outstanding, due to 
the failure of the tax collector to comply with Section 61, 
Chapter 60, General Laws, as amended, which provides that 
the collector shall certify to the treasurer not later than 
September fiirst of the year following that of their assess- 
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ment all subsequent taxes which become part of the terms 
of redemption and which may be added to existing tax title 
accounts. The recorded redemptions of tax titles were. 
checked with the receipts as shown on the treasurer’s cash 
book and the tax titles were listed, proved, and checked 
with the records in the Registry of Deeds. <A detailed list 
of tax titles held has been furnished to the town treasurer 
for his use in connection with instituting proceedings for 
foreclosure of rights of redemption on tax titles held over 
two years. 


The town eclerk’s records of sporting and of dog 
licenses were examined, the payments to the State being 
verified by a comparison with the receipts on file and the 
payments to the town treasurer being compared with the 
treasurer’s cash book. 


The accounts of the public welfare, school, and all other 
departments collecting money for the town or committing 
bills for collection, were examined, checked, and reconciled 
with the treasurer’s and the accountant’s books. 

The surety bonds of the town treasurer, tax collector, and 
town clerk for the faithful performance of their duties were 
examined and found to be in proper form. 


In addition to the balance sheet referred to, there are 
appended to this report tables showing a reconciliation of 
the treasurer’s and the tax collector’s cash, together with 
summaries of the tax, assessment, departmental, and tax 
title accounts, as well as tables showing the trust fund 
transactions, 


For the cooperation extended by the various town 
officials during the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf 
of my assistants and for myself, to express appreciation.

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Report of the High School Building Committee 


Dee. 31, 1939 
To the Citizens of Burlington: 


The new Junior-Senior High School building was 
officially accepted by the Building Committee, September 
28, 1939. However, the building had been put into operation 
September 14th. The building was dedicated on the twelfth 
of October, 1939, which was the first anniversary of the 
breaking of the ground. The building is finished, and the 
equipment is completely installed. There are a few main- 
tenance adjustments to be made, all of which are covered 
by maintenance bonds of the various contractors, Due to 
necessary changes and unavoidable delays, the Committee 
was unable to have the finished grading completed before 
the freezing weather set in.

On July 28, 1938 we received the formal grant offer 
from the Government of $76,950.00 and since the appropria- 
‘tion for the school was increased to $175,000.00 we request- 
ed an additional grant allotment which has been accepted 
bringing our grant allotment up to $7 8,750.00. Tio date we 
“have not received our final grant payment from the Govy- 


ernment but it is expected shortly. 


We were requested by the PWA authorities to raise in 
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addition to the original Bond Issue of $86,000.00 another 
$2,000. Since a bond issue involving such a small amount 
of money is often difficult to sell on the open market, the 
Simonds’ Trustees kindly consented to purchase this issue 
from the Town. However, the Director of Accounts at the 
State House suggested that the Town invest $2,000 of the 
Cemetery Trust Fund in these bonds which would be cheap- 
er than issuing and certifying bonds to be sold to an out- 
sider, Therefore, the latter method was used to raise the 
necessary funds. 

In our contract for General Construction, we had a 
elause which carried a penalty of $25.00 a day for each day 
that the contractor was overdue in completing the building. 
In view of the fact that we were put to inconvenience, and 
because we felt that the contractor did not do all he could 
have done to complete the building on time, he was assessed 
$1,000 which was deducted from his last payment. 

In our original bids for Grading and Drainage, the 
Woburn Road Construction Company was the low bidder 
and the Committee awarded the bid to this company. 
However, this company felt that they could not afford to 
fulfill the bid and therefore forfeited their bond of $400.00. 
Thig delayed this part of the work considerably. On the 
‘drainage, the next lowest bidder was awarded the contract, 
and on the Walks, Driveways and Grading we readvertised. 

In regard to the rough grading of the front of the 
school an arrangement was made with Peter Salvuecci where- 
in the power shovel excavation was done with no charge to 
the Town in return for the excavated materials. These 
materials were used in building the dam on the Vinebrook 
Project, a Lexington PWA Project. It is estimated that the 
Town saved between $3,000 and $3,500 by this arrangement. 

It is our recommendation that the balance of the appro- 
priation of the Building Accounts be used on the Grading 
of the front of the school in the spring. Possibly a WPA 
project could be arranged using the balance as the Town’s 
portion of the cost.

The Committee has received very favorable comment 
from the State Board of Education on our building and 
equipment. Many outside persons in the field of education 
who have visited our school have praised it, and have com- 
plimented the Town for successfully erecting such an ade- 
quate building and completely equipped school at such a 
low cost. In comparing the cost of our school with others 
recently constructed, we have been advised by authorities 
on school buildings and equipment, that the Town has re- 
ceived more for its money than in any other project of simi- 
lar nature. This was made possible through receiving nor- 
mally low bids on the various contracts let. 

We feel that the equipment which we have purchased 
is so complete that it will ‘be necessary for the School 
Department to purchase very little additional equipment for 
a good many years to come. It was felt that we should 
equip the school as completely as possible in view of the fact 
that for all of the equipment the Building Committee pur- 
chased, the Town would have to pay only fifty-five cents 
on the dollar, while future purchases by the School Depart- 
went would cost the Town a hundred cents on the dollar. 

We wish at this time to thank all who so generously 
cooperated with us in our various problems. We especially 
wish to thank the Board of Selectmen, the School Commit- 
tee, and the Superintendent of Schools, for the splendid co- 
operation and helpful advice which they have given us.

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Report of the 


Middlesex County Extension Service 


and 4-H Club, Burlington 


The following is a report of the work of the Middlesex 
County Extension Service in the town of Burlington during 
the year 1939: 


Work of general interest to the market gardeners has 
been carried on in Burlington during the year. This work 
consisted in making many soil tests and giving recommenda- 
tions as to the proper use of fertilizer and lime. This in- 
formation has also been given to dairy farmers to assist in 
the growing of better roughage crops. About fifteen poul- 
try men in Burlington were visited during the year. These 
visits concerned general poultry questions such as farm re- 
cords, housing, brooding and ranges. Two farmers who 
purchased farms this year were assisted in becoming estab- 
lished. Circular letters and notices of poultry meetings 
were sent to all those who keep much poultry in Burlington. 


The regular organized group carrying on under the 
able leadership of Mrs. Selwyn H. Graham has been extreme- 
ly ‘busy the past year with their Extension Service program. 
Various projects as slip cover making and chair re-seating 
were conducted for those interested, while. the group as a 
whole attended the series of meetings on consumer buying 
of foods and clothes and food preparation. 


Judges were furnished for the Burlington Fair. 


Hight 4-H clubs were organized with an enrollment of 
forty-five girls and thirty-six boys, under the direction of 
Town Chairman, Mr. Carl Bussey. Projects included cloth- 
ing, food, metal craft, canning, poultry, handicraft and gar- 
den. Local leaders were Mrs. Louis Alberghini, Mrs. Frank 
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Welch, Mrs. Alfred Sandgren, Miss Ruth Vigneau, Lois Nel- 
son (junior assistant), Miss Ruth Wadsworth, Miss Betty 
Wadsworth, Frank McKinnon, Alton Stenquist and Robert 
-Vieneau. Club members, parents and friends of 4-H Club 
Work enjoyed the annual achievement day program held at 
the Town Hall in April. 4-H boys and girls are also to be 
congratulated upon the fine exhibits of canning and garden 
products at the Burlington Fair. Significant of the splen- 
did leadership in this town is the fact that again Burling- 
ton won fully its share of county and state honors. Seven 
club members attended County and State Camps. Alma 
Alberghini was chosen delegate from the Friendship Ser- 
vice Club; Evelyn Bamberg was awarded half expenses to 
State Camp for her record as club member and junior leader 
in canning; Robert Vigneau was similarly recognized for his 
siecess in art and boy’s handicraft. Shirley Mason won 
first prize in the Ball Jar Contest and will received a week’s 
trip to Camp Middlesex in 1940. Evelyn Bamberg was blue 
ribbon winner in the county dress contest on her wool suit 
with silk blouse and accessories. She mwas also chosen one 
of four delegates to represent Middlesex county in the state 
dress contest. Robert Vigneau won a blue ribbon in the 
state poster contest ‘‘Hike for Health”. Robert was invited 
by State Leader, George L. Farley, to assist in the manage- 
ment of club exhibits and 4-H work at Camp Vail, Eastern 
States Exposition, at Springfield.

1,000 feet of 21% inch hose was bought in the spring and 
placed on Engine 5, which is the second-hand pumper 
bought by the town in 1939 and which was rebuilt by the 
firemen, at no cost to the town, so that it passed the insur- 
ance tests. As you know this truck was a big factor in re- 
ducing the Insurance rates. 
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Engine 3 which was built by the firemen was put in 
service. This truck is equipped with one 55 gallon rotary 
pump, 275 gallons of water, 1,000 feet of 114 inch hose, 150 
feet of 1 inch hose, 30 feet of suction hose, ladders, nozzles 
und various small pieces of equipment. 


The firemen have purchased a two-way short wave Mo- 
bile Radio Unit and a station receiver, which will be used in 
conjunction with the neighboring towns and the Common- 
wealth units in case of fire. 

The condition of the apparatus is as follows: 

Engine 1 is in good mechanical condition but needs a 
coat of paint badly. 

Engine 2 needs motor and body repairs. Work has al- 
ready been started on this truck. 


Engine 3 is in good condition. 
Chemical 4 is in very poor condition. This truck ig 15 
years old and breaks down quite often. 


The age of the vehicle makes it hard to get parts and 
it is necessary to use second hand parts to make repairs. 
Provisions should be made jn the near future to replace this 
truck. 

Engine 5 is in good condition. 

Some of the hose in service is 9 years old and is apt to 
burst while in use at fires. 


I believe arrangements should be made to clean out 
available brooks so that they would be suitable for pumping 
engine,

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Report of Middlesex County Extension Service 


The following is a report of the work of the Middlesex 
County Extension Service in the town of Burlington for the 
year 1940. 

Spray schedules were sent to fruit growers before each 
Spray, giving time of application and materials to use. Veg- 
etable spray charts for the major crops were sent monthly 
during the growing season to the vegetable growers, Several 
farm visits were made, giving personal information on the 
erowers’ crops. Several meetings were held throughout the 
erowing season in neighboring towns where growers could 
obtain any requested information. 

Several Burlington poultrymen were visited concern- 
ing their production, disease and marketing problems. 

Judges were furnished for the Burlington Fair. 

The Extension unit in Burlington has carried on in 
much the same way as it has in previous years, with Mrs. 
Selwyn Graham as president. Extension agents presented 
the following projects: food preparation classes, Building 
Healthy Children (correct diet and nutrition information on 
feeding of children) and Christmas Gift Suggestions; coop- 
erating with the Washburn Society and Parent Teacher As- 
sociation, lectures and discussions were given on nutrition, 
parent education and leadership. 

Mr. Carl Bussey served as 4-H Town Chairman for the 
4-H Club Work. Mr. Bussey is recognized as one of the 
most active and efficient Town Chairmen in Middlesex 
County. Keenly interested in educational opportunities for 
boys and girls, he has successfully directed 4-H Club Work 
iz Burlington for a number of years. Due to the establish- 
ing of a new high school building, with all facilities for 
teaching home economics, there seemed less interest among 
the girls in 4-H Club Work than in previous years, when the 
only opportunity was offered through 4-H Club Work. The 
total enrollment was twenty-six girls and twenty-three boys 
in craft, clothing, gardening, home furnishing and canning. 
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Leaders were first and second year clothing, Mrs. Frank 
Welch ; advanced clothing, Mrs. Louis Alberghini; home fur- 
nishing and craft, Miss Ruth Vigneau and Robert Vigneau; 
canning, Miss Evelyn Bamberg; garden, Alton Stenquist. 
Blue ribbons in the county dress contest were awarded to 
livelyn Bamberg, Irma Alberghini, Edith Sandgren, Louise 
Jackson and (leah Waldroup. These girls were invited to 
participate in the 4-H Dress Revue presented as a part of the 
Homemakers’ Day Program, held in Lexington. 


Evelyn Bamberg and Edith Sandgren were chosen as 
two of the four county delegates to enter the State Cloth- 
ing Contest in Amherst on State Girls’ Day, June first. The 
modelling of dresses made in the.clubs by both junior and 
senior girls added considerable interest to the 4-H pro- 
gram sponsored by the P. T. A. on 4-H exhibition night. 
Irma Alberghini had the honor of being one of the two girls 
chosen to represent Middlesex County at the sewing machine 
contest at the Brockton Fair. She was the youngest con- 
testant in the contest. 


The 4-H Canning Club, led by Miss Evelyn Bamberg, 
had an attractive display at the Burlington Fair. Three 
members of the Canning Club participated in a state-wide 
judging contest held in Horticultural Hall, Boston, Mass. 
[ila Dupee won second place in this contest and received a 
silver medal. 

Marjorie Merrigan attended 4-H County Camp. Laura 
Alberghini was delegate to the Friendship Service Club at 
Junior Leaders’ Camp. Robert Vigneau, having been chosen 
Camp Spirit in 1939, was guest of State Leader, George Ju. 
Farley, at the 1940 State Camp. Miss Ruth Vigneau was 
counsellor at Camp Middlesex. Mrs. Louis Alberghini and 
Mrs. Frank Welch attended Adult Leaders’ Camp on the 
campus of the Massachusetts State College during Farm and 
Home Week. 


Burlington club members and leaders have manifested 
great interest in the 4-H Camp site in Ashby, recently ae- 
quired by the county. Mrs. Louis Alberghini is a leading 
representative of the County Camp Committee and Carl 
Bussey is a member of the Executive Committee for the 
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County Camp. Plans are being made to hold the 1941 
county camp in Ashby. 

William Sheerin and Irving Nelson were awarded each 
cash prizes by the Middlesex North Agricultural Society 
on their gardens.

During the year 1940, Burlington WPA Projects re- 
ceived from the Federal Government over $25,000 in labor 
payrolls. The same excellent co-operation between the 
Highway Department and WPA has enabled us to continue 
our program of road construction.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the School Committee 
Burlington 
Massachusetts 


Madam Chairman and Gentlemen: 


My third annual report which is for the period ending 
December 31, 1940, is one of progress. The Burlington school 
system is a well established educational unit. That we have 
ceased to strive for improvements is not to be inferred by 
the foregoing. That the community’s educational standards 
are constantly rising is unquestionably true. 

For ready reference this report will be divided into 
various subheads. 


THE GRADE SCHOOL. Under the competent direc- 
tion of Miss Mabel Whittemore and an efficient and consci- 
entious group of elementary teachers, commendable progress 
is being made at the grade school. Evidence of the wisdom 
of giving the teachers smaller classes with which to work 
is readily discernible. 


A. THE OPPORTUNITY CLASS. The pupils in this 
eroup have shown considerable improvement during the 
past year. It is unfortunate that many of the parents still 
feel that there is a stigma attached to having a child placed 
in the opportunity class for special instruction. The pur- 
pose of organizing this group is to provide children who, 
for one reason or another, are not up to the grade standard 
with special instruction, with the idea in mind that they 
ray return to their grade and successfully work with their 
classmates. It is difficult to understand why parents should 
object to children being given special aid. There would be 
no hesitation on the part of the parents, to provide crutches 
for the child if he were lame. The opportunity class is an 
educational crutch. It is interesting to note that one of the 
enildren who has returned to his regular class this year is 
one of the outstanding pupils in his group. He had a reading 
difficulty which was diagnosed and corrected, and he is now 
doing better than average work. 
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B. THE TESTING PROGRAM. The Stanford 
Achievement Tests were again administered this year. On 
the basis of national standards, our grade school system 
showed a better than average improvement for the school 
year ending June, 1940. In eonjunction with our testing 
program, the Pintner General Ability Tests were adminis- 
tered. As might be expected, a high correlation between 
scores on the Pintner General Ability Tests and Stanford 
Achievement Tests was noted. The teachers have made use 
of the results of these tests in diagnosing educational diffi- 
culties. The program certainly appears to be well worth the 
small amount of money involved. The teachers who helped 
to administer and correct these tests are deservine of com- 
mendation for the many hours of extra work which they 
Lave done in connection with this program. 


C. TEXTBOOKS. AND SUPPLIES. As in the past 
workbooks have been purchased for use in the arithmetic 
and reading classes in the lower grades. A new set of read- 
ers was purchased for the fourth grade. At the present time, 
the most urgent need is that a new series of social studies 
Looks be provided in grades four, five, and six, and that a 
new arithmetic series be introduced throughout the gerade 
s¢bool. 


D. THE TEACHING STAFF. But one change in the 
grade school staff was necessitated through the resignation 
f Miss Margaret Silvestri, who left to accept a position in 
the Medford School system at a much higher salary. Miss 
Silvestri is a competent teacher, and she was well thought 
of by her pupils. 

Miss Silvestri’s place in the first grade was taken by 
Miss Marie Holt, a graduate of the Lesley School. 


EK. BUILDING AND GROUNDS. The new heating 
piant in the three-room addition to the Union School has 
functioned most satisfactorily and has shown some savings 
in fuel costs. It is much cleaner and easier to operate than 
the furnace which it replaced. Fuel costs at the Union School 
building were somewhat larger than anticipated, but 1940 
had a long cold spring and it was necessary to maintain 
fires until nearly the last day of school. 
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Again it is recommended that an effort be made to 
correct the condition in the yards by resurfacing the play 
area. 


JUNIOR-SENIOR HIGH SCHOOL. Starting any new 
organization, whether it be of an educational or of a busi- 
ness nature, is a task largely concerned with organizing 
detail work. The new school is well organized and running 
smoothly. The committee is to be complimented on its ex- 
cellent choice of employees who have proven themselves to 
be a cooperative and capable group. 


A. THE SCHOLASTIC PROGRAM. There has been 
little change in the Program of Studies since my last report. 
Second-year Latin has been added to the high school curri- 
cula for those who are planning to enter college. 

The Home Economics program has been enlarged so 
that high school girls might elect this subject. In connec- 
tion with this course, Consumer Education is being taught. 

In the Junior High School, Mechanical Drawing has 
been added to the subjects which seventh and eighth grade 
boys are required to take. This subject teaches many skills 
which will generally improve school work. 


Physics is being offered this year rather than Chemis- 
try, as there are not enough pupils to warrant teaching this 
subject every year. This year it has been possible to sched- 
ule Chorus for the senior high school groups and though the 
Music Supervisor for the schools is handicapped because 
of lack of suitable textbooks, the groups are showing 
progress. 


B. TEXTBOOKS AND SUPPLIES. But few text- 
books were purchased this year. In the seventh and eighth 
grades a new set of Arithmetic books was purchased to re- 
piace the thirteen-year-old set which was in bad condition 
and considerably outmoded. A set of physics books were 
necessary as were some few additions of books already in 
use, where classes are larger than formerly. The item for sup- 
plies in the senior high school is apt to be somewhat larger 
than that of the other schools because of the large number 
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of mimeographed work sheets and tests that the high school 
classes require. This expense is offset by the fact that fewer 
work books need to be purchased. A set of textbooks in 
music for the senior chorus groups is an imperative need. 
The seventh and eighth grade English books need replace- 
nent. These books are twelve years old and are in poor 
condition as well as being somewhat outmoded in regard 
to subject matter. 


C. THE EXTRA-CURRICULA ACTIVITIES PRO- 
GRAM. Our Junior-Senior High School program is the result 
of our efforts to develop a well balanced program which will 
offer every boy and girl an opportunity to participate in 
the activities which he needs and which he will enjoy. 

The splendid operetta performance put on by Miss Edna 
Lambert and Miss Harriet Pearsons was the combined 
eifort of the Junior-Senior High School dramatic and glee 
clubs. The performance was thoroughly enjoyed by all. 

Our athletic teams are somewhat handicapped by our 
limited enrollment as well as by limited finances. However, 
the teams have made a commendable showing in their 
cumpetition with the various suburban high schools. The 
boys’ basketball team, coached by Mr. Harold Norton, made 
a splendid record in its first year. 

Those who are interested in this phase of the school 
program should read the report of Mr. Harold Norton, Di- 
rector of Athletics, which is a part of the School Depart- 
ment’s report. 


D. THE SCHOOL LIBRARY. Again, it is to be re- 
eretted that we do not have library facilities in comparison 
with the rest of our splendidly equipped school. One of the 
most erying needs at the present time is for a new una- 
bridged dictionary and a new set of encyclopedias. The 
school is indebted to Mrs. Elizabeth Lowther and Miss Alice 
Foster for presentation of books to the library. 


K. THE TEACHING STAFF. Miss Elizabeth Trickey 
left in June to be married. In view of the fact that the in- 
coming seventh grade was somewhat smaller than the 
eraduating class of 1940, and that a part-time manual train- 
ing imstructor was hired for two periods a day, it was not 
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neeessary to fill Miss Trickey’s position. Miss Trickey was 
an extremely popular and capable teacher and she is missed 
by pupils and faculty members alike. 

Mr. Alfred Smith, who had four years of part-time ex- 
perience in the Malden Publie School system was employed 
as part-time instructor of Mannual Training. His classes 
have produced some fine results in the few short months 
Since its organization. 


F. THE CAFETERIA. The cafeteria program has 
provided hot meals for the pupils at a minimum ecost. At the 
present time it is possible to offer a well-balanced meal at 
noon for seven cents a day. Pupils who are unable to afford 
this small cost are given meals free of charge. This program 
is made possible through the cooperation of the Surplus 
Commodities Division of the Federal Government. 

The appearance of the cafeteria was made even more 
cheerful through the addition of splendid murals depicting 
the various activities of the school. These murals were 
prepared by the art classes under the supervision of Miss 
Vittoria Rosatto who provided the materials for this project 
at no expense to the school. 


G. BUILDING AND GROUNDS. The proposed WPA 
project to finish grading about the building will be a most 
welcome one. Not only will the appearance of the building 
be improved, but the problem of upkeep will be considera- 
bly reduced. The building is at the present time in excel- 
lent condition. 


GENERAL COMMENT IN REGARD TO THE 
WHOLE SCHOOL SYSTEM 


a. HEALTH. The health standards during the year 
1940 have been very high. Attendance has been somewhat 
luigher than in recent years. 

One of the most desirable features of the health pro- 
gram is the work being done by Dr. Taylor at the School 
Dental Clinic. It is hoped that it is financially possible to 
keep this good work up. 

The reports of the School Physician, School Nurse, and 
School Dentist are included in the report of the School De- 
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partment. Those interested in this phase of the school’s pro- 
gram should read these reports. 


b. ATTENDANCE. Parents are again reminded that 
they impose a great hardship by indiscriminately keeping 
children at home. It is difficult for the teachers and the 
pupil if the child misses a considerable portion of instruc- 
tion. In ease of illness, there certainly is no question but 
that pupils should remain at home. The State Laws gov- 
erning attendance do not list any other reason than that of 
poor health as acceptable for absence. 


e. CONCLUSION. Only through the retention of a 
capable and conscientious teaching staff, the appropriation 
of sufficient funds, and the full cooperation of the entire 
community can a school system do the job of educating the 
community’s children as it should be done. It is at present 
hoped that in times such as these, when democracy needs 
the intelligent leadership of this country, if it is to continue 
to exist, that taxpayers will not forget that the backbone of 
democracy is its public school system. If we are to maintain 
the democratic ideal, we must maintain good schools, 

I wish to acknowledge my indebtedness to the employees 
of the Burlington School Department for their cooperation, 
and to the Burlington School Committee for its counsel.

Report of the Director of Athletics 


To the Superintendent and School Committee 
Burlington, Massachusetts 


Madame Chairman and Gentlemen: 


The year just past has been a difficult one for the Bur- 
lington High School Athletic Association. We have carried 
on a program including inter-scholastic competition in foot- 
ball, boys’ and girls’ basketball, and baseball. As my first 
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report stated, it has been necessary to equip these teams 
completely, insofar as the new school opened only a little 
more than a year ago. This has called for a rather large 
financial investment. However, it should be fully under- 
stood that the expense involved in equipping teams is the 
greatest at the out-set and that in the future it will only be 
necessary to replace worn-out equipment. 


We have made every effort this year to reduce our in- 
debtedness as much as possible. Our account with Horace 
Partridge has been reduced to approximately one-half and 
inroads of a similar nature have been made on our other 
accounts. 


Football and baseball are the sports which we find the 
most difficult to support. In a large measure, this is due to 
our not being able to charge admission. The townspeople 
have been cooperative in this respect, but they alone cannot 
be expected to contribute enough at sports contests to com- 
pletely finance them. This can easily be understood since 
it is possible to collect admissions from all in attendance at 
our home games. 


The students of the school have cooperated very well 
this year in the matter of paying athletic association dues. 
Well over fifty per cent of the members of the student body 
have paid their dues for the year.

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Report of the School Nurse 


To the Superintendent and School Committee 
Burlington, Massachusetts 


Madam Chairman and Gentlemen: 


The health program for 1940 was continued on a scale 
comparable to that of other years. Inspections were made 
in the odd grades, defects noted and made known to the 
parents. 

It is pleasing to note that the health situation in the 
school system showed a considerable improvement during 
the past year. There were fewer cases of illness, and at no 
time was there the usual epidemic of colds and «comparable 
diseases. There are fewer cases noted, of diseases attribu- 
table to lack of personal cleanliness. 


In the examination condueted by the school physician 
and school nurse in the odd grades, the greatest number of 
defects were found to be of a dental nature. If parents 
would endeavor to care for the teeth of their children, the 
first teeth as well as the permanent teeth, the general health 
of the child would improve. The school dental clinic has 
done a remarkable job under Doctor Spencer Taylor’s direc-. 
tion, but the clinie is handicapped through lack of funds,. 
and it is impossible to have done all the work which needs 
to be done. If parents who are notified of needed dental 
work would see that this work is taken care of, much suf- 
fering and ill health might be avoided. Most of the defects 
1oted in regard to ears and eyes have been corrected. 


Toxoid and anti-toxoid treatments for diphtheria were 
given to the children whose parents requested this service. 

The second well-child clinic, held in conjunction with 
the State Department of Health, was conducted in the Town 
Hall during the latter part of February. Fifty-six children 
were examined and recommendations were made to the par- 
ents of corrective measures necessary. 

The School Nurse would appreciate hearing from par- 
ents at any time in regard to the health of school children, 
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as it is her desire to render the greatest possible service to 
the children in the community.

Report of the School Dentist 


To the School Committee and Superintendent

Madam Chairman and Gentlemen: 


I was very happy to have served as school dentist dur- 
mg 1940 while the dental clinic was in operation. Whereas 
the work was by no means all caught up, we did get a very 
good start on it. In all, 158 fillings were placed; 20 extrac- 
tions done; and 18 cleanings completed. 


Wherever possible I have avoided extractions in order 
to keep the space filled in the mouths and thereby to help 
proper development of the jaws. Some of the operations 
have been time-consuming, but it is time well-spent we all 
must agree. Our facilities are limited, but we are all getting 
used to them and are getting along nicely. I think that most 
of the children are to be commended for their fine spirit of 
evoperation. It is a tremendous help to me to have the co- 
operation of the children, ‘because it is almost impossible, 
and a waste of time, to try to work on someone who will 
not do his part. I have tried to avoid pain at all times in 
every way | can, and yet be thorough. This has been ac- 
complished to a large degree, although some pain at times 
eannot be done away with. However, there is a growing in- 
terest on the part of the children in their teeth; and this, 
coupled with increased cooperation this year, 1s very grati- 
fying to me. The clinic is filling a great need and everyone 
seems to appreciate it. Iam very happy to say that although 
the clinic operated only two weeks in the Fall, it is now in 
full swing again since the New Year; and we are going to 
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iry to keep it going. With the help of all I am sure we can. 
It is both important and necessary work as a factor in gen- 
eral good health; and good health is one of the child’s great- 
est assets. [ wish to thank all concerned for my part in the 
aental program during 1940; and am very pleased to accept 
the responsibility of again having a part in the health pro- 
gram of the schools of 1941.

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Report of the Music Supervisor 


To the Superintendent and School Committee of Burlington: 

My work in the elementary grades has been outlined 
quite fully in town reports of previous years. For that 
reason I shall not devote much time to describing the work 
in music in the grades. 

Each week I spend one-half hour in each of the first six 
grades. An outline of work to be covered is given weekly to 
each teacher. Most technicalities of time, tune, and note 
reading have been covered by the end of the sixth year. 

Grades seven and eight have one music period a week. 
the greater part of this period is spent in chorus singing, 
the emphasis being placed on part singing. 

I devote three Activity Periods a week to music. The 
ninth grade, the combined tenth and eleventh grades, and 
the twelfth grade participate in this set-up. At present, al- 
though we are badly in need of new music, we are using 
sheet music that has been in the school system. 

Because of the large number of activities in the Junior- 
Senior High School, I have not been able to have an elective 
glee club this year. This is an unfortunate situation, as it 
is a recognized fact that the best work can be accomplished 
only when there is a desire to learn and enjoy. 

During the school year, various groups of pupils have 
been asked to participate in programs by town organiza- 
tions. Many of our pupils have enjoyed this experience. 

The operetta, ‘‘The Gypsy Rover,’’ was presented ‘by 
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the combined Junior and Senior High School Glee Clubs. I 
believe I can truly say that the presentation of this musicale 
was enjoyable both from the point of view of participator 
and spectator. 

May I extend to Miss Harriet Pearsons my personal 
thanks for her valuable assistance in connection with out 
operetta. The helpful cooperation of the entire cast will 
remain as one of my happiest memories. 

I should like to thank Mr. Dunnan, the School Commit- 
tee, the teachers, and pupils, who have helped to make 
music teaching a vital part of education.

I herewith submit my annuai report. 1940 may be 
called a banner year. There has been no epiderie of con- 
tagious disease. The health of the pupils has been up to the 
standard. 


At the opening of the schools in September, the odd 
grades were examined, and the parents were notified and 
advised concerning defects. The greatest disorder was found 
to be defective teeth. Better care of the teeth is one of the 
. greatest secrets of good halth. Children should take ad- 
vantage of the dental clinic which is being carired on at the 
school. 


All pupils, whose parents or guardians requested, were 
given the Toxoid-Anti-toxoid Immunization treatment. 


Several cases of Dysentery were found, and the pupils 
removed from school until contagion danger was past. 


Your school physician made 140 calls at the schools to 
€xamine and advise pupils and teachers about the caution 
necessary to prevent the spread of disease. 


Hxamined the football squad and attended all home 
games, as requested by the School Committee.

Madam Chairman and Gentlemen: 


Perhaps the most outstanding drawing accomplishment 
of the school year of 1939-40 was the pictures now attached 
to the walls of the High School Cafeteria. 

I ‘believe the students enjoyed the planning, the draw- 
ing, and the painting of these school life pictures to the 
utmost. 

From the standpoint of student training, these pictures 
provided a practical expression of their yearly accumula- 
tion of skill in drawing and painting. Although they realized 
tiey could not afford to make mistakes, which sometimes 
intimidates, they worked carefully and were always eager 
to admire another completed picture, another step toward 
their goal of making their lunch room a more interesting 
place to eat. 

Another drawing project which is of interest to the 
students is the yearly try for prizes by making posters ex- 
pressing kindness to animals. As many as fifteen different 
students in both the schools received well earned prizes of 
medals and animal magazines. 

Naturally much of the time is spent in laying a founda- 
tion of skills and acquiring a drawing vocabularly so that the 
student may express his ideas. To do this a regular course 
is followed. It is necessary to teach them how to use crayons, 
scissors, water-color, pencil, and pastels. 

The problems are planned to suit the grade—covering 
such phases as lettering, construction, design, color, object 
drawing, and representation. The guidance of skills and 
expressions toward the goal of better drawing is ever 
present.
